NEW YORK, June 22.—Local 802, 
American Federation of Musicians, in- 
tends to keep in force its 3 per broad- 
cast fee for each musician working on 
remote broadcasts.

Report of the meeting was started in 
the story that Guy Lombardo might 
broadcast from the Waidorf-Astoria. 
Music Corporation of America, which 
handles Lombardo, also said yesterday 
that nothing of this was known by the 
MCA representative. Waldorf has been 
one of the leaders in staying off the 
air and in refusing to deal with 802. 

Another change made in the AFM 
regulations, not recorded last week, was

Some Parks, Cireuses, Carnivals 


Up to 38% Ahead of Last Spring 


Business for others, despite extremely wet and cool 
season, on par with 1934 or little under—those failing 
to survive battle with elements small in number 


CINCINNATI, June 22.—Spring has just made its exit with but few if any 
regrets on the part of circuses, carnivals and amusement parks so far as the 


weather was concerned. 


In practically every section of the country, and even 


Canada, the biggest cry has been against the overabundance cf rainy, cloudy and 


cool days. 


Many purveyors of these forms of amusement have never seen the 


equal of such weather, and it is nothing short of marvelous that so few out- 


door enterprises had to give up in their battle with the elements. 


ing short of marvelous, too, that in no 
small number of instances’ circuses, 
parks and carnivals, where the weather 
wasn’t as bad as for others, not only have 
held their own, but chalked up receipts 
that were much better than last spring, 
the increase ranging as high as 38 per 
cent. Where the traveling shows and 
the parks were hard hit by the weather 
business has been either on a par with 
last spring or a little under. Judging by 
the way in which the crowds turned cut 
on days when the weather was favorable, 
and even on rainy or cloudy and cool 
days, if the atmospheric conditions had 
been of the made-to-order kind the 
spring that has just passed would prob- 
ably have gone down in history as one of 
boom prmportions.

Breach in Ranks of Promoters 


HOLLYWOOD, June 22.—Maintaining 
that the Motion Picture Hall of Fame 
at the San Diego Exposition is not being 
operated so as to reflect creditably on 
the motion picture industry, executive 
Officers of the Screen Artists’ Guild left 
Hollywood this week for the exposition 
to take up with Fanchon & Marco 
certain phases of operations. 

Guild arrangement has FP. & M. 
operating the concession for 331-3 per 
cent of the net. Exposition gets 33 1-3 
per cent, and the remaining third is 
split up, with the Guild getting 13 1-3, 
the Dominos 15 and the McQuarrie 
Bros.’ agency, which handled the deal, 5 
per cent. Since the opening of the 


exposition the Hall of Fame has been 
the second biggest draw on the grounds, 
with an average weekly take of $2,500 
on a nut of $2,000. 

Despite this comfortable margin, 
F. & M. are not satisfied with the profit 
shown and are cutting down on the 
union help at work in the filming of 
motion pictures on the various sets in 
the exhibit. Crew has been cut to two 
electricians, with both doubling as prop 
men and on sound. Situation is pro- 
voking a threatened closing by IATSE, 
which claims that if its men are asked 
to walk they will demand that the elec- 
trical equipment used on the sets be

years, the majority of amusement parks 
have been severely hit by rain, threaten- 
ing weather and unseasonable coolness 
during working hours the past month. 


It is the consensus among park opera- 
tors that patronage so far would have 
been much on the increase over any of 
the past five seasons had weather been 
more favorable. As it is a number of 
major spots have had an increase over 
last year, despite temperatures and 
rainfall which have held patrons back 
and turned in almost a blank score for 
swimming-pool biz. 


Perhaps the most favorable report 
comes from General Manager Leonard B. 
Schloss, Glen Echo (Md.) Park, near 
Washington, D. C. For the five weeks 
following the opening on April 27 he 
reports a business increase of about 35 
per cent over the same period in 1934. 

Coney Island, Cincinnati, had the 
best Saturday opening, followed by 
Decoration Day biz which was the best 
in 15 years. The management reports 
that patronage has kept up well when 
weather was favorable, but that many 
successive days of rain and threatening 
skies during hours of operation have 
been decidedly detrimental, especially as 
compared with last season, when hot 
spells in June sent figures soaring on 
pool patronage. 

Extremely favorable is the report 
from Arnold B. Gurtler, general man- 
ager of Elitch Gardens, Denver, who 
says: “Our attendance this year has 
been handicapped by unusual rains. 
Aside from that, everything shows an 
up. Per capita expenditures are up 
50 per cent, more than overcoming the 
difference in attendance caused by 
weather. Our legitimate stock theater, 
which opened on June 15, shows the 
heaviest season reservations in its his- 
tory. Both the park and theater show 
a net increase of 20 per cent.” 

General Manager A. Braay McSwigan, 
Kennywood Park, Pittsburgh, says that, 
due to bad weather. gross receipts have 
shown no increase there. 

“Weather has been generally cold and 
rainy since our opening,” reports Her- 
bert FP. O'Malley, director of Playland, 
Rye, N. Y. “Last year during the same 
period we had 16 good days in four 
weeks, and this year we have had only 
12 good days. Receipts so far are 12 
per cent behind for the same period last 
season. There has been nothing to 
indicate greater per capita spending and 
the season’s results probably will de- 
pend upon weather and the number of 
people we can attract.”

Problems at Chicago Meet 


Brings out trials and tribulations of the buyer of com- 
mercial time as well—pays tribute to networks—also 
touches on advertising standards 


EDITOR’S NOTE: At the request of numerous broadcasters who did not 
attend the meeting of the Commercial Section of the National Association of 
Broadcasters, held recently in Chicago in conjunction with the Advertising 
Federation of America, The Billboard herewith reprints a typical, constructive 
talk, one of the many that were heard, and selects the following by Lloyd C. 
Thomas, president and manager of WROK, Rockford,

If I can bring out some of the problems 
of the regional and local stations and the 
problems of their buyers of commercial 
time, then I will feel that I have been of 
help to those who manage, operate and 
direct these 400 stations scattered thru- 
out every part of the United States-—- 
those whose problems are just as im- 
portant to them as are the pmblems con- 
fronting the networks, their clients and 
their associated stations—probleins which 
are very much alike in many instances. 

There are threc classes of broadcasting 
service—national, regional and local. And 
there are three classes of buyers of com- 
mercial time—also national, regional and 
local. In the national station field the 
time has passed when any one station 
can claim to have intensive coverage over 
the whole country, and where any one 
station can claim to have intensive cover- 
age (I mean audience) over any consider- 
able portion of the country. It now takes 
a national chain of stations to do that 
job. Tadmit that insofar as national or 
larce regional coverage by good signal 
strength is concerned there are several 
stations that can properly lay claim to 
that, but I say that insofar as an inten- 
sive national listening audience is con- 
cerned—it is a thing of the past in radio 
broadcasting. It takes a network or a 
blanket coverage by transcription to do 
that today. 

Many of the so-called “national” sta- 
tions and most cf the regional stations 
are doing a good job when it comes to 
attracting and hclding a “local audience.”

Most of the 400 local and regional sta- 
tions are doing an excellent job, for that 
is the field in which they must be and 
are active and useful. With a large por- 
tion of the best time of the network sta- 
tions occupied with network programs, 
the non-network local and regional sta- 
tions have an opportunity to demonstrate 
their usefulness in the broadcasting of 
local programs with local talent, or in 
handling spot business in the form of 
transcriptions. 


Local Station Problems 


I say that the "local stations” have a 
very important and useful place in the 
broadcasting field. I also say that if, as 
our experts tell us, the average listening 
time of the individual is four hours per 
day, the local station can and will attract 
and hold its audience for at least one- 
half of that time—or two hours per day. 


As has been the case from the very 
beginning of broadcasting, radio is its 
own worst enemy. Originality, initiative 
and good business sense and practices are 
in many cases sadly lacking. Broadcast- 
ing is supposed to be done for “public 
interest, convenience and necessity.” The 
first and last, “interest and necessity,” 
are sadly lackirg in connection with 
many programs, from the purely local 
program on one station to the big net- 
work program, while the second defini- 
tion, “convenience,” seems in many cases 
to be the “convenience” of the advertiser 
and the broadcaster rather than “con- 
venience” of the listening public. 


You may think that I am super-critical, 
but I say to you that radio will be much 
more popular with the owners of radio 
sets, they will spend more hours in lis- 
tening, will buy more of the advertiser’s 
goods, when we as broadcasters and ad- 
vertisers give more thought, study and 
attention to “public interest, convenience 
and necessity” in connection with our 
program structures. This refers to sus- 
taining as well as commercial programs. 


I am not discouraged in the least with 
the radio broadcasting situation in the 
country today—it has made wonderful 
strides since I first entered the field out 
at Hastings, Neb.. on KFKX in 1923. 
Radio—national, regional and local—is 
doing a wonderful job and occupies a 
place in the lives of cur people that noth- 
ing else can fill. But I see many oppor- 
tunities for faster and greater advance- 
ment if we broadcasters and our adver- 
tisers and their agencies will face the 
facts that confront us, quit kidding our- 
selves and get “down to bedrock” in con- 
sidering and solving our problems, 


Webs Led the Way 


I again repeat, as I have said before 
and elsewhere, that I “take my hat off 
to the networks,” for they have led the® 
way in commercial broadcasting and in 
providing programs of high character 
and listener interest. But I also repeat 
that the local station and the local pm- 
grams, both commercial and sustaining, 
have a very definite portion and part of 
the time and attention of the listener. 


As an example I will cite the case of 
one typical “regional local” station, serv- 
ing as its primary and intensively served 
territory 10 counties, with 115,000 fami- 
lies, of which 91,000 have radio sets—a 
total of over 300,000 listeners. This sta- 
tion is located 85 miles from the nearest 
network service. It broadcasts with 500 
watts of power. 

One regicnal advertiser serving a con- 
siderable slice of the country, but not a 
potential network customer because of 
regional distribution, and with real out- 
lets scattered thruout the primary terri- 
tory (10 counties) of this station, de- 
clined to use the station because he was 
using local service on high-powered sta- 
tions in all directions from the station

concerned, these stations being located 
from 85 to 300 miles distant. 


A survey was made by the station to 
determine what percentage of the liis- 
teners in this primary area of the sta- 
tion had at any time over any of the 
stations concerned heard the commercial 
programs of the advertiser. The survey 
was very fair, for it did not require the 
listener surveyed to state over what sta- 
tion or when he had heard the adver- 
tiser’s program. This survey showed that 
only 5214 per cent of the listeners had 
ever heard the advertiser’s programs over 
any station. This left the local station 
a potential audience of uninformed lis- 
teners for this advertiser amounting to 
47% per cent, to say nothing of the 
valuable “duplicate coverage” that would 
be secured from the listeners who had 
heard the advertiser’s programs on one of 
the other stations, but whc would become 
better customers thru the benefit of the 
“local touch” that local programs can and 
do give the advertiser. 

This same station thru its surveys 
shows that 9114, per cent of all the sets 
in its home city are tuned in on it at 
some time during the day, this average 
running down to 6914 per cent of the 
sets in outlying portions of the territory 
concerned. This station also shows that 
one program alone draws 71 per cent of 
all the sets in the home city to it, and 
from that down to 40 per cent of all the 
sets at 7:30 p.m., the time of the finest 
network programs. 

I simply cite the above in an endeavor 
to prove my statement that,local and 
spot broadcasting over the regional and 
local stations is a very important and 
necessary part of any advertiser’s cam- 
paign. With over 600 national adver- 
tisers who are natural and potential net- 
work prospects and customers; with at 
least 4,000 regional advertisers who are 
natural and potential spot and local 
prospects and customers, and with possi- 
bly 100,000 local advertisers who are 
natural and potential local prospects,

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FCC HEARS ET PETITION 


Argument Heard on All Angles 


Of Amendment - 


Clarification 


World Broadcasting System proposal gets airing with 
numerous disk manufacturers and broadcasters on hand 
to present their views—FCC considers decision

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The petition of World Broadcasting System, Inc., 
New York, N. Y.,for an Amendment to or Clarification of Paragraph 176 of the Rules 
and Regulations of Federal Communications Commission was heard before the 
Broadcast Division of the Commission on Thursday, with arguments pro and con 
on the proposal submitted by WBS. The latter’s petition asked that the following 


be added to Rule 176: 

“In cases where a library of electrical tran- 
scriptions made exclusively for broadcasting 
purposes is so made that a number of indi- 
vidual selections are used in presentation of a 
coherent and continuqus program, then even 
tho that program is not produced from one 
individual mechanical reproduction but is as 
assembled into a continuous program thru the 
use of selections from several such reproduc- 
tions, the program is nevertheless an electrical 
transcription program and the announcement 
thereof is governed by the first section of the 
second paragraph of Rule 176. The use in 
such program of various commercial credits 
or announcements shall not be considered as 
interrupting the continuous character thereof.” 


The place of electrical transcription, 
on the one hand, and “human beings” 
on the other, the latter representing mu- 
Sicians, in the broadcasting scheme was 
to the forefront in the arguments sub- 
mitted, and the hearing brought out an 
unusual representation of legal talent 
in behalf of broadcasting interests. 
Purther points stressed by such repre- 
sentatives had to do with the need for 
or objections to announcements at cer- 
tain intervals of the fact mechanical 
broadcasting and not human talent was 
being heard, and the extent if at all to 
which listeners-in are victims of fraud 
as to the character of broadcast being 
received. No witnesses were heard, only 
argument by counsel. 


Protecting the Public 


Paul M. Segal, of Washington, repre- 
senting World Broadcasting, discussed 
the development of electrical transcrip- 
tion and said that in order to make cer- 
tain no fraud was practiced upon the 
public announcements to the effect the 
entertainment was coming by electrical 
transcription is made every 15 minutes. 
He explained there are four types of 
Program by radio, one that of live tal- 
ent, controlled by the station; another 
transcription by a disk, available only 
to the station; the network program, not 
controlled by the station, and the sim- 
ple phonograph record. The World 
Broadcasting System’s daily program 
service, he asserted, represents the fur- 
nishing of a constant source of enter- 
tainment of high quality, a metropoli- 
tan type of service, and that it has 
standing in the industry and high char- 
acter. World Broadcasters, he said, serve 
108 stations and that 65 per cent of 
the stations are of the Class B, or the 
smaller stations. This service makes 
possible for them perfect continuity, so 
important to a full appreciation of a 
program. The service runs two and 
one-half hours a day, with the exception 
of Sunday. By use of the most sub- 
stantial electrically transcribed enter- 
tainment available, technical excellence 
is assured stations and the public, he 
added. Segal then asked if it was 
thought operation of this system was 
such as to mislead the public. Stations 
even advertise the fact the entertain- 
ment furnished by them is by electrical 
transcription, so well is it regarded, he 
continued. 

Speaking for local broadcasting sta- 
tions which, it was stated, are being or- 
ganized, George O. Sutton, of Washing- 
ton, said that these stations fee] some 
action should be taken if fraud is to be 
prevented, and that phonograph records, 
for example, are used in such way leave 
the public on occasion under the im- 
pression it is hearing a performer in a 
studio.

The NAB is sending out Bureau ef In- 
vestigation cards containing complete in- 
formation on Mahan to all of its members 
with the hope that radio may contribute 


toward the apprehensicn of the kidnaper. 


16 Stations in Clear 
On Marmola Broadcast 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—The Federal 
Communications Commission failed to 
hold responsible 16 out of the 21 radio 
stations which were recently queried on 
the broadcasting of the commercial 
program advertising Marmola, a reduc- 
ing preparation. The FCC stated it was 
satisfied that the stations were not to 
blame and intended no offense. These 
16 stations have nothing to fear insofar 
as their licenses are concerned. They 
are WGAR, WHEC, WIOD-WMBF, WIBE, 
WKBW, WBAP, WBAL, WGR, WHO, 
WIND, WJAS, WJJD, WOW, KMOX and 
WIR. The five stations that remain on 
the docket for a hearing are WSMB, 

» KFRC, KMBC and KNX. 


More Network Angles Crop Up; 


MBS and I.-C. Group Expanding 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Radio network 
picture is due for changes within the 
next six months, according to trade ob- 
servers, with Mutual Broadcasting Sys- 
tem due for expansion and the Inter- 
city Group, with WMCA, New York, as 
key, also expected to add a number of 
stations. Intercity is figured as winding 
up with about the same number of sta- 
tions as on the late American Broad- 
casting System web. 

All recent developments with MBS 
point to a greater spread. Significant 
fact is in the engagement at WOR of 
Julius Seebach as program chief, with 
the Newark transmitter as the New York 
key in MBS program emanations. Sta- 
tion is now working on revamping its 
program schedule, with a number of 
radio names due to work there under an 
increased program budget. 

Also important is the establishment 
at the last MBS meeting in Chicago of 
a separate sales organization, which was 
pending some time. Published reports 
that MBS was going to hire a station 
representation firm to handle its sales 
department are erroneous. Setup will 
be that two men from each of the sta- 
tions will be assigned exclusively to 
handle network sales, clearing thru Fred 
Weber, director of network operations 
for Mutual. Previously all salesmen 
had worked on Mutual sales, instead of 
the narrowed down system. Mutual is 


issuing a new rate card, with prices un- 
changed. Card, however, is in new form, 


showing the costs of various broadcast 
periods, on a basis of several programs 
per week, with the net costs figured out 
after the various station discounts have 
been taken off. 


Mutual and the Yankee Network are 
getting closer each week, with the lat- 
ter taking a number of MBS sustaining 
shows and several of its stations on Mu- 
tual commercials. An MBS representa- 
tive stated yesterday “That it’s quite 
within the realm of possibility that 
Yankee and Mutual will get together.” 
This goes double in view of Yankee’s 
position with Columbia. MBS will also 
be able to offer Pittsburgh coverage soon 
with WWVA, Wheeling, W. Va. Chain 
has also arranged for increased program 
exchange with the Canadian Radio 
Commission. MBS is likéWise very close 
to the Michigan network. 


Intercity group is proceeding slowly, 
but there are about 10 stations that may 
soon go on this chain. Included are 
WHBA, Rock Island; WIL, St. Louis; 
WJBK, Detroit; WEVR, Buffalo; WCOL, 
Columbus; WFBE, Cincinnati: WJW, 
Akron; WMBR, Memphis, and KQV, in 
Pittsburgh. Intercity arrangement is 
for the stations to pay line charges on 
program service from WMCA, with the 
latter getting its fee in time. 


Fifty Execs Attend First Sales 
Management Meet in NBC History 


NEW YORK, June 24.—First sales man- 
agement convention in the history of the 
National Broadcasting Company is being 
held today and tomorrow at the West- 
chester Biltmore Country Club, Rye, N. Y. 
Approximately 50 sales executives of the 
NBC sales divisions are in attendance. 
Both days will be packed with timely dis- 
cussions and important sales problems 
from the NBC standpoint and broadcast 
advertising in general. 

Morning, afterncon and evening ses- 
sions are scheduled, with Edgar Kobak, 
vice-president in charge of sales, pre- 
siding part of the time. Kobak made the 
opening remarks this morning, while Roy 
C. Witmer presided as chairman. Sub- 
jects included a report on NBC sales for 
the first four months of the year by J. V. 
McConnell, and also a sales control re- 
port. Witmer spoke on sales operations 


and sales policies. Talk on commercial 
programs was scheduled by either Bertha 


Brainard or Mr. Peterson, this nof being 
definitely set in advance. 


Artists’ service talk by Dan Tuthill and 
advertising promotion research by either

spot sales and other subjects. 

Tuesday evening will be an open dis- 
cussion, with Witmer presiding, on sug- 
gestions for securing more business, bet- 
ter service to buyers of advertising and 
kindred items. 


WOR Artists’ Bureau 
Rounds Out a Year 


NEW YORK, June 22.—WOR's Artists’ 
Bureau is rounding out its first year of 
operation with a claimed net stated as 
being $50,000. Bureau was formed in 
the late spring of 1934, with Nat Abram. 
son in charge, with the personnel and 
operating setup of the agency estab- 
lished in October, 1934. Since that time 
the department has signed 80 acts un- 
der contract, all of whom get play-or-pay 
deals from the station; booked 380 out- 
side club bookings and changed WOR’s 
remote policy, with all spots now pay- 
ing. Station’s remote rate is $125 week- 
ly with two periods, this covering the 
metropolitan area only. Bureau also 
points to a number of acts under con- 
tract that have been built up and are 
now working commercially on either 
NBC or CBS.

Book- 
ings include Willie Robyn, at Totem 
Lodge; Grace Panvini, at Berkshire 
Country Club; Claire Vermonte and Ted 
Beyes at Camp Copake; Hotel Flager, 
Jay Golden and others at Moon Hill 
Fairmont Hotel and Milford. Charles 
Quigley, dramatic actor, has also been 
set on a picture deal with Twentieth 
Century.

CBS and NBC May 
Revenues Over 734 


NEW YORK, June 22.—National Broad- 
casting Company gross revenue for May 
totaled $2,691,503, which compares to 
May of last year when gross billing was 
$2,472,594. In May, 1933, NBC did 
$1,662,887, and in 1932, for the same 
month, it was $2,305,448. 


Columbia Broadcasting System for May 
grossed $1,287,455, which compares to a 
year ago, $1,255,887. In May, 1933, CBS 
has a little over the $600,000 mark, but 
in the same month, 1932, it grossed over 
$1,300,000.

Resume ASCAP Trial Nov. 4; [ 
No Quitting, Says the U. S. 


Adjournment granted at request of government because 
case was being dragged out and it needed a stronger 
presentation—music men had the best of it so far 


a 
NEW YORK, June 22.—As it became more and more evident that the trial of 
U. S. vs. the American Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers, its members 
and the Music Publishers’ Protective Association on anti-trust charges was drag- 
ging out to an interminable length of time and that it could be dragged out more 
so when either side so desired, attorneys for both sides got together on Wednesday 
morning and Federal Judge Henry W. Goddard agreed to adjourn the case until 


November 4. 


with the case when it is resumed in the 
fall, altho he has been working on the 
case ever since the government decided 
to bring the action and has gathered 
much of the evidence that is to be pre- 
sented. 

Tipoff came during the Monday 
morning session when Judge Goddard 
sustained a motion by Nathan Burkan, 
attorney for ASCAP, in which Burkan 
objected to an excerpt from the log of 
Station WTMJ during course of the tes- 
timony of William J. Benning, musical 
director of the station. Burkan in- 
sisted upon bringing in the log or noth- 
ing. This setback and time it would 
take to bring in the log itself made 
itself felt in the government’s ranks of 
special attorneys and it was plainly evi- 
dent that the July 1 date would be on 
hand before they knew it. Judge God- 
dard is scheduled to go over to the mo- 
tions calendar of the U. S. District Court 
on that date and an adjournment would 
have to be taken anyway. Originally 
the government refused any delay when 
the adjournment was sought by ASCAP 
before and at the opening of the trial. 

On Monday night, after the partial 
testimony of Benning was heard, Ben- 
nett made a hurried trip to Washington 
and conferred with U. S. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings. On Wednesday morn- 
ing Bennett was more in the mood for 
getting together with the ASCAP lawyers 
end making certain stipulations in the 
case which would cut away considerable 
unimportant material and save time. 
This will be done in the interim and 
Judge Goddard stated that the evidence 
and testimony already in to date will 
be allowed to stand. 


No Settlement, Says U. S. 


Bennett is definitely out of the case 
now and Mac Asbill, one of his assist- 
ants, will take over the prosecution. Al- 
tho it is believed in the camp of the 
music men that the trial may not come 
up again and that some sort of an agree- 
ment will be reached by ASCAP and the 
U. S. Attorney-General, it is the con- 
tention of Asbill and broadcasters on 
the other side of the fence that nothing 
whatsoever will stand in the way of the 
trial being resumed. 

The society took the stand that it 
did not want the case adjourned and 
wanted the showdown to continue.

Company for $100,000 damages, claiming 
the performer injured the repute of the 
hotel in his broadcast June 15. During 
the show, while working with Sam Parks 
Jr., newly crowned golf champion, Jol- 
son said: “That’s a rotten hotel.” He 
later mentioned something about “That 
being 20 years ago and times have 
changed,” or words to that effect. 

Leo L. Heyn, president of the hotel 
company, stated he was going to pur- 
sue the question as far as is possible 
and that he has asked the Federal Com- 
munications Commission for a stop and 
desist order. He also has “demanded 
an immediate Senate investigation of 
the whole practice of commercial broad- 
casting.”

Without doubt Good Will Court is one 
of the most unusual and interesting 
shows now on the air. It’s the kind of 
program that will keep listeners once 
they are dialed into it, as well as being 
the kind that will beckon again each 
successive week. Program amounts, 
more or less, to a personalized Voice of 
Experience affair, but made intensely 
human by the personal element itself. 
What it does is to take people from all 
walks of life and have them present 
their particular problem, legal in fact, 
yet a personal affair, to whatever judges 
are presiding. Few dramatic casts could 
achieve the effects obtained in the in- 
dividual presentation of a respective woe 
—the characteristics of each speaker, ex- 
plaining his story to the judge. 

On the evening caught former Mayor

quired if phonograph records are better 
than local talent. Sutton submitted to 
the commission a suggested “Rule No. 
176,” as proposed by local broadcasters, 
which is as follows: 

“Each licensee shall make a clear and con- 
cise announcement at the beginning of every 
Prograin as to the use therein of any mechan- 
ical reproduction, phonograph record, electrical 
transcription or other recording, unless the use 
thereof is merely incidental as for identifica- 
tion or background. The exact form of the 
announcement is not prescribed, but the lan- 
guage shall be clear and in terms commonly 
used and understood. 

“The announcement required hereby shall 
be repeated each 15 minutes until the con- 
clusion of the program, unless such repetition 
would interrupt a single consecutive recorded 
speech or a single consecutive recorded pro- 
gram, and in such cases the announcement 
shall be made as soon as possible thereafter, 
and in no event later than the next station 
identification announcement. 

“Any fraudulent or misleading statements 
or announcements relative to a recorded pro- 
gram or the failure to properly and clearly 
ennounce the program as required hereby may 
be deemed by the commission as sufficient 
grounds for the revocation of the station 
license or the denial of any application for its 
renewal.” 


Gen. Samuel T. Ansell, counsel for 
AFM, said he could not agree that, as 
suggested, the powers of the commission 
are only repressive and said he appeared 
to represent the viewpoint of men as 
against that of the machine. He also 
said he favored prevention of deception 
of the public in connection with broad- 
casts. General Ansell pointed to the 
economic situation in which American 
musicians have found themselves in re- 
cent years as a result not only of the 
depression but of the growing tendency 
to substitute mechanically operated en- 
tertainment devices for entertainment 
furnished by human beings. Introduc- 
tion of the sound machine into motion 
pictures, he said, meant that around 
20,000 to 25,000 musicians, members of 
the American Federation, were left 
without a means of livelihood for their 
families and themselves. 

Representing NBC, Philip Hennessy, of 
Washington, said he thought it would 
be better to refer to recorded programs 
rather than to electrical transcription, 
for the reason the latter was neither 
electrical nor transcription. If it should 
be destred, he would draft and submit 
@ revised regulation touching the sub- 
ject under discussion which he thought 
would be pertinent, hr said. Electrical 
transcription grew up, he added, to 
distinguish it from phonograph broad- 
casting. Hennessy favored announce- 
ment at the beginning and at the end 
to guard against possible deception. 
Representing Columbia Broadcasting 
System, Mr. Patrick, counsel, said that 
as to electrical transcription, announcers 
are not from the World system, while 
the music furnished by radio may be; 
that the voice of the announcer adds a 
personal element to the broadcasting 
and that as a result there is a kind of 
hybrid program. He said that from 
what he has heard, he is inclined to 
think listeners prefer to hear live talent 
or telephone reproduction of it. Change,

he thought, would have a bad effect on 
broadcasting, and that while he could 
not see how it would be beneficial, he 
could see a number of reasons why it 
might not. As to classification of pro- 
grams by Mr. Segal, it was Patrick’s view 
he properly put live talent first, but the 
thought occurred network should be 
second instead of transcription. He 
doubted that the change would be good 
for the industry. Also, he believed 
Hennessy’s suggestion as to announce- 
ments at the beginning and the end 
might take care of the situation. 


Re NAB Resolution 


A. B. Church, chairman of commerce 
committee of NAB, submitted for the 
record resolutions adopted by NAB at 
its convention in Cincinnati last Sep- 
tember, which resolution “14-A” as to 
electrical transcription, reaffirmed reso- 
lution “14-B” of the immediately prior 
convention, to the effect electrical 
transmission be announced. Church 
read into the record the letter from NAB 
to Secretary Herbert L. Petty of FCC, 
transmitting the resolutions in question. 
In his capaeity as vice-president and 
general manager of KMBC, Kansas City, 
Church said a very small proportion of 
the total number of small broadcasters 
in the industry are making what might 
be considered a reasonable return on 
their investment, the hazards of the 
activity being considered. He said 
KMBC uses World Broadcasting service 
to supplement its other service and ex- 
pressed interest in the service being 
rendered by the latter. Constant repeti- 
tion of announcements, in his opinion, 
does not tend to add to the enjoyment of 
listeners by radio and, in fact, increases 
abuses to which radio may be put and 
that he would oppose any excessive 
regulation of announcement of tran- 
scription programs. 

Time difference between different 
zones should be taken into considera- 
tion in connection with control of pro- 
grams, he continued, as what may be 
a most acceptable program for 7 p.m. in 
New York might not be a suitable one 
for the same hour in Kansas City. The 
dinner hour in one section might be 
different from the dinner hour in 
Kansas City, where it is around 6 to 
6:30 o'clock. He thought special atten- 
tion should be given to the selection 
of programs for the dinner hour gen- 
erally and said his station had had good 
results from care in this direction. His 


station maintains a complete dramatic 
staff, Church said, and its musical li- 
brary, which is constantly being built 
up, has 11,000 selections well cataloged. 
Any announcement should be such 
there would be no deception, he added.

his case the wrong end first.

there can be no dearth in business for 
the radio broadcasting industry—both 
national and local. And it takes the in- 
come from commercial programs to en- 
able regional and local stations to do 
the job in the right manner, as well as 
it does also for the networks and larger 
stations. 


Answers to Questions 
In preparing my answers to the ques- 
tions listed for discussion, I have natur- 
ally considered them from the local and 
spot angles entirely. I would answer 
them as follows: 
1. What information does the buyer 


of time desire regarding broadcasting? 
Answer—The buyer of time wants to 
know: 

(a) What primary territory is covered 
by the station in terms of regular audi- 
ence and wat is its buying power. 

(b) What percentage of the potential 
audience listens to that station. 

(c) At what hours. 

(d) Character of programs (commer. 
cial and sustaining) broadcast. 

(e) Used by what advertisers. 

(f) Results secured by the station 
for these advertisers. 

(g) Reaction of local dealers and 
and distributors (in the case of a na- 
tional spot advertiser). 

(h) Cost of service—time and talent. 

(1) Available time. 

2. How much of that information has 
broadcasting been able to furnish thus 
far and how does this information com- 
pare in variety and basic value to that 
furnished by other media? Answer—TIn- 
sofar as individual stations are concerned, 
the information available is very limited. 
There is a decided lack of ‘systematic, 
uniform plans. There are some notable 
exceptions. Surveys are frequently too 
detailed to be of value to the advertiser 
or agency. The information lacking con- 
cerns both the station and its territory. 


The networks have done a wonderful 
job in collecting, studying, preparing and 
distributing information — but that 
usually applies to stations as part of a 
large group, with very little detail about 
individual stations and territories. 


Speaking generally, the newspapers and 
magazines are far ahead of radio when it 
comes to variety and basic value in col- 
lecting and distributing information. 

It is regrettable, but a fact, that the 
individual station that “blows its horn 
the lovdest” usually gets the business. 
There is, however, over most of the coun- 
try, practically no need for competition 
between stations for spot and local busi- 
ness. Co-operative efforts to sell non- 
radio advertisers is more necessary. 


8. What information should logically 
be included in the scope of service ren- 
dered by any co-operative bureau of lis- 
tener and coverage data which broad- 
casters, advertisers and agencies might 
set up for radio? Answer—(a) Listener 
audience—from surveys and mail re- 
turns, by cities, towns and counties, in 
totals and in per cent of potentials. (b) 
Desire ability of, necessity for and value 
to advertisers of the territory concerned. 
Character (manufacturing, agricultural) 
and buying power. (c) “Setup” 
of stations — personnel, character of 
programs, whether network or/and 
regional or/and local, general ac- 
ceptance in its territory of the station 
and its programs—and, to use the defini- 
tion again, the attention given to “public 
interest, convenience and necessity.” 
(d) Results secured for advertisers, Rates 
and available time. 


4. What is the practical value of gen- 
eral information such as success stories, 
etc., to tl.e buyer of time? Answer—Suc- 
cess stories and studies and reports of 
advertising campaigns over the stations 
are of real practical value and of great 
sales help. The agency and the advertiser 
can well judge whether the story or “tes- 
timonial letter” is bcna fide. 


5. What should be the basis of agency 
recognition accorded by broadcasting sta- 
tions to advertising agencies? Answer— 
Only regularly established agencies of 
financial and moval responsibility should 
be recognized by the regional and local 
stations. However, the regional and local

PITTSBURGH, June 22.—Local night 
club entertainers have organized for the 
first time in history when they joined 
the local branch of the American Fed- 
eration of Actors, opened here June 18 
by Executive Secretary Raiph Whitehead 
and represented by J. Jeffries. 

At a meeting of the Fort Pitt Hotel 
on that date, open only to professional 
entertainers and bookers, Mr. Whitehead 
pointed out the benefits of joining the 
organization. A number of prominent 
speakers supported his views. 


Conditicns for both club entertainers 
ana bookers have been horrible. Acts 
worked for as low as 75c a night and 
there was nothing to stop such moves. 
Amateurs and would-be actors horned 
in on the club work, forcing legitimate 
entertainers to work for almost any- 
thing for the sake of existence. 

Most of those who already joined the 
forces of the organization are night- 
club entertainers. Bookers have pledged 
their co-operation in bringing about a 
change for the better.

Can’t Put Up Own 
Cocktails in N. Y. 


NEW YORK, June 22.—A federal raid 
on the bar of Lundy’s Restaurant, 
Sheepshead Bay, for serving cocktails 
prepared in advance and kept in bottles 
came at the same time that Edward 
Mulrooney, chairman of the State Liquor 
Authority, announced that of the 27,000 
beer licenses now listed in this State 
4,000 would be dropped next month. 
Present licenses expire in July 1 and 
it is figured that show business, either 
in the way of night spots or park and 
resort cafes, will come in for some of 
the pruning. 

Lundy’s remained open under a writ 
returnable June 26, all branches of the 
shore eatery functioning except the bar. 
It was said that the feds raided the 
bar because they violated a law in put- 
ting up cocktails to serve during the 
rush hour, this procedure calling for a 
rectifying license for bottling liquor. 
The practice is one indulged in gener- 
ally by many of the larger eateries and 
bars that cater to a large rush-hour 
trade. Lundy’s is one of the best known 
Sheepshead sea-food restaurants. 


DETROIT, June 22.—The Club Man- 
hattan here folded abruptly Monday 
when its liquor license was revoked for 
violation of the liquor laws, involving 
the selling of liquor after hours. Case 
had been pending for about two months, 
but the revocation of the license came 
suddenly. Performers at the club were 
paid off pro rata on the week.

CHICAGO, June 22.—Back for a re- 
turn engagement, Russell Swan, talented 
Magician who made a hit on his previ- 
ous run here, is in the new floor show 
which opened in the Continental Room 
of the Stevens Hotel Friday night.

Hotel New Yorker's Terrace Room has 
been redecorated for the summer, in 
style suitable for the hot season, which 
is cooling in itself. That makes it a 
double check, since the room is refrig- 
erated. At the same time while almost 
every other eating place in New York 
has upped food prices recently, the New 
Yorker has cut them about 15 per cent. 


From the talent standpoint, Ralph 
Hitz, director of the hotel (of the Na- 
tional string), shows his knack again 
for picking talent. His latest is Clyde 
Lucas and his orchestra, playing their 
initial Broadway date. Lucas looks like 
he is going places and all that is hold- 
ing him from a quicker upbeat is the 
hotel’s refusal to broadcast because of 
reluctance to pay the $3 musicians’ 
broadcast fee.

NEW YORK, June 22.—With con- 
clusive proof that there is plenty of gold 
to be had in the sticks, the William 
Mofris Agency is drawing up elaborate 
plans for routing ‘names” on one, two 
and three-day stands in the hinterlands 
next season. This past season's feelers 
in that territory yielded a healthy in- 
come to the office and to the “names,” 
with the latter group showing much 
interest in this flesh outlet. 

Sammy Weisbord, Abe Lastfogel’s sec- 
retary, and Martin Wagner will specialize 
in this work, and both have just re- 
turned from a tour of the South look- 
ing over the towns in which they intend 
routing the “names.” 

As was the case this season, the 
“names” play these spots on percentage 
and stay as long as three days in worth- 
while towns. Play week stands also for 
the circuits while en route. While 
“names” made personal appearances for 
the most part this season, next season’s 
plans are to surrcund them with units 
simiiar to the Sally Rand show now on 
tour. Plans even call for playing a show 
a town each week. In this way the units 
can get as high as a four-month season 
with very little layoffs. 

The Rand unit is faring very well. and 
next Saturday chalks up a run of 58 
consecutive days without a layoff. Then 
follows with a week in Milwaukee and 
other dates carrying it thru July and 
August. Other “names” which toured 
the one-dayers for the office were Joe 
Penner, Amos ‘n’ Andy, Paul Whiteman 
and band and Myrt and Marte. 

An example of the business to be done 
on the one-dayers is seen in the $3,000 
gross chalked up by Amos ‘n’ Andy for a 
one-day appearance in Huntington, W. 
Va. They played to the same gross in 
Richmond, Va., in a 1,500-seat house. 


Pittsburgh Added 
To AFA Branches 


PITTSBURGH, June 22.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Actors opened a local 
branch, with William (Jeff) Jeffries as 
representative and with headquarters in 
the Fort Pitt Hotel, after a mass meet- 
ing of vaude, cafe and outdoor per- 
formers Tuesday afternoon at the hotel. 

At the meeting Ralph Whitehead, exec 
secretary of the AFA, described the work 
of his organization in bettering condi- 
tions for actors thruout the country. 
Other speakers were Louis Little, coun- 
sel for the new branch; Steve Forrest, 
local booker; Paul Specht, ork leader; 
William B. Foster, city property assessor; 
A. P. Huckestein, of the labor depart- 
ment, and such union officials as H. L. 
Woodmansee, James McGrath, Philip 
Doyle, James A. Sipe, Edward G. Ebbert 
and Joseph Morone. 

Foster, representing Mayor William N. 
MeNair, pledged the administration’s 
support of the AFA's efforts to discour- 
age immoral performances and to en- 
courage clean and better shows. Hucke- 
stein added his support of the AFA’s 
pledge to uphold all laws relating to 
minors on the stage. 


PITTSBURGH, June 24.—The new 
AFA branch here is having its first clash 
with bookers and employers, Ralph 
Whitehead appealing to Mayor McNair 
personally for help. The mayor, who 
had previously promised to “clean up” 
theatrical conditions, is considering 
Whitehead’s complaint that Jayne Jar- 
rell, booking agent, and Freda Pope, of 
Pope’s Showboat, had breached their 
contract with Dorothy and Lew Rella, 
novelty act. The mayor has ordered all 
parties concerned to appear before him 
and threatens to revoke the showboat’s 
license if the AFA’s claim of non- 
payment of wages is found true.

Rule Agent Not To 
Blame for Payoff 


DETROIT. June 22. — An important 
ruling on the liability of a booking agent 
“or salaries of acts was made this week 
by Wesson M. Dickinson, superintendent 
of private employment bureaus. Peggie 
Calvert, singer, and Coley Worth, 
dancer, claimed they received only three 
days’ pay on a two-week contract at 
pal Club Manhattan, downtown night 
elub. 

The spot was closed by police when a 
hidden room was found, used for serving 
drinks after hours and containing gam- 
bling equipment, it is alleged. James 
Rush, local booking agent, who booked 
the acts, was called in, and Dickinson 
agreed that Rush was not responsible 
because of the “unforeseen action” of 
the police in closing the spot. 


The ruling is in line with the regula- 
tion laid down by Dickinson two weeks 
ago when a circus flopped here with 
$4,000 due to acts. Dickinson held that 
the agent’s bond of $1,000 could not be 
forfeited inasmuch as he had booked 
the acts “in good faith,” and the man- 
agement was solely responsible.

that Moss had absolutely no power to this.

Interstate Mean 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Proof that 
Dave Apollon’s success in Houston on 
his first week for the Interstate Circuit 
was not a freak is seen in his bigger 
success in Dallas on the second week, 
giving Charlie Preeman, Interstate 
booker, the okeh to go ahead on other 
shows for the tour. The second show 
opened yesterday in Houston and is an 
all-colcored unit, and another show is 
scheduled to open there July 5 if Pree- 
man’s negotiations go thru okeh.

Wants to open it July 5 and is therefore 
rushing negotiations, figuring that to 
get the show late in the season will take 
the edge off its b.-o. chances. 


Freeman feels that when the new sea- 
son opens he will be commissioned by 
the Interstate to book a show every two 
or three weeks into that territory. Espe- 
cially so if the picture product does 
not improve, citing the falling off of 
business with the recent Will Rogers 
and Shirley Temple films.

Originally intendit.g to take the agents 
individually, Moss first called in Romm, 
but soon came out and called the whole 
gang into his big hearing room.

He 
has even added ¢o his legal staff, and will 
fight the agents thru his own office and 
not thru the Corporation Counsel. For 
a couple of weeks now he has the book- 
ing offices furnish him with a list of the 
acts booked each week and the agents 
representing each act.

A snappy vaude bill is on tap this 
week with the Mae West flicker, Goin’ to 
Town. The five-acter even has a “name,” 
Guy Robertson, fresh from a run with 
The Great Waltz. Show is a nifty lay- 
out, each act contributing to a grand 
buildup, each doing its share for arous- 
ing healthy applause, and each working 
at a snappy pace without any milking. 
As a result, the show runs 57 minutes at 
a fast and enthusiastic clip. 

Following Dave Mordecai and the pit 
bunch’s neat overture, Allen and Kent 
take the stage to give the bill a grand 
sendoff. This is one of those ever- 
punchy turns, two generations giving 
out with some sterling hoofing. The old 
couple show up the youngsters, and 
that’s to the best interests of the turn 
as far as audience response goes. 

Paul Kirkland keeps up the swell go- 
ing with his clever novelty turn. He’s 
a keen balancer, and what’s more a 
corking showman with good ideas of 
comedy value.

Gypsy Nina, petite and personable 
singing accordionist of CBS. fame, is 
the featured attraction at the Trocadero, 
and she has a splendid and deserved re- 
ception. 

Two good American acts scoring at 
Portsmouth Hippodrome are Buck and 
Chic and Company, spectacular Western 
novelty, and the Chevalier Brothers, 
acrobatic comedians, both acts being de- 
cidedly popular over here. 

Betty Kean, American rhythm and tap 
dancer, does first rate in two Cochran 
productions, Anything Goes at the Pal- 
ace and Jubilation at the Trocadero. 

Joe Termini, the somnolent melodist, 
heads the Hackney Empire bill for Stoll’s 
and clicks plenty. Other American hits 
are Joe and Jane McKenna, comedy and 
burlesque adagio pair; Washboard Ser- 
enaders, Don Zelaya and the Lassiter 
Brothers, all of whom are well liked. 


Capitol, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, June 21) 


If there was a dry eye in the Capitol 
Theater audience last night it didn’t 
belong to anyone in show business. 
Playing its first theater date, the Small- 
Time Cavalcade, which was a tremen- 
dous success at Billy Rose’s Music Hall 
about a year ago, proved a tremendous 
success as a vaude unit. One of the 
biggest thrills that this reporter can re- 
member in a variety theater came when 
the long line of smal!-time performers, 
stretched clear across the apron, chanted 
their hymn to Broadway, and then 
turned to face the stars in the deep blue 
backdrop. Any spine that didn’t have 
a few chills chasing up and down it 
then is a spine not worth having. 

For those performers, who are labeled 
“small time” for the purposes of the 
unit, need not depend entirely upon the 
sentiment connected with this, their 
first appearance on the hollow street of 
lights. There is ability there, too, real 
ability that could carry a show to an 
excellent entertainment peak without 
the need of tear jerking. It may be 
q time,” but some of the enter- 


tainment put across would make an 
average group of big timers look like 
the amateur show at a pickle makers’ 
congress. Too much of the flavor has 
gone out of the show world since it be- 
came big business, and these performers 
bring it back. 

No billing is given for obvious reasons. 
The acts include almost everything you 
can imagine, each offering just a brief 
excerpt, and with two and sometimes 
even three performing at the same time. 
There are unison hoofers, an old-fash- 
ioned quartet, a comedy acro team, a 
spoon clacker, a bell ringer, a chair bal- 
ancer, a burlesque fiddler and prima 
donna, bottle players, a strong lady, a 
penny whistler, an accordionist, fire- 
eaters, club jugglers, a stick twirler, a 
washboard player, a musical clown, 
trapeze artists and the Siz Tiny Rose- 
buds, half a dozen extremely fat girls 
who go thru a hilarious high-kicking 
routine. 

Ben Hecht is credited with the song 
which they all sing as they line up for 
the finale. It's a tearjerker, a real one, 
and legitimately so. As those grand 
small timers line up and sing about 
their blasted hopes, their trials and un- 
acknowledged, boundless courage (in 
most cases parts of their own real lives) 
the effect is tremendous. It’s not thea- 
ter; it’s the drama of life. 

The unit is preceded by the news- 
reel, which, in turn, is preceded by a 
lovely ballet production in which Danny 
Dare Girls pirouette charmingly in the 
grand old regulation ballet costumes. 
Helene Denizon toe dances prettily with 
the aid of a couple of balloons, and 
Helen Alexander sings pleasantly thru 
the mike. The overture, excerpts from 
Rimsky-Korsakov (including a hunk of 
Scheherezade), is under the direction 
of Don Albert. It is quite nicely played, 
tho with the contrasts and undue noise 
common to de luxe house overtures. 

Picture is No More Ladies (MGM) and 
the house was excellent at the supper 
show opening day. It looks live a hold- 
over.

Roxy, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, June 21) 
(First Show) 


Young Joaquin Garay, it seems, could 
go on at the Roxy forever. The youth- 
ful Mexican tenor is back again in the 
stage show this week, his fourth straight 
at the 50th street celluloid spot. He's 
given a bit of production this time as 
he leads off with a folk song beautifully 
sung (about his best rendition so far) 
and then goes to the apron for a hotcha 
version of Skat Song. His applause was 
as heavy as usual, and he made another 
nice little begoff, which indicated that 
he’s due to be held over yet again. 

Headlining the stage section this week 
is Pinkie Lee, assisted by Lorraine Lloyd 
and Al Blue. Lee is the victim of what 
looks like pretty dumb spotting. A 
dancing comedian, he is preceded by 
Gene Sheldon, who is also a dancing co- 
median—and that doesn’t help. Both 
acts are okeh, but they rub against each 
other. 

Lee goes over nicely with his comedy 
and hoofing, while Blue acts as an ex- 
cellent foil, and Miss Lloyd, an oompha 
blonde, contributes touches of stooging, 
snakehips and throaty singing. 

Sheldon is aided by Loretta Fisher, a 
striking brunet in a striking white dress, 
and brings banjo-tickling to the aid of 
his dancing and comedy. He’s a versa- 
tile lad, and his final routine is a pip. 
Both acts, incidentally, went off to bet- 
ter-than-average hands. 

Charles Carrer opens with his novel, 
unusual and entertaining juggling and 
balancing melange, the customers tak- 
ing to it nicely.

Melford. All are excellent, and any one 
of the couples is ripe for club or vaude 
spots on their own.

Earle show this week is a fast and 
snappy affair, featuring a whole program 
of specially gifted entertainers. Good- 
sized audience went for it in a big way. 

Opening act is the unique stunt of 
Powell and Nedra with their “Mystic 
Mosaics.” By tossing colored sand or 
powdered chalk into large frames this 
man and woman team produces a 
startling array of colorful landscapes. 
No less than five highly colored scenes 
result from their agile handing of the 
many-tinted powders. 

Deuce spot is held by Ray Saxe, an- 
other good specialist. He dances all 
varieties of steps while playing a saxo- 
phone, then dances, whirls a lariat and 
plays the same sax all at the same time. 
For a finale he plays two clarinets while 
doing flip-flops and other acrobatic 
steps. 

A real wow is the radio act of Ross, 
Pierre and Schuster. Ross introduces 
the act and Schuster follows with a 
corking burlesque on Rudy Vallee, with 
Ross doing as much for Bing Crosby. 
The two then do a skit between Popeye 
the Sailor and Betty Boop. Anita Pierre 
follows with two imitations of Irene 
Bordoni. The two men then perform a 
burlesque opera number, mimicking 
Galli-Curci and Lawrence  Tibbett.

A well-balanced bill is staged at the 
Orpheum this week.

The girls do three numbers, 
each seemingly more difficult than the 
preceding one, and are followed by a 
young femme tap dancer who goes thru 
her paces with speed and class. She en- 
cores with several imitations, including 
that of a locomotive. She is a good-look- 
ing lass and knows her stuff. A top- 
hatted young man does a tap and eccen- 
tric dance on stilts and is outstanding.

Homer Romaine, aerial act, opens the 
four-act bill here and is a good opener 
anywhere. His trapeze and ring work, 
slipping while swinging in the flies, to 
ankle and knee holds, is first-class, while 
his accompanying line of chatter rates a 
laugh or two. Romaine dresses in the 
style of the late ‘90s, with an old- 
time curled mustache, etc., a la the “man 
on the flying trapeze.” Went off nicely. 

Palmer and Peaches, Negro act, are 
second in a very brief song-and-dance 
affair. Palmer does the singing, which 
isn’t much, but makes up for it by some 
good footwork. He works nonchalantly, 
which, at this house, gives the folks the 
idea an act is not working hard. At 
that, for the average vaude audience, 
Palmer should try to sell his stuff with 
a little more show. The girl just does 
one of those so-called hotcha routines, 
mostly motion and little dancing. Drew 
a mild hand. 

Billy Hibbitt and Marie Hartman are 
back on the vaude stage again, act being 
the same, in nature, as shown before. 
Some of the material sounded thaf old, 
too, but no neighborhood house can re- 
sist the blond comedienne’s antics and 
business for long.

Mayor signs Stand Bill, 

legalizing Sabbath legits in 

city—Equity poll mailed 
a 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Sunday shows 
in New York came one step nearer this 
week when the local Board of Aldermen 
passed the bill introduced by Alderman 
Murray W. Stand, legalizing Sunday 
performances of legit in this city, and 
Mayor LaGuardia signed it. The bill, 
which is based on the Berg-Neustein 
State legislation, provides one day in 
seven off for the actor. The Berg- 
Neustein bills, which repealed the 
State’s ancient blue laws, left the mat- 
ter up to local option in each munici- 
pality. 

Assemblyman Stand, commenting on 
the bill, said that with the mayor’s sig- 
nature legit houses here would throw 
open their doors for the first time to- 
morrow. He, however, was painting an 
over-rosy picture. Equity still has on 
its books the ruling against playing 
Sundays, and until that is repealed by 
the association nothing can be done. 


The referendum on the question, to 
be voted on by all Equity members 
thruout the country, was mailed out 
from headquarters this week. Last day 
for voting is August 1, and it is ex- 
pected that the result will be known 
a day or two after. That makes Sun- 
day, August 4, the earliest possible date 
for the opening of legits on the Sabbath, 
and it is also probable that Equity, 
even if Sundays do go thru, will rule 
that they are not to start until the new 
season, which the association figures as 
September 1. 


Even tho Equity sponges out its old 
ruling against Sundays, it is probable 
that the membership will vote in favor 
of the suggestion, included on the bal- 
lots, that actors receive two-eighths of 
a week’s salary extra for Sunday work. 
That would effectually rule out the 
Sunday shows, since it would eat up 
the extra profits which, managers hope, 
would enable many shows to extend 
their runs. 


The mayor signed the Stand Bill 
Thursday and it is now a law so far 
as the city is concerned. The signing 
was perfunctory, the mayor putting it 
thru in the regular ccurse of new busi- 
ness. Despite the agitation against 
Sunday shows carried on for years by 
Equity and various religious groups, no 
real fight was made against the city 
ordinance. 


When the State law was first passed 
Equity did some talking about uncon- 
stitutionality, based on the fact that 
while legit performers are given a day 
& week off the same privilege is not ac- 
corded to performers in vaude or bur- 
lesque. This was an angle originally 
suggested by I. Robert Broder, theatri- 
cal attorney. There is small likelihood, 
however, that Equity will now press 
such claims, particularly in view of the 
current referendum. The Burlesque 
Artists’ Association came out against the 
“discriminatory” legislation, but took no 
action thereafter. 


NRA Bogs Contract Form 


NEW YORK, June 22.—New Equity 
contract forms, including a redraft of 
the old contracts, which have been on 
the fire for months, received further set- 
backs recently due to national develop- 
ments. Equity legal department has been 
working on them over a period of time, 
but no definite action was taken because 
more important questions crowded to 
the front. Now with the recent develop- 
ments concerning the NRA and other 
zovernmental setups, it must all be done 
over. Draft included NRA, etc., and now 
it must be redrafted to allow for the 
hew conditions. 


Legit Loan Still Mystery 


NEW YORK, June 22.—No further 
word has been received from Washing- 
ton this week regarding the rumors of a 
government loan to legit for rehabilita- 
tion of the road. Figured that if any- 
thng is done under the works program 
it will be in the form of relief companies 
and will in no sense aid the industry as 
a whole. However, with changes going 
on there, nothing is sure, and there is 
a slim chance that something may still 
happen. 

With the new white-collar work relief 
project now set, Harry L. Hopkins, ad- 
ministrator, said this week: “Art, the- 
atrical and cther such projects may not 
be appreciated by all, but they offer 
valuable contributions to American life. 
They represent only a minor part of the 
program, of course. We have found out 
that projects of this kind really serve 
a useful purpose, and we are going 
ahead with them.” He also said there 
are plans for amplified aid for theatrical 
and artistic applicants in their own 
fields. 


Gillmore in Washington 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Frank Gill- 
more, Equity president, was in Washing- 
ton Thursday to confer with government 
officials on the proposed creation of a 
new State department, that of Sciences, 
Arts and Literature. Department, if 
created, would have a secretary on the 
Presidential cabinet and wundersecre- 
taries for each of the subdivisions. Fig- 
ured that chances are definitely against 
it, but it is also rumored as really the 
entering wedge for the establishment of 
a national theater. No connection with 
the social-cultural outfit now seeking a

NEW YORK, June 22.—Rehearsal pay, predicted several months ago, became 2 
fact after the special meeting of Equity council Tuesday, when the provisions for 
rehearsal compensation were finally passed. The same meeting also ratified, as 
expected, the suggested plan to limit the number of junior salaries in each com- 
pany to one in five. This does not actually limit the number of juniors, but does 


keep the ratio of junior salaries to senior salaries on a 20-80 basis. 


Juniors may. 


of course, be hired in excess of that ratio if they are paid senior minimums. 


Green Pronunciamento 


Figured Unenforceable 

NEW YORK, June 22.—The recent 
dictum that all Communists should be 
ruled out of AFL unions, issued by APL 
President Green, is figured as not affect- 
Ing actors, whether they are Communists 
or not. No official statement was given 
out at Equity, but it is figured on the 
street that the impossibility of proof of 
Communist party connections would 
rule out any action, even if it were con- 
templated, which in itself is figured a 
remote possibility. 

Certain legit groups aligned with the 
left wing have come out with definitely 
Communistic stands, but that fails to 
affect the individual actors in them. 
They have been known to hire Broadway 
players, by no means aligned with the 


federal charter. left, for various roles. 


FROVW OUT FRONT

As was indicated last week, next season should be a tanner year for Shakespeare 
in New York—and for dramatic critics, too, so far as this corner is concerned. For 
that matter, what with the Shakespearean flood and the various other revivals 
promised, it should also be a banner year for audiences. This corner has main- 
tained for years that it is far more sensible to attend a good old play than a poor 
new one, and that the theater can regain its rightful place only when the present 
long-run system is broken down and revivals come again to the fore. To establish 
a theater merely upon a foundation of new material, disregarding the sturdy, still 
vital and pre-eminent work of the past, is manifestly ridiculous. 

There are signs (faint, perhaps, but still signs) that the accepted condition is 
about tc be changed. The sudden interest in Shakespeare is one portent, but 
there are others. The Theater Alliance (a courageous young group which, praise 
be to Thespis, insists that it will operate along repertory lines) also insists that 
it will include three revivals in that repertory. The revivals are to be decided 
thru a vote of subscribers, and the chances are that the selections will be both 
interesting and excellent. Subscribers to a plan such as the Alliance’s can prob- 
ably be depended upon. 

Aiso, there is an omen of some sort in Lawrence Langner’s decision to do 
revivals this summer at his Westport Country Playhouse. Wycherley’s The Country 
Wife, a fine play long resting in undeserved obscurity, will be the first. There are 
so many others literally crying for production that a list of possibilities could be 
stretched almost endlessly. To name just a few—a very few: The Recruiting Officer, 
All for Love, Venice Preserved, Douglos, She Would and She Would Not, The 
Beggar’s Opera, Tom Thumb, The Beaux’ Stratagem, Jane Shore, Love for Love, 
A New Way To Pay Old Debts, Speed the Plough, The Two Orphans, The Bells, 
Secret Service, Das Gluck Im Winkel, The Lower Depths, Cyrano, The Wisdom 
Tooth, Journey’s End, What Price Glory?, Berkeley Square. You could go on for- 
ever. The above is an extremely mixed-up list—and it, of course, fails even to 
scratch the surface. 


Under the run system a play, no matter how fine, lasts for its year, its two 
years or even five years on Broadway. It goes out on the road, if it is very for- 
tunate, for a year or two more, and then it is as dead as the melodramas of Von 
Kotzebue. No matter what its merits, no matter how fine or really great it may 
be, it can live only in the printed version or in the occasional productions of the 
few remaining stock companies and the country’s little theaters. All that is 
obviously and amazingly wrong. With a repertory stystem in vogue, such plays 
would have their lives indefinitely extended; audiences, instead of taking chances 
on Broadway’s latest ephemera, would nave choice of the heaped stores of the 
drama’s rich and abundant years. There is really no possible comparison between 
the two systems. 


And without repertory—or at least without the extensive presentation of 
accepted plays from the past—there can be no possible acting tradition evolved. 
And the American stage is sadly in need of an acting tradition. Consider the case 
of the critic, confronted with a performance in what may even be a very fine acting 
role in a new play. How is such a performance to be evaluated? It may be im- 
mensely effective; it may get maximum effect from the part; but how is the critic 
really to know? Fach interpretation is conditioned by the individual actor and 
director: there can be no clear knowledge of what the part holds for an interpreter 
with a different approach. Yet no other approach may ever be brought to the part. 
At best. someone else plays it for the road company, rigorously coached in the 
original player's interpretation and even mannerisms. The nearest thing that we 
have had to a part which allows for various interpretations and the development 
of comparative styles (and so a true acting tradition) is the role of Jeetcr Lester in 
Tobacco Road. And that is an unusual, almcst unique, instance. 


Senior minimum is $40 and junior $25. 

The ruling which put rehearsal pay 
into effect, based along the general lines 
predicted last week, distinguishes be- 
tween pay for rehearsal and what it 
calls “rehearsal expense money.” It 
provides only for the latter. Senior 
members (those with two years or more 
experience) are to receive $20 a week, 
no matter what their salaries; juniors 
receive $15, and chorus people $15. No 
expense money is to be given out for the 
regular probationary period, a week in 
the case of dramatic shows and 10 days 
for musicals. 


Thereafter, in an effort to speed up 
rehearsals, there is provision that the 
expense money for the next two weeks 
may be paid out of the bond posted at 
Equity. If the show rehearses longer 
than three weeks the remainder of the 
expense money must be paid out of the 
manager’s pocket. Rehearsal limit is 
four weeks for dramatic shows and five 
weeks for musicals. 

It is figured that the move will speed 
rehearsals since, if only three weeks are 
taken on a drama and the show proves 
a flop, the “rehearsal expense” will mean 
nothing extra out of the manager’s bank 
roll. The first week (probation) has no 
pay; second and third weeks are taken 
cut of the bond. If the show closes be- 
fore running a week, the actors get their 
second week's salary from the remainder 
of the bond and the manager has lost 
nothing on the rehearsal rule. It is only 
when he rehearses the full four weeks 
on a turk that extra money goes out. 
In the case of a show running more than 
a week, the actors get extra dough on 
the rehearsal proposition; at least a 
week’s salaries must always be kept in 
the bond, according to Equity rulings. 


Economic Necessity 


Frank Gillmore, Equity president, in 
commenting on the ruling, called it “an 
economic necessity because of the re- 
duction in the annual number of pro- 
ductions and because of the increase in 
the number of short runs.” He said it 
would “help the small-salaried actor 
without hurting the manager.” 

General feeling is that it will help the 
little actor, witnout harming the names. 
Original proposal, which was half salary 
during rehearsals, would have hurt 
high-salaried players, it is felt, because 
the managers would have reduced sal- 
aries accordingly. 

General managerial reaction to the 
move was surprisingly mild. Broék Pem- 
berton, William A. Brady and Arthur 
Hopkins all came out in favor. Pem- 
berton said it would probably result in 
more efficient rehearsals; Brady has been 
in favor of it for some time, and Hop- 
kins agreed with Gillmore as to its 
necessity. 

The ruling must still be framed by 
the Equity legal department. Both the 
rehearsal expense rule and the 80-20 
senior-junior ratio will go into effect 
at the start of next season, which Equity 
figures as September 1. 

Both rulings, tho in more radical 
forms, were originally projects of the Ac- 
tors’ Forum, the Equity insurgent group. 
When the Forum first suggested re- 
hearsal pay it wanted half salaries, and 
when it brought up the senior-junior 
question it wanted complete abolition 
of the junior membership. Latter was 
defeated at a council meeting during 
the winter, and the 80-20 suggestion

Is Tried Out 


Experimental Players give 
“Swiss Movement” for one 


performance at Ambassador

NEW YORK, June 22.-—-Ten weeks 
ago, according to the program distrib- 
uted at the AmBassador Theater Thurs- 
day night, several actresses who had 
worked with Mrs. Henry B. Harris in an 
amateur production of Girls in Uniform 
talked about forming a permanent com- 
pany. Four weeks later the company 
was in existence, based on the proposi- 
tion that managers might like a Broad- 
way tryout for their plays. The idea is 
for the outfit to get plays from man- 
agers, and gives each show for a single 
performance, without benefit of scenery, 
altho props and costumes are used. The 
first manager to come thru was Lee 
Shubert, who turned over to the group 
the script of Swiss Movement, a Conti- 
nental comedy by Hans Adler. The Ex- 
perimental Theater put it on for him 
at the Ambassador Thursday night. 


It was, of course, a private perform- 
ance—a very private performance in- 
deed, thanks to the cast. The Misses 
Audrey Barlow and Martha Reed, who 
played the female leads, couldn't be 
heard in the eighth row of the orchestra. 
That, however, seemed at times just as 
well. The play, to put it mildly, is un- 
inspired; and the serious little group 
of earnest Thespians who played it 
proved so obviously amateur that it 
hurt. The only one in the cast who 
came near a professional approach was 
Donal Whalen, who played what passed 
for the hero. He wasn’t very good, but 
he was a welcome relief even so. 


As for Mr. Adler's play, it was pretty 
hard to tell. It sounded like an adapta- 
tion—an adaptation so pedestrian that 
it would make a snail seem like a cav- 
alryman—but there was no credit for 
adaptation in the program. So far as 
could be told from that leaflet, Mr. 
Adler wrote it all out originally in 
English. 


If so, he has much to learn. There 
is a good idea for intelligent high com- 
edy hidden somewhere in the inept 
stretches of dull dialog and_ silly 
dramaturgy, but at present it’s hard to 
find. The idea, evidently, is the wise 
thesis that love is useless as a basis for 
marriage when compared with cold cal- 
culation—provided that the latter cafcu- 
lates to preserve marriage thru under- 
standing and intelligent compromise. 
That is both true and filled with possi- 
bilities. But Mr. Adler, telling of the 
divorce of Ria and Felix, who love each 
other, and of the machinations of Lily, 
who wants to be Felix’s second wife, 
plunges into his plot like a horse 
plunging into the surf, and swims thru 
it as rapidly as possible. He spends no 
unnecessary time on such frivolous 
gadgets as characterization, motivation, 
general interest or smart dialog. The 
dialog, as a matter of fact, is hopelessly 
inept, particularly in the hands and 
mouths of the Experimental Players. 
This reporter made notes on some of 
it, but the kindest thing to do seems 
to be to forget that it ever happened. 

Something might be made of the play 
—if it were entirely rewritten. Yet even 
then the rewriting job would have to be 
brilliant, so it hardly seems worth 
while. 

Lee Shubert, for whom the perform- 
ance was given, was in Europe Thurs- 
day night. A smart man, that!

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THRU SUGARS 


ALL it a diabolical pastime if you will, 
pnut for tne last few years (to be 


exact, ever since one of them 
clapped orchid-scented mitts for a gink 
everybody in the know classifies as a 
plain phoney) we have ke;-t track of the 
inaccuracies of character portrayals ap- 
pearing in Broadway gossip columns. We 
are not erough advanced as yet in our 
learned endeavors to read s paper on The 
Hot Air That Emanates From Broadway 
Columns before the Debunking Society 
of America. But we have enough facts 
to permit us to draw a few interesting 
conciusions for the benefit of our half- 
dozen readers. 


Broadway columns (we refer to them 
generally due to a certain amount of 
celicacy in our technic of criticism, thus 
making the good suffer with the bad) 
are Gependent for their appeal on their 
alleged emphasis on inside dope. Yet 
to those who really know Brozdway—not 
the juice stands, cut-rate ticket em- 
poriums and clip joints, but the section 
of New York that breeds the amusement 
projects of the nation — Broadway 
columns in the dailies are regarded mere- 
ly es the mouthpieces with which to reach 
the peasants; the channels thru which 
publicity-seekers move to get an idea or 
mame across to the gaping idiots who 
caused a riot at the funeral of Valentino 
and who write fan letters to radio per- 
form ers. 

A conscientious reporter on a real news- 
paper spends nine-tenths of his time 
digging for facts; the remaining time in 
writing them. The average Broadway 
gossip merchant wouldn't know a fact if 
he met it in the glare of the sun on Times 
Square. The gossip monger has a bosom 
packed with sissified sentiment, a ready 
ear for scandal regardless of the charac- 
ter or reliability of the one from whom it 
emanates end a nerve that is exceeded in 
degree only by his ineptitude as a re- 
rorter. 

* * & 


Let us assume that Lizzie Tish, strange 
to Broadway's ways and looking for a 
job in a show, reads several of the colum- 
nists religiously. She possesses the natural 
thirst for spice and gossip, but is guided 
in her cheice of Broadway columns as 
Steady reading by her need for informa- 
tion concerning the business she has 
adopted for her life work. She comes 
across constant references, all sugary, to 
a certain agent. He happens to be one 
of the worst scoundrels on the street; 
dishonest, lecherous and unproductive. 
Eut, lured on by the hosannas sung by 
the gossipers, she calls upon the Great 
Man. And she finds out soon enough 
that fools write Broadway columns as 
well as poems. This agent hasn't to 
our knowledge done an honest thing in 
all the years that he has attached him- 
self to the show business. But to the 
world at large he is the mightiest of the 
mighty and never at a loss to find a 
new sucker—thanks to the steady plug- 
ging of his friends, the gossipers. 


One of the gossipers had the temerity 
recently to write that a certain star was 
Tabbed by a picture company because 
they satisfied her yen that her husband, 
élso an actor, be ziven a contract by the 
Same company. This is libel if there is 
eny such thing left as libel in the de- 
flamoured show business. The star’s 
husband has definite talent and he has 
the right to stand on his own feet. No 
rewspaper—at least among those pub- 
lished in New York—would rermit one 
of its newsmen to write anything like 
that, particulariy the paper which em- 
ploys the aforementioned gossiper, but 
he gets away with stuff like that 
almost every day. Either the city desk 
coesn't read his copy or a publisher who 
has yet to learn his newspaper ABC has 
crdered the city desk to lay off. 


* * * 


Take the case of the gossiper who 
seems to boast about his scoops a little 
more than his contemporaries (and 
that’s saying plenty). By a few lines in 
I column concerning a pending busi- 
ness deal he deprived several hundred 
persons of jobs. The deal fell thru, 
thanks to the whispering of a lowdown 
cuss who gained nothing by tipping off 
the gossiper, except perhaps the sadistical 
Setisfaction of knowing that it was thru 


him that human events were diverted in 
their course. 


We are not that foolish that we expect 
by a few words here to purge the news- 
paper columns of gossip poison. As long 
as the average newspaper reader pos- 
sesses the intelligence of a 13-year-old 
schoolboy (at the bottom of the class) 
writers of Broadway columns will hold 
sway over the wiser heads on the city 
Cesk. 


But an intelligent protest by influential 
persons against the violations of the code 
of common decency by certain Broadway 
columnists cannot fail to get results. 
Newspaper publishers have discovered 
that mest contests that send circulation 
figures zooming are not constructive in 
character; are not accepted as an index 
of reader value by shrewd space buyers. 
Therefore contests are generally on the 
wane. 


Now it is up to the really wise boys to 
convince publishers that circulation 
gained by the loose-tongued prattling of 
a gossiper is not worth having. Papers 
are built upon more solid foundations 
than that and a publisher who intends 
to run his presses for any length of time 
should give attention to developing the 
more fundamental features of his paper. 
The Times’ Neediest Cases is a nobler, 
more practical and more constructive un- 
certaking than the so-called exploited 
charity and social planning of a bedlam 
packed with Broadway columnists. With 
all that can be said in favor of The Times 
being the zreatest newspaper in America, 
what commends it more to us than any 
of its multitudinous features is a nega- 
tive accomplishment. The Times has no 
Broadway gossip column! One who knows 
the publishirg business need not ask 
why.

F THERE is any doubt about the hardy 
Crawing power of stage attractions, 
even with adverse conditions dotting 

the nation’s map, this can be removed by 
a consideration of the peripatetic activi- 
ties of Sally Rand, the tan dancer, who 
has turned Rotary Club speaker. The 
criginal exponent of mobile plumage as 
a box-office draw will have played 58 con- 
secutive cne-cGay stands at the end of 
this week; all percentage dates and net- 
ting Miss Rand and the sponsoring Wil- 
liam Morris office a pretty penny. 


This isn’t the first time that the office 
started by one of the sweetest souls that 
ever walked in shoes has paved the way 
for the successful exploitation of stage 
shows in dead-spot territory. Showmen 
still remember vividly the triumphant 
trail blazed by the Cantor-Jessel unit 
and several other units booked and man- 
aged by the William Morris office during 
the same season. It is the more striking 
—as an indication of the type of organi- 
zation Bill Morris built up—that Sammy 
Weisbord, Abe Lastfogel’s secretary, has 
been in complete charge of the routing 
of the Rand unit. 


The Morris office has been distin- 
guished as far back as we remember for 
its encouragemetit of young, raw timber. 
Most of its key men started either as 
office boys or apprentice assistants to 
junior executives. In this respect the 
Morris office bears a strong resemblance 
to the Lcew office. Lastfogel and Johnny 
Hyde were office boys not so long ago and 
Johnny has not forgotten his apprentice- 
ship in the Loew office. Sidney Piermont, 
now in charge of Loew booking under the 
protecting wing of Jake Lubin, went 
from schoul into the Loew booking wing. 
To carry the exposition further of Morris’ 
and Loew’s consistent policy of building 
from the bottom, Lou Wolfson, head of 
Morris’ foreign department, started there 
as an office boy. If a few of the other 
companies that are constantly pushed 
about by the milling mob of politicians 
in their midst were to take lessons from 
these outfits they as well as their few 
loyal employees would benefit immeas- 
urably.

Expect Each State Eventually

NEW YORK, June 22.—There is a movement afoot for collective Alm buying 
in nearly every State in the Union. It is expected that before the summer is over 
collective buying by independent exhibitors will be firmly established and the 


money saved will run into huge figures. 


Independents have watched the affiliated 


houses get by with collective buying for years, but it has evidently just dawned 
upon the smaller groups that by buying in bulk better bargains can be driven. 


A central buying office for 100 theaters 
cording to observers, and will be in a 
position to give those distributors who 
play ball the best breaks. 

The Interstate Theaters, Inc., a circuit 
in North and South Carolina, composed 
of a group of indies, have decided to pool 
their interests and in this manner cut 
down expenses. Others are expected to 
follow suit. 

The success of the Interstate is being 
watched with interest and its success 
will be the signal for other groups to 
follow suit. It is understood that plans 
in various States have been going forward 
quietly along these lines and are ready to 
become operative. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the distributors will frown upon such 
moves. but that is to be expected. It is 
pointed out that where an individual 
theater owner may be blackjacked into 
buying product, a State buying organiza- 
tion can sit back and wait for the breaks, 
or give the offending distributor an ab- 
sent treatment. It is expected that once 
the distributors are convinced of the 
power of the group buying setups, they 
will be inclined to make concessions 
rather than lose bulk business. 

Theater operators are of the opinion 
that by grouping buying they will not 
only save money on contracts, but will be 
in a position to get a better selection of 
pictures. It may, ultimately, bring about 
@ partial elimination of block booking. 

New Jersey exhibitors are studying the 
possibility of group buying and it is ex- 
pected that some definite action will be 
taken very shortly. 

To date the distributors have not ex- 
pressed an opinion regarding combine 
bookings, but it is known that they 
are keeping a Sharp eye on the trend of 
events and will make themselves heard 
at the opportune time. 


Joe Brandt Joins Law 
Firm as Film Adviser 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Joe Brandt, 
formerly an executive of Columbia Pic- 
tures, has joined the law firm of Hart- 
man, Sheridan, Tekulsky & Pecora, as 
business counsel. He left for the Coast 
today to make a survey with the possible 
view of investments on a large scale. 

Brandt is one of the best known men 
in the business and knows the industry 
and its ramifications intimately. He was 
one of the organizers of Columbia and 
sold out about a year ago at a figure 
reputed to be $1,000,000. Lately he has 
been negotiating with Pathe on a deal, 
and it is understood his trip to Holly- 
wood is in relation to this setup.

Other 
provisions are that the theaters will re- 
employ several operators immediately, 
with others to be eligible for employment 
when vacancies occur.

Syracuse Exhibs Have 
Legitimate Tax Squawk 


SYRACUSE, June 22.—City administra- 
tion’s drive to force tardy theaters to pay 
license fees brought all but two neigh- 
borhood houses into fold, but also put 
administration squarely on the spot 
when operators fired volley of grievances. 

Chief complaint is Municipal Recrea- 
tion Commission’s night vaudeville shows 
in Thornden Park. These have run last 
two years and heve attracted as high as 
7,500, giving free and unfair competition 
to all theaters, particularly neighborhood 
houses in east end. So bitter was op- 
erators’ kick that city is now considering 
cutting down to make park shows less 
attractive. At one time city even bor- 
rowed vaudeville headliners from down- 
town theaters to play opposition to them- 
selves. Irene Beasley and Kate Smith 
among those roped in on this stunt. 

Another squawk was against night 
baseball policy of Syracuse Chiefs in 
municipally owned stadium. Chiefs an- 
nounced all home games in future will 
be at night, and as team draws as high 
as 9,000 to night double headers, theaters 
are getting hard wallop. 


Screeno Banned in 
All Detroit Houses 


DETROIT, June 22.—Theaters using 
“Screeno,” a form of the old keno game 
adapted to use thru a projection ma- 
chine, were warned on Wednesday to 
stop the games by Duncan C. McCrea, 
prosecuting attorney. McCrea issued 
special warnings to the National Thea- 
ter, burlesque house, owned by Dave 
King and Victor Travers; the Coliseum, 
owned by J. M. Krass; the Granada, 
Kramer, Lasky, Sun, Buchanan, and 
Park, owned by Mac and Sol Krimm. and 
the Colonial, downtown house, owned by 
Jacob Schreiber. 

The game is a lottery and constitutes 
gambling, according to McCrea’s state- 
ment, but he commented: “This is no 
general drive against keno. I have had 
some complaints against the game in 
theaters and I want it stopped.” 


Hughes With UA 


NEW YORK, June 22.—It is understood 
that Howard Hughes, wealthy picture pro- 
ducer and oil man, is anxious to buy in 
United Artists. It is considered likely that 
he will be permitted to do so as it will 
give more product for United Artists re- 
lease. His best known pictures have been 
“Scarface” and “Hell’s Angels,” both of 
which were box-office successes. 

United Artists is rapidly lining up new 
producers and there is every reason to 
believe that it will be able to increase its 
output over last year, despite the with- 
drawal of 20th Century. 


Motion Filed Against 
Lincoln Theaters, Inc. 


LINCOLN, June 22.—Filing of two mo- 
tions asking certain allegations of the 
State Theaters $444,000 conspiracy suit 
against Lincoln Theaters Corp. and the 
Hays group be stricken from the petition 
or be made more specific, came this week 
when LTC and Joe Cooper, its head, and 
Bob Livingston made answer. State, de- 
claring existence of collusion between the 
distribs and the above individuals and 
corporations which cut them off of pic- 
tures and forced their closing in April, 
1934, is seeking three-fold damages in 
Federal Court. 


Asking that LTC and Cooper agree- 
ment be shown; proof of $12,000 expended 
for State euipment; that LTC and Liv- 
ingston were granted exclusive picture 
rights, and the how of figuring $148,000 
damages are among the 34requests. De- 
tendants who have not answered include 
Metro, Fox, Universal, RKO, Paramount, 
Publix Nebraska, First National, Warners 
and some subsidiary groups. 


The State’s petition said the house had 
shown an earning power of $15,000 in de- 
pression years. which in the life of the 
lease would have amounted to nearly 
$135,000, but was not allowed to operate 
due to the attitude of the defendants 
and ended in debt $11,000.

Among 
chief reasons prompting exhibitors to 
keep the doors open are the better sum- 
mer product available, installation of 
cooling systems and the innovation of 
several novel drawing features.

features help maintain the flow of trade, 
operators claim. 

Openings, on the other hand, have 
been numerous. In a period when open- 
ings of new theaters are not expected at 
least 13 new houses have been edded to 
the local area within the last two 
months.

NEW YORK, June 22.—David O. Selz- 
nick, producer of many outstanding film 
successes, will make five or six films a 
year for release thru United Artists, 
starting September 1, according to an 
announcement by Al Lichtman, presi- 
dent of United Artists. Selznick will 
produce under the corporate name of 
David O. Selznick Productions, Inc. 


He is currently under contract to 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer and will transfer 
his production activities to the United 
Artists lot late'in August upon the ex- 
piration of his present obligations. 


He is the producer responsible for 
Little Women, David Copperfield and 
the recently completed Anna Karenina. 

Selznick’s career since his start as a 
producer has been eventful and fast 
moving. From the post of assistant 


story editor at MGM he became assistant 
producer to B. P. Schulberg at Para- 
mount, then vice-president in charge of 
production at RKO and later vice-presi- 
cent and head of his own unit at Metio- 
Goldwyn-Mayver. 

He is known for introducing new per- 
sonalities to the screen. It was he who 
brought Katharine Hepburn to the films 
in Bill of Divorcement.

Richmond Sunday Shows 
For Charity Are Out 


RICHMOND, Va., June 22.—All of the 
moving picture houses of Richmond 
have announced that they will discon- 
tinue Sunday exhibitions. Local picture 
theaters have been giving Sunday shows 
for the benefit of charitable organiza- 
tions of the city, but the percentage of 
the receipts required to be given the 
organizations was so large that the 
houses claim that they were actually 
losing money by opening on Sunday. 

It is believed that at the next session 
of the Legislature the blue laws will be 
so amended as to allow Sunday show- 
ings in towns which vote to permit the 
picture theaters to open on Sunday, 
with the restriction perhaps that the 
hours of exhibition do not conflict with 
church services. The theaters have 
never made any fight for Sunday pic- 
tures in Richmond, leaving the question 
entirely to public sentiment. Sentiment 
in favor of Sunday pictures has natu- 
rally been increased by the exhibitions 
given on Sunday for charity. The gen- 
eral public is likely to make no fine 
discrimination. 


Michigan Theater Boom 
Continues To Hold Up 


DETROIT, June 22.—Two important 
new theater construction projects were 
reported this week, but neither was 
finally confirmed officially. James N. 
Robertson, circuit owner, was leported 
as having plans designed by Bennett & 
Straight, theatrical architects, for a house 
in East Detroit to seat 1,100.

He states that, due to the fact that the producers are announcing story 
titles, stars and other details regarding the forthcoming productions, the ‘‘propa- 
ganda of blind buying” is pretty well licked. 

As a matter of fact the producers have always made these annual an- 
nouncements, but with the pictures not yet in production the procedure does not 
eliminate the blind buying cry. Any exhibitor who is not permitted to see the 
finished product before buying is buying blind. A press book is no criterion 
of what the product will look like. In addition, mary stars will be taken from 
the announced productions and in many instances titles will be changed. 

* * * 


He also states that ‘the specter of possible movie industry control by 
Wall street bankers is beginning to cause a bit of apprehension.” He feels that 
men who grew up in the industry should continue at the helm. 

From where we sit, it looks to us that it is about time someone tock 
over the reins. The head men in the industry are drawing fabulous salaries and 
bonuses, but how about the stockholders who made this easy money possible? 
Take the first three fingers of your right hand and count how many companies 
have ever returned anything to the investment public. No wonder there is 
apprehension!

The life of theater checkers is not a bed of roses. They are hampered 
or ejected in many theaters where they attempt to check the admissions on 
percentage pictures. Recently a New York manager, known to be tough, saw 
a checker across the street from his house checking by long distance. The 
exhib phoned a cop and told him the checker had all the earmarks of a 
prospective stickup man, and the cop did his duty.

In spite of the statement that no changes are planned the head men of 
Paramount are more than a little ill at ease. The betting is that within the 
next 30 days heads will start te fall. The lower brackets are expected to remain 
intact, but the top rung men are walking around with their fingers crossed.

The Hays office is establishing a purity branch in New York to fumigate 
all foreign productions entering this country. This is a bad break for the 
foreigners for, if there are deletions ordered, it will mean that the film will 
have to be sent back for retakes which are going to prove expensive. If a 
retake does not please the boys it will again be sent back. In most cases the 
heroes will have whiskers way down to here before they mect their American 
audiences. We don’t think it will work.

Independents are now getting wise to the fact that collective buying 
will permit them to get better breaks with the distributors, and we may expect 
soon to see every State with its collective group. There will be no cheers from 
the distributors for this situation, but they have no cause for complaint. Af- 
filiated houses have been collective buying combines for years, and if they get 
by with it there is no reason why the indies should not take advantage of it.

The meetings between the Allied executive committee and Felix Feist. 
relative to Loew's invasion of Chicago, are practically washed up, with Allied 
gaining nothing. This was a foregone conclusion. Any time an independent 
theater group tries to get a concession from a major outfit it is merely super- 
optimism. Nothing will stop the majors from doing just what they wish to do, 
and the sooner the exhibitors decide on pressure rather than persuasion, the 
sooner will they get results.

to be reckoned with in the dramatic 
world, the very real contribution this 
country has made to the development of 
things theatrical. There are over 1.000 
successful and established little theaters 
in the United States, and this does not 
include the groups that use rented audi- 
toriums and the like, covering only 
those owning their own theaters, such 
as the Little Theater of Sarasota, Fla. 


I mention this particular organization 
because Leonard M. Barker has been for 
the past season professional director of 
the group and has been re-engaged for 
next year. 

It has been interesting to note the 
results obtained when a highly talented 
group such as this and a thoroly trained, 
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experienced and talented director get 
together. 

Sarasota’s Little Theater, founded five 
years ago, has stood out in little thea- 
ter annals from the start, numbering 
among its noted directors Walter Young 
and Carl Glick. More than one raw 
recruit who has faced an audience for 
the first time across its footlights is 
now on the professional stage, and this 
year the combination of the group of 
experienced players with the expert 
guidance of Leonard Barker has made 
news. 


Aim Was Civil Engineer 


Barker started out at Iowa State Col- 
lege with the idea of becoming a civil 
engineer, but the attractions of this 
profession paled before the spell of the 
Dramatic Club, and we next hear of 
him in Yale’s School of Drama, where 
he was sent on a scholarship and where 
he studied until sent out for special 
work by Mr. Baker, former head of the 
school. 

Barker spent his first summer in the 
East as assistant technical director of 
the American Opera Company in its 
summer theater in Gloucester, Mass. The 
following September he returned to Yale 
as assistant lighting instructor, in which 
capacity he found his engineering train- 
ing to be of value. Each subsequent 
summer he has been at the Stockbridge, 
Mass., theater as stage manager and 
technical director. 


After leaving Yale Barker was for a 
short time with the Philadelphia Opera 
Company and then on the road with a 
touring company in What Every Wom- 
an Knows. The following two years were 
spent at the Goodman Professional The- 
ater in Chicago as assistant director, 
with two plays produced under his sole 
direction. 

From Chicago Barker went to St. Paul 
and directed the St. Paul Community 
Theater for two years. There, James 
Gray, dramatic critic on The St. Paul 
Dispatch, named him as the best direc- 
tor ever to have been in St. Paul, and 
he received splendid notices from Oscar 
Firkins and William Lyon Phe!ps. 


Views on L. T. Movement 


A few thoughts gleaned from con- 
versations with Mr. Barker anent the lit- 
tle theater movement: He believes that 
there is precious metal in plenty in the 
amateur groups, and that if properly 
mined it will be rich in yield. While 
no doubt both the professional and 
amateur fields have many exhibitionists, 
he feels that there are many real artists 
and that there is much more of artistry 
and discernment amongst professional 
people today than there was 20 years 
ago. “Producing a play today,” he says, 
“calls for much more than it did a few 
years back. We are In a period of 
realism in every-day life as well as in 
the theater, and the plays of today have 
to be written with much more care as 
to logic and subtlety of expression than 
ever before. I do not believe in realism 
and I am convinced that we are break- 
ing away from it more and more, and I 
am glad. 

“Realism limits the imagination; it is 
very confining, and I know that the 
audience does not get the lift from a 
realistic play that it does from one writ- 
ten with more freedom. But until the 
real audiences have developed a desire 
for the ‘maginative play it would be 
foolish to spend too much time and 
energy upon it. I believe that the play 
of the future will be a play based on 
a mythical plot and using mythical 
characters to satirize some modern in- 
stitution or plot. The dialog will be in 
blank verse or even rhymed verse, and 
it will have a complete orchestral back- 
ground. At least, I wish to believe it. 


Barker is this summer at Hillsdale, N. 
Y.. where he will head the dramatic 
department of the Hiilsdale Drama and 
Music Workshop, which he will conduct 
jointly with Alexander Bloch, violinist 
and conductor. This school will operate 
from July 1 to August 31, and the stu- 
dent actors will make a two-week wagon 
tour of the Berkshires in the manner of 
the Elizabethan inn-yard plavers In 
the fall Barker, as well as Bloch, will 
return to Sarasota, Barker to resume 
direction of the little theater, and Bloch 
as head of the Ringling Art School's 
music department.

Irving Place, New York 
(Reviewed Tuesday Afternoon, June 18) 


This famed downtown spot of the 
Wilners ‘s now doing three-a-day, an 
early-bird noon-tinre show being added 
to the 2:30 and 8:30 reserved-seat shows. 
Not much biz at this 2:30 shew, altho 
the rain should have driven the sales- 
men indoors. 

Show is practically all stripping and 
production, with a crew of six strip 
women headed by the dynamic Georgia 
Sothern giving out for the customers, 
who take to it like ducks take to water. 
Comedy is sort of played down, the ma- 
terial, as usual, falling flat. Show's 
actual running time is two hours and 10 
minutes, with a 12-minute intermission 
besides. 

Georgia Sothern is certainly hot stuff, 
working exceedingly fast and strenuous- 
ly at her disrobing, grinds, bumps and 
all. Buster Phillips, another redheaded 
stripper, works Sothern style also, and 
she too clicked. Then there are the 
very cute Joan Dare, who has lots of 
class; the clever Dorothy Ahearn, blond 
and lovely; June St. Clair, the platinum 
lovely, always a fave with this reviewer, 
and Phyllis Vaughn, who gets over okeh. 

Comedy assignments were in the 
hands of Maxie Furman, Shorty Mc- 
Allister and Harry Katz Fields. They're 
capable enough fellows, but again it 
must be said that material is lacking. 
Manage to get some laughs by reason of 
their hoking around, but surely not the 
amount of laughs you’d expect from 
burly comics. Don Trent gives them 
good straighting, and Al Golden Jr. 
shapes up as a swell juve and straight. 
Strippers Clair, Dare, Phillips, Vaughn 
and Ahearn help out capably in bits 
also. 

Production is plentiful, the usual in 
Allen Gilbert colorfulness. Gilbert cer- 
tainly knows his onions at costuming 
and lighting, altho he fell short on this 
show’s scenic value. Stairs again play 
a prominent part as background. Mitch 
Todd and Bob Snyder contribute their 
neat singing jobs—Todd without a mike 
and Snyder with. The 14 chorines hoof 
thru many routines okeh, but with lit- 
tle serious effort, and the five show- 
girls round out the production. That 
red-haired showgirl is quite an eyeful.

Any Chiseling

Cite I O U payments and 
explain Irv. Pl. and day-off 
matters—Phillips’ version

NEW YORK, June 22.—Taking excep- 
tion to the story in last week’s issue 
regarding chiseling by managers because 
the code has passed out, Mrs. Max Wil- 
ner took occasion on Thursday to say 
that everything being done in her thea- 
ters was justified and not with any view 
to chiseling. As a big point, she points 
out that there wasn’t any chiseling on 
her part when she paid back to per- 
formers almost $8,000 held by them in 
IO U's. 


Also, that the Irving Place has gone 
three-a-day not because the code is out 
of the way, but simply because the 
house is seeking to get more business. 
Other theaters play three and four a 
day and she considers hers no ex- 
ception. Furthermore, that she could 
have gone three-a-day even when the 
code existed, but did not do so because 
of stagehand demands. Also, that she 
considers the Irving Place one of the 
best engagements for a performer. 


As to not giving the girls a day off, 
Mrs. Wilner states that she has been 
paying them $25 a week up until three 
weeks ago, and right now pays them 
$22.50 a week, altho the code only 
called for $20. And that Tom Phillips, 
president of the Burlesque Artists’ Asso- 
ciation, told her she didn’t have to give 
the day off as long as she paid $25 a 
week. 


Phillips when queried about this said 
that the Wilner I O U’s did not even 
reach $5,000 and that there is still 
some of it outstanding. Also, that the 
Irving Place is not situated right for a 
three-a-day policy and was never con- 
sidered opposition for uptown theaters 
and that the only reason he can see for 
its change of policy was because the 
BAA refused to give permission to the 
Wilners to give a midnight show with- 
out cost if the Sunday matinees were 
cut out. 

Phillips further states that the $25 a 
week to chorines matter applied only 
to a traveling company, which did not 
require the day off. Agreement with 
the BAA, he says, calls for $23.50, and 
the extra $1.50 is for the midnight show. 
Says the same condition existed on the 
Supreme Circuit. He added that the 
Irving Place was again warned last week 
because it did not pay off on the days 
designated.

New Dance League festival 
attracts packed house —

NEW YORK, June 22.—At season’s 
end—and beyond it—recitals are few 
and far between.- The season is, of 
course, over and there is nothing on the 
horizon in the recital way until the hot 
spell has run its course. Little was 
presented during the last month. and 
there will be even less in the immediate 
future, 

The most important recital of the 
month was, of course, the third annual 
festival of the New Dance League, held 
at the Park Theater June 6 before a 
packed and tremendously enthusiastic 
left-wing audience. It was composed 
of two sessions: the first, in the after- 
noon, being a competition of non-pro 
groups, with the winner receiving a fea- 
tured spot in the evening’s professional 
program. Winner was the Blanche Evan 
Amateur Group, which did a piece la- 
beled, fittingly enough for the left-wing 
customers, Unite Against War and 
Fascism. Despite the enthusiasm of 
both afternoon and evening audiences, 
the title seemed the only thing in its 
favor. Critical opinion leaned rather to 
Lamentation, presented by a group from 
the State unit of dance, music and 
drama, which was a finished and out- 
standing work. 

Enthusiasm was high thruout, with 
ovations tendered to Tamiris, Charles 
Weidman, the New Dance Group and 
Anna Sokolow. Among the new pieces 
seen during the evening, Miss Sokolow’s 
Strange American Funeral proved the 
most interesting. Based on the poem 
by Michael Gold, it is danced to music 
composed by Elie Seigmeister, music 
which clouded both the dance and the 
poem. Altho presenting many obvious 
weaknesses, the number possessed power 
and original conception. Among other 
new numbers, Ruth Allerhand and her 
group in a trilogy called Strike proved 
undistinguished, and Ah Peace, pre- 
sented by the New Dance Group, seemed 
tasteless and valueless despite the 
obvious approval of the audience. 
Tamiris and Weidman, the latter as- 
sisted by Jose Limon and William Ma- 
tons, gave their usual fine performances. 


Anita Zahn and her group gave what 
was called a “post-season” concert early 
in the month in connection with 
Georges Borrere and his little symphony 
orchestra at the Town Hall It took 
place on Isadora Duncan's birthday, and 
the dance portion paid tribute to the 
event, making use of Gluck music and 
also Shambaugh, Debussy and Guion. In 
two numbers Barrere’s magnificent ren- 
dition of solo flute passages vied with 
the dancers.

Male Dancers Are Not 
“Sissies,” Says Shawn 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Ted Shawn is 
fighting the idea that male dancers are 
“effeminate” in his present English tour 
with his group of men. Before sailing for 
England with his troupe of eight, he 
stopped long enough to say that the tough- 
est angle on his recent American tour with 
the group was the necessity of dispelling 
the idea that the men. are sissified. Their 
dances, he says, interpret ideas of strength 
impossible for women dancers, and the 
lads, according to their leader, were <col- 
lege athletes. Shawn also said the dance 
cannot attain its highest sphere so long 
as the field is dominated by women. 


Wis. Teachers’ . 


Bill Postponed 


MADISON, Wis., June 22.—A bill re- 
lating to the qualification and regula- 
tion of dancing teachers and the li- 
censing of dancing schools in the State 
Legislature has been voted for indefi- 
nite postponement. 

The measure provides that applicants 
for dancing teachers’ licenses shall be 
at least 21 years of age, citizens of the 
United States, have practiced as an ap- 
prentice in a dancing school under the 
supervision of a licensed dancing teacher 
for at least three years, including time 
spent in instruction. 

License fees under the bill are $10 per 
year and $5 for renewals. Enforcement 
of provisions of the measure would be 
under the supervision of the State Board 
of Health. Regular examinations for 
the licensing and managing of itinerant 
dancing teachers would be held at least 
once a year, at time and place to be 
determined by the board. 

Violators would be subject to a fine 
of not less than $10 nor more than #100 
or from 10 to 90 days in jail. 


MILWAUKEE, June 22.—The Mil- 
waukee common council has reduced the 
license fee of dancing schools from $25 
to $10 annually. 


Chicago Conservatory, 
Ash School in Merger 


CHICAGO, June 22.—The Paul Ash 
College of Radio, Stage, Screen and 
Dancing has given up its space in the 
Mallers Building and its activities have 
been absorbed by the Chicago Con- 
servatory, an institution of 70 years’ 
standing. Established some two years 
ago by the band leader, Ash was par- 
ticularly unlucky in the selection of 
men he intrusted with the management 
of the school while he was filling theat- 
rical engagements. The merger was 
prompted by his desire for an efficient 
management, and in the change the 
Chicago Conservatory adds a department 
of radio arts which will be under the 
direction of Hall Burton. The teaching 
staff is headed by Carl van Buskirk. 
Others on the faculty are Kennedy F. 
Griffith, voice; Charles Dietz, piano; 
Helen Morton, piano, and John Golds- 
worthy, dramatics. Other departments 
transferred from the Paul Ash College 
are the acrobatic dancing class under 
S. G. Smith and the ballet classes, 
which will be taught by Sylvia Ray.

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Routines 
In Shorthand 


————By FRAN SCANLAN 


Last month we learned that by sub- 
stituting symbols for the basic methods 
of making taps a sort of shorthand sys- 
tem could be used for writing notes on 
tap-dance steps. We also learned that 
a dot placed at either the right or left 
side Of a symbol could be used to de- 
note with which foot it was to be per- 
formed. In this installment I will show 
you how you can include the correct 
counting in your recording without 
making any extra strokes and eliminat- 
ing the task of writing them out in 
longhand above the symbols. 


The symbols as you know are written 
in bars of four counts when 4/4 time 
is used or three counts for waltz or 3/4 
time. The time to be used is indicated 
by a regular musical tempo signature 
before the first bar (see illustration). I 
find it less confusing to make the nota- 
tion buck, soft shoe or rhythm before 
using the musical signature for 4/4 
time, as all these types are performed 
in this tempo. 

The actual recording of the counts is 
accomplished by what is known as shad- 
ing. If a tap is to be performed on a 
beat it is written with a heavy stroke. 
If it is done between counts it is repre- 
sented with a lighter line. There always 
will be four heavy symbol]s in every bar 
when 4/4 time is used and three in 
every bar of waltz. The first heavy sym- 
bol is counted “one.” The second “two” 
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Tap 


and so on. As most teachers prefer to 
count in sets of eight the first count 
in the second bar is counted “five” and 
so on up to eight. The light symbols 
are incidental counts and are counted 
“and” or “a.” When no tap is made on 
a count we write in a heavy 0. It is 
important that we do this, as otherwise 
we would have bars that contained 
fewer counts than they should and it 
would be hard to tell which counts had 
been omitted. 


The triple buck time step is used to 
illustrate the method of counting. In 
buck dancing the dancer always starts 
dancing on the pick-up count before the 
first bar and finishes on the count of 
“seven,” which is the next to the last 
count in the second bar. The count 
“eight” in the second bar is used to 
start a new step. Now let us refer to 
“a” in the illustration and compare with 
the following.

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The pick-up count is a shuffle R. 
The brush forward is heavy. The back 
brush is light; this means that the for- 
ward stroke will be counted “eight” and 
the back stroke “and.” In the first bar 
the heavy hop L is counted “one.” Fol- 
lowed by a light shuffle R counted 
“and a.” Step R is the second heavy 
symbol in the bar and is counted “two.” 
The flap L written with a light brush 
forward and a heavy step is counted 
“and three.” The light step R, “and.” 
The heavy and light shuffle L, “four 
and.” The second bar starts with a 
hop R, counted “five.” Shuffle L 
“and a.” Step L, “six.” MPlap R, “and 
seven.” Step L, “and.” Rest, “eight.” 

When a step is to be repeated a sign 
(a circle with a dot in the center) is 
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written over the symbol that starts the 
repeated part and another is inclosed in 
a bar at the end of the repeat. If the 
step is to be repeated more than once, 
more repeat signs may be placed under 
the first one at the end of the step. 
See the illustration B, the open-time 
step. This step is done three times in 
all. The open-time step can be done 
faster than almost any step known. It 
is very easy. See if you can work it out.

In 1879 the good people of the city 
of Chicago were regaled with an adver- 
tisement in the newspapers of that day 
announcing the presentation of a walk- 
ing contest which was about to be held 
in Exposition Hall in that city. Ladies 
and gents were invited to come and 
witness this newest and greatest form 
of entertainment 

A new idea had been born, the out- 
growth, it is true, of the old marathon 
un and marathon walk, but differing, 
nevertheless, in the form of presenta- 
tion to the public. And the public 
liked it. 

With the passing of the years the 
walking contest changed and the dance 
marathon came into existence, being 
replaced by the present-day walkathon 
and walkashow 

The operators of these shows were 
men who did not know very much 
about the business they were operating, 
didn’t care what happened to the con- 
testants and were usually fly-by-night 
promoters. There were. however, a few 
men who were real showmen and those 
men created the modern form of the 
endurance contest. 


The walkathon became exceedingly 
popular with the public and grew by 
leaps and bounds until today it stands 
out as a major form of entertainment 


attended by many millions of citizens 


and succeeding in spite of the vigorous . 


opposition that has appeared 

Why is there opposition to the walka- 
thon? 

Who are leaders of such opposition? 

Let me first give you a short picture 
of this form of entertainment and then 
discuss the whys and wherefores of 
opposition. 


Real Entertainment Value 


As conducted by every legitimate 
operator member of the National En- 
durance Amusements Association, Inc., 
a walkathon is a form of entertainment 
coupling an exhibition of athletic skill, 
plus a continued series of vaudeville 
shorts, the whole forming a continuous 
basis for laughs and thrills, furnishing 


the patrons with something that de- 
Stroys the cares of the work-a-day 
world. 


The contestants are young men and 
young women, ranging in age from 18 


to 56, who enter voluntarily, the in- 
ducement being a _ substantial prize, 
usually not less than $1,000 in cash. 


While in the contest the contestants are 
provided with quarters; good, whole- 
some, substantial food prepared by an 
expert dietitian; medical attention and 
excellent treatment. 


They are allowed 15 minutes of sleep 
In a clean bed every hour, giving them 
Six hours of sleep out of each 24-hour 
period, and they also receive four min- 
utes every hour in which to return to 
the floor on which they walk; recrea- 
tion periods in and out of the build- 
ing, during which time they may play 
games, read, run or do anything they 
wish; personal hygiene periods of seven 
minutes every hour, seven minutes out 
of every hour for medical attention, an 
entertainment period of 30 minutes 
each day, 15 minutes for cleanup every 
afternoon, not less than 20 minutes in 
Which to bathe every morning, and 
seven nutrition periods, each period of 
20 minutes’ duration. They receive 
seven meals per day, consisting of three 
heavy meals and four light lunches. 


Beneficial Habits 


Thus it may be seen the contestants 
are taught regularity of habit, as a re- 
ult of which nearly EVERY contestant

fains weight ranging from 6 to 21 
pounds during a three-month contest 
period. 


They enter voluntarily and may quit 
‘henever they wish to do so. They are 
NEVER in danger of contracting any

Serious illness and are at no time sub- 


lect 


to any undue strain as a result of

their efforts. 

A local physician is in daily attend- 
ance, he being assisted by expert 
trainers and registered nurses The 
physician is always empowered to dis-* 
qualify from the contest ANY con- 
testant who, in his opinion, may be en- 
dangered by remaining in the contest. 
The trainers and nurses keep the con- 
testant physically fit at all times. 

Does the fact that doctors, nurses 
and trainers are always in attendance 
prove that the walkathon is dangerous? 
Absolutely not! But it does prove that 
the legitimate operator goes beyond the 
ordinary care given a contestant in 
any sport by providing such care and 
attention as will PREVENT even the 
possibility of injury 

As previously noted, in conjunction 
with the brief walking periods, the 
walkathon features several capable 
masters of ceremonies whose duty it is 
to keep the crowd laughing. These 
men, aided by artists from the outside, 
provide the many entertainment fea- 
tures thru songs and dances, thru the 
antics of comedians and the music of a 
capable band. 


The fact that the average attendance 
at an evening's performance of a walka- 
thon is about 2,500 people clearly in- 
dicates the popularity of the walkathon, 
especially when it is remembered that 
the attendance is made up in the main 
of people who come again and again 
and few transients are ever present. 

In addition to the usual large staff 
of employees attached to the walkathon 
organization, carpenters, plumbers, elec- 
tricians, door men, ticket takers, ticket 
sellers, police officers, counter men and 
many others are employed locally, the 
wages being paid to them going back to 
the community where they live. Lum- 
ber and other essentials purchased 
locally bring the community another 
substantial sum 


Money Spent Locally 


It is not unusual for the operator of 
a walkathon to spend $10,000 to $15,000 
in a community before he even opens 
the door to the first patron. He risks 
that sum not knowing what his return 
will be. 

The attendance is made up of the 
average working man and his wife. the 
same type of citizen who patronizes the 
theater or football game. And many of 
these patrons would NOT attend a 
boxing match because of the brutality 
displayed there. 

But while the theater in recent years 
required a League of Decency to censor 
the pictures, the walkathon is kept 
clean by the operator himself Yet, 
despite the so-called filth that has been 
present in so many pictures in recent 
years, no legislative body has dared to 
attempt to pass legislation prohibiting 
motion pictures. WHY? 

Is there any danger connected with 
walkathons? The answer is an un- 
equivocal NO! 

Can as much be said for the ordinary 
sports and athletic events? 

Let us take football, the one game 
everyone enjoys watching. According to 
recent press reports, there were more 
than 150 deaths among football players 
in high school and college during the 


past four years. And the good Lord 
alone knows how many injuries oc- 
curred. 


Baseball has caused many deaths and 
innumerable injuries during the years it 


has existed as a major sport 


Boxing, a sport or athletic event 
BRUTAL in itself, for the reason that 
the purpose of such a bout, as a matter 
of fact, is the knocki! unconscious of 
one man by his opponent, has killed 
many splendid young men, injured 
many thousands and ruined even more. 
Every one of you must have met some 
of the ex-boxers who are today mentallv 
unbalanced and wards of charitv be- 


cause of the beatings they have received 
In the ring. 

Wrestling, recognized by most States 
is a huge fraud the way it is conducted 
today, yet dangerous per se, in which 
sport many hundreds of boys and men 
have been injured. 

Running as done 
leges injured an 


in schools and col- 
uncounted number of 
boys because of the strain involved 
Even the writer received a permanent 
injury as the result of a 100-yard dash 


in which he participated while inter- 
ested in college track events 

The circus has not remained free 
from injuries We all know of the 
many who have been killed in acrobatic 
events, animal training acts and other 
circus stunts. The rodeo has killed and 
injured many. Hockey has also caused 


the injuries of many. 

And yet since 1879 the walkathon has 
not been responsible for the death ‘or 
injury of a SINGLE PARTICIPANT. 


Discrimination? 


Despite this record on both sides of 
the fence, no legislative body has at- 
tempted to prohibit the holding of any 
of the events noted above. If they are 
dangerous and cruel and inhuman, if 
the legislative bodies, ministerial asso- 
ciations and women’s clubs are inter- 
ested in abating every sport dangerous 
to the human being, WHY PICK ON 
THE WALKATHON, the LEAST danger- 
ous of them all? The answer is self- 
evident And the dangerous _ sports 
continue merrily on their way while 


attempts are being made everywhere to 
wipe the walkathon out of existence 

An Appellate Court of Kentucky on 
two separate occasions, a Supreme Court 
of Michigan. a Chancery Court in New 
Jersey, a United States District Court in 
Missouri, a Superior Court in California, 
Indiana, Florida. Texas and in other 
States have all ruled that the walka- 
thon is a lawful and legitimate enter- 
prise per se. We KNOW that it is not 
dangerous, not immoral, not subversive 
to the best interests of a community 
and not contrary or against the health, 
morals or safety of a city or State. 
Then why the upheaval against endur- 
ance contests? 

BECAUSE THE THEATERS IN AMER- 
ICA HAVE RECOGNIZED THE FACT 
THAT THE WALKATHON HAS BECOME 
A GREAT SUCCESS, PEOPLE WANT TO 
SEE IT. ARE WILLING TO PAY AN 
ADMISSION TO SEE IT AND FEAR 
THAT THE WALKATHON WILL BE- 
COME A GREAT DRAIN UPON THE 
BOX-OFFICE RECEIPTS OF THEIR 
THEATERS. 

Read the March 16, 1935, issue of 
Bor Office, known as the “pulse of the 
motion picture theater industry.” Read 
the many other articles which have 
been printed in theatrical managers’ 
magazines. They have become so bold 
as to frankly states that they are out 
to DRIVE THE ENDURANCE CONTEST 
OUT OF THIS COUNTRY BECAUSE OF 
THIS ALLEGED DRAIN 

Thus because the theater managers 
are afraid of healthy competition, be- 
cause they do not want to appear too 
much in the open in opposition to 
walkathons, they have enlisted the aid 
of ministers. societies and women’s 
clubs. And they pick out the illegiti- 
mate show conducted bv an illegitimate 
and ignorant promoter as an example 
of what the walkathon is, using such a 
show as their entree into such organi- 
zations. 


Clubs Are Foils 

clubs and associa- 
tions start a battle on the ranks of city 
councils. commissioners, supervisors and 
legislators and, aided by powerful lob- 
bies, have succeeded in prohibi- 
tory legislation passed. This legislation, 
unconstitutional and invalid as it is 
will not withstand a vigorous legal as- 
sault, which will soon be made in the 
interest of justice and fair play. But in 
the meantime, the theater goes merrily

notist, who wrote from Manila in The 
Billboard of May 4: “Everything can be 
said in a mighty few words about the 
Manila Carnival. It’s the bunk. We 
had plenty of people on the grounds but 
the money was nil and you know what 
that means. From 40,000 to 60,000 peo- 
ple every night. I topped the entire 
midway and only grossed 5,000 pesos, 
which means approximately $2,500. 
Magic is overdone here and will be for 
the next five years. Every gu-gu is a 
magician and it’s ruining the business.” 

His statement is harmful to magicians 
intending to visit Manila. As a city, it 
is not behind any other in the Orient, 
and Manila people are as civilized as the 
rest of the Oriental people and more 
advanced in education. With these 
traits of character Mr. Q cannot impress 
60,000 people with his hypnotic show, 
for 60,000 pecple cannot go wrong. As 
for the value of pesos, it is the highest 
money in the Orient, having stayed 
stable in market value ever since Ameri- 
can sovereignty in the Philippines. I can 
state with authority that hypnotic shows 
will never make good, not only in 
Manila, but in the whole Orient. I know 
the likes and dislikes of the Oriental 
people, having lived with them and 
traveled more than three times around 
the Orient, including India, the home of 
fakirs. With the Tait Shows, the biggest 
traveling show in the Orient, I worked as 
highest paid magician five consecutive 
years. 

Mr. Q has no authority to say magic is 
overdone in Manila, for Oriental people 
are unusually fond of magic, which is 
quite different from hypnotic art, and to 
prove it I can enumerate many well- 
known magicians, such as Dante, Carter 
the Great, Great Raymond, Nicola; 
Henry, the artist-magician: Aleco, illu- 
sionist and mindreader; Chefalo and 
Palermo; the late Stillwell, who died in 
Java in 1933, intimate friend of Howard 
Thurston; Australian Ievante; Raffles, 
escape artist; Long Tack Sam and many 
others have been making successful 
tourr in the whole Orient, adding 
laurels to their fame, working not only 
in theaters as did Dante, Raymond, 
Goldin, Nicola, etc., but Carter, Henry, 
Levante, Aleco and others made a suc- 
cess in the same Carnival of Manila, in 
which I participated for more than eight 
years successfully. 

All brother magicians with whom I 
have come in contact during my tour 
have always given me a friendly hint 
that show business in the Orient is more 
favorable than in the West, and for this 
reason I have stayed all these years in 
the Orient.

In looking over old programs I ran 
across some house bills of the shows 
that were given at the Casinoin Syracuse, 
a summer theater on Butternut street 
just off of North 


Salina, and near 

Old Programs tne Haverle Brew- 
. ery. This locality 

Of the Casino was decidedly Ger- 
Ts Syracuse man and the in- 


evitable grapevine 
arbor was much in 
evidence on the Casino property, where 
Haberle products and Rhine wine were 
served under the emerald vine that cov- 
ered the trellis. We stage-struck boys 
used to frequent this delightful place of 
amusement, admission being quite in 
keeping with our limited finances. 

Here is a program dated May, 1884: 
John A. Toole, manager; John Murphy, 
general director. Prof. Al E. Gaylord 
supplied his Apex Orchestra cnd Prof. 
Joseph Riano his Matchless Brass Band 
that played concerts in the evening from 
7 to 8 and a Moonlight Overture outside 
of the theater at intermission. Oh, the 
happiness of it all! This bill opened 
with a minstrel Srst part in which John 
A. Toole worked the middle; James F. 
Hoey, blues; John C. Harrington, tambo. 
Song numbers included Fisherman and 
His Child, Will Laird; Beware, Beware, 
James F. Hoey; America’s Emblem, May 
Clark; Isabella, J. C. Harrington; Some 
Day, Ned Hanson. Leading off in the olio 
was Louise Clements, Indian club juggler: 
then May Clark in popular melodies; 
Quaker City Quartet, with Laird; Ernest, 
Hanson and Graham in their musical 
melange, The Village Blacksmith; A Lit- 
tle Nonsense, James F. Hoey; J. C. Har- 
rington and Arthur Johnson in black- 
face specialty; Magee and Allen in a 
comedy glove bout; with Jealousy, a 
farce, to close the bill. 

Another bill I find dated July 6, 1885. 
Toole is still proprietor, but J. Daniel 
Ackerman (Dannie) is associated with 
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SUBSCRIPTION, PAYABLE IN ADVANCE 


him. In the first part are Toole, Hoey, 
Dan Collyer; Pauline Batcheller rendered 
Stick to Your Mother, Tom; Dannie 
Collyer sang Oh, Johannah; Misses Clark 
and Wescoit warbled White Wings. These 
two girls, who were billed as “Songbirds 
of America,” opened the olio; Larry 
Tooley, German comedian and wooden 
shoe dancer, followed. Barlow Brothers, 
Bill and Jim, did a_ black-face skit. 
“A Merry Trifle,” then Pauline Batcheller 
in aserlo-comic vocal specialty; Jim Hoey 
interrupted here with a monolog of 
nonsense. They closed the show with 
a burlesque by George H. Wocds entitled 
Nana, or the Blonde Venus, which in- 
troduced the whole company. 

This little showhouse operated during 
Summer months only and many of the 
topnotch performers came over, where 
they had an enjoyable vacation and 
pleasant associations. In a bill of July 
27, 1885, I find such well-known artists 
of that day as Ella Rusche, “Queen of 
Magic”; Florence Mathews; Byrnes, John 
F. and Helene; Lillie Allen, character 
vocalist, and America’s Greatest Statue 
Artists, Sisters Clayton.

Important Resolutions 


; Adopted by NAB Board 


NEW YORK, June 24.—The board of 
directors of the National Association of 
Broadcasters, holding executive sessions 
at the Hotel St. Regis on Saturday, 
passed two resolutions, one in connec- 
tion with the NRA and the other per- 
taining to copyright matters. Resolu- 
tion made by A. J. McCosker, and 
unanimously passed, called for a com- 
mittee to study those portions of the 
NRA which could be considered bene- 
ficial to the broadcasting industry and 
which could be continued. McCosker 
was made chairman of this committee 
and he left for Washington to start work 
at once on the matter. 

Another resolution adopted affirmed 
the NAB position in favor of allowing 
the owner of a copyright to fix his own 
fees for each of his works that is broad- 
cast on radio programs. It was stated 
by radio officials of the board attending 
the meeting that their idea was in fa- 
vor of the “per piece” plan, whereby 
the price of each work broadcast would 
be determined between the copyright 
holders instead of the percentage of the 
sale of station facilities plan now being

posers, Authors and Publishers. 


Coca-Cola, Bourjois 
Leaning Toward NBC 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Two shows 
figured as set for Columbia are due to 
shift to the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany, one of the commercials staying on 
at NBC instead of moving over to CBS 
and the other being a program built 
and auditioned by CBS but winding up 
at the other network. Coca-Cola, which 
was On NBC this past season and which 
was previously reported as all set to 
move to CBS, is now up in the air but 
regarded as certain to remain at NBC. 
Coca-Cola had auditioned a show built 
around Andre Kostelanetz and his or- 
chestra, but decided the program bore 
too great a similarity to the recently 
concluded program which featured 
Frank Black and his orchestra. Nothing 
will be settled for the soft-drink firm 
until September 1. 

Other account is Bourjois cosmetics, 
which is set for NBC. Columbia built 
the show with Columbia talent, includ- 
ing Mark Warnow’s Orchestra and 
Odette Myrtil, when the account decided 
on buying NBC. Columbia okehed the 
talent working on NBC, with the latter 
not objecting to the use of CBS acts. 


To Study Results of 
Wired Radio Tests 


CLEVELAND, June 24.—Wired radio 
experiments taking place in this city 
came to an abrupt halt after a three 
months’ trial. The results of the test 
will now be studied, with a view toward 
continuing the programs and service on 
special wires some time in the fall. 

Some 700 special-wired radio receivers 
were installed and each subscriber re- 
ceived programs for a period of three 
weeks. The set was then moved to an- 
other location and the meters checked 
for statistics, as well as the question- 
naires given to the subscribers. Their 
preference for dance music, for instance, 
was noted, and the average time the 
sets were in use was four hours daily. 
News events and sports ranked next to 
dance music.

NEW YORK June 22.—Officers of the 
United Scenic Artists of America, Local 
829, to be installed July 6, are Walter 
Percival, president; James Balfour, vice- 
president; George Everett, treasurer;

Yesterday they were presented 
with a medal emblematic of their vic- 
tory. Presentation was made by Robert 
Wood, editor of Radio Guide. 


275 Attend RKO 
Chi Sales Meet 


CHICAGO, June 22.—With the hold- 
ing of district and regional conferences 
Thursday morning, the fourth annual 
and first big international sales con- 
vention of RKO, attended by some 275 
delegates, came to a close at the Drake 
Hotel. The convention, largest in point 
of attendance in the history of the 
company, was notable in the enthusiasm 
displayed. Every main session was at- 
tended 100 per cent. 


Opening on Monday, the sessions were 
held during the day, with visits to 
Chicago’s theaters in the evenings. 
Monday night the delegates attended 
the Palace en masse to see Becky Sharp. 
Bob Hope, emsee, turned his genius for 
fun upon Ned Depinet, Jules Levy and 
others of the big group. 


At the closing session Wednésday 
afternoon Ned Depinet introduced A. H. 
McCausland, trustee; Robert F. Sisk, 
formerly advertising and publicity chief 
and now a producer, and Howard Bene- 
dict, studio publicity head. Depinet 
also paid tribute to the results attained 
by Harry Gittleson, editor of The Flash, 
and Rutgers Neilson, who handled the 
convention publicity in addition to the 
special stunts in Chicago for Lily Pons, 
Fred Astaire, Irving Berlin and other 
Radio Pictures personalities. Marion 
Corcoran, secretary to Walter Branson, 
Midwest division chief, moved from the 
Chicago exchange to the Drake press 
Offices as aid to Neilson.

Hancock is newly appointed 
production supervisor of the Van Beuren 
Corporation. 


The growing importance of foreign 
distribution was the keynote of the late 
Wednesday sessions, devoted to addresses 
of the foreign representatives of the 
organization. Phil Reisman, vice-presi- 
dent of the RKO Export Corporation, 
introduced his representatives from the 
field after a brief, appreciative review 
of the accomplishments of the division 
in world sales. E. D. Leishman, man- 
aging director for the United Kingdom 
and Continental Europe, reported 2 
continual healthy improvement in 
business. Representatives of the various 
countries gave brief reviews of their 
territory. A highlight of the foreign 
sessions was the annourtcement by Phil 
Reisman of the appointment of Frank 
Kennedy to the post of special repre- 
sentative in China and Japan.

CHICAGO, June 22—Flying Time, a 
new quarter-hour serial by Willis 
Cooper, NBC central division continuity 
editor, will be heard over an NBC-WEAF 
network at 5 p.m. CDST, starting June 
24, and will be broadcast Mondays thru 
Thursday thereafter. Show has airport 
and army air field as its principal set- 
ting. Characters are played by Willard 
Farnum, Cliff Soubier, Art Jacobson and 
Murray Forbes. Jules Herbuveaux, ex- 
pert aviator and member of the NBC 
production staff, is assisting Cooper in 
preparing the scripts. 


Rival Picketing Halted 
Pending Conference Outcome 


NEW YORK, June 24.—Mass picketing, 
which has been a Broadway nuisance for 
more than a year in the three-cornered 
war between Local 306 of the Interna- 
tional Alliance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployees, Allied and Empire, was forbid- 
den by Mayor LaGuardia Saturday. “The 
continuance of mass picketing in front 
of theaters,” said the mayor, “consti- 
tutes a menace to public safety. It will 
not be tolerated any longer. There is 
no excuse for it. There are no labor 
differences between employees and em- 
ployers. The differences are among the 
labor unions.” 

The mayor arranged for a conference 
between representatives of the three 
rival unions to be held at City Hall 
Tuesday. The unions meanwhile agreed 
to halt all picketing, pending the out- 
come. Prank Tichenor was appointed 
arbiter by the mayor, who said that if 


attempts to settle the differences should 
fail he would use the police to end the 
mass picketing.

station will not (usually) confine its 
“recognition” to the “nationally recog- 
nized agency”—handling a certain num- 
ber of national accounts. 

Many of the small local agencies are 
doing a wonderful job in creating, de- 
veloping and handling spot and local 
broadcast advertising campaigns. 

(a) How should agency recognition be 
administered in the broadcasting field? 
Answer—By a department of the National 
Association of Broadcasters which will 
give consideration to moral responsi- 
bility, ability amd experience, financial 
responsibility. 

6. Is the agency rendering adequate 
service in the development of broadcast 
advertising as a whole? National non- 
network advertising? What services does 
the special representative sender with re- 
gard to the developmen: of national non- 
network business? Answer—No, with 
some notable exceptions. Many agencies 
are sadly lacking in knowledge of the 
preparation, use and anplication profit- 
ably of spot broadcasting, and in knowl- 
edge of and information about the 
regional and local stations and their 
audience areas. This fault lies with the 
stations as much as with the agencies. 

The networks, the National Association 
of Broadcasters, and the regional and 
State radio station organizations should 
devote special attention to studies of 
stations, their audiences and their areas. 
The larger agencies especially should have 
field representatives visiting the indi- 
vidual stations and securing information 
first hand. 

As to the special representatives. Their 
predecessors, the “time-brokers,” and 
now they, the special representatives, 
have done and are doing more to originate 
and develop spot business than any other 
factor in spot and local broadcasting. 
The special representatives have a defi- 
nite, valuable and necessary place in spot 
broadcasting. Their value and useful- 
ness depend upon whether or not they 
are simply “order takers” or whether 
they are real “representatives.” 


Advertising Standards 

7. What standards of advertising copy 
should the broadcasters adopt and how 
can these standards be made most effec- 
tive? Answer—The National Association 
of Broadcasters, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission and the Federal Trade 
Commission shovld agree on statements 
of principles and policy as vo proper 
standards of advertising copy and submit 
the same to the advertisers, agencicse and 
stations for their guidance. Objection- 
able clients (advertisers) and products 
should also be listed for the guidance of 
the stations. Stations will perforce adopt 
and follow such policics and adopt such 
principles. 

The networks are to be congratulated 
on their announcements of their future 


ooo 


policy regarding patent medicine ac- 
counts. With national network business 
at the high point of radio history, it is 
now possible for them to “purge” them- 
selves and take the lead. 

8. What merchandising service lies 
within the legitimate province of the 
broadcasting station or network? Answer 


—The non-network station can properly 
and profitably give the following mer- 
chandising service: 
(a) Compile and supply consumer 
studies and surveys. 
(b) Retailer studies and surveys. 
(c) Contact dealers and distributors 
by mail and in person in behalf of ad- 
vertisers. 
(dad) Distribute placards and posters 
to dealers. 
({e) Arrange window and counter 
displays for advertisers. 
(f) Followup during broadcasting 
campaigns. 

It should of course always be realized 
that “there is a limit” to the merchan- 
dising service that should be rendered by 
the station—but entirely too many sta- 
tions neglect this important part of the 
Service for the advertiser to which he is 
entitled. 


9. Shall tie-in announcements serv- 
ice be standardized? Answer—yYes, 
particularly as to clients. Local sta- 
tions should be given sufficient leeway 
to do an effective job in accordance with 
local customs and practices. 


10. How shall the trade practice 
benefits which accrued to broadcasting 
under its Code of Fair Competition be 
preserved in view of the recent Supreme 
Court decision? Answer—Under the 
guidance and direction of the National 
Association of Broadcasters, with the co- 
operation, advice and help of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission and 
the Federal Trade Commission. In spot 
and local broadcasting the worst evil is 
the frequent misuse of the “local rate” 
in its application to “national” adver- 
tisers. A “code of fair practice” should 
be worked out by the above organiza- 
tions, @nd stations should voluntarily 
subscribe to and adhere to it—the terms 
of the NRA code were fair, logical and 
beneficial. 


“Local broadcasting” will only come 
in to its rightful place in the broadcast- 
ing advertising field when the 400-odd 
regional and local network stations of 
the country “clean house” by adopting 
and putting into use more businesslike 
methods in the securing of spot and lo- 
cal business: in the preparation and 
broadcasting of spot and local com- 
mercial and sustaining programs; in giv- 
ing more help and co-operation to the 
advertising agencies and their clients; 
in the establishment of proper rates for 
time and service and in maintaining 
those rates, and when they begin to 
fully and properly realize their impor- 
tant, valuable and proper place in the 
entertainment, advertising and educa- 
tional field of endeavor, and when they 
come to the point where all of them 
really are operated in the “public in- 
terest, convenience and necessity.”

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BUS, TRUCK BILL UP SOON 


One in House 
More Liberal 


Friends of motorized shows 
in Washington carefully 
watching the situation

PITTSFIELD, Mass., June 22.—Charles 
T. Hunt, president of the Motorized 
Circus Owners and Agents’ Association, 
calls attention of all those engaged in 
the motorized circus industry to the 
importance of carefully watching the 
progress of the Bus and Truck Control 
Bill. 

This bill appears on the list of 11 
measures termed “must” legislation now 
pending before Congress. The Bus and 
Truck Control Bill (S-1629) was intro- 
duced by Senator Wheeler on February 
4 and was passed by the Senate on April 
16 by a viva voce vote. The House 
bill, introduced by Congressman Hud- 
dleston on same day, was referred to 
the Interstate Commerce committee on 
February 19, whcre it is now pending. 

The Bus and Truck Regulation Bill, 
as it is now termed, reported by the 
Interstate Commerce subcommittee, is 
vastly different from the more drastic 
measure passed by the Senate. The 
House bill is tentatively slated for con- 
sideration within the next two weeks, or 
possibly within one week. Difficulty is 
expected in conference, with better than 
an even chance that the Senate may 
yield to the more liberal bill. 

In this connection Mr. Hunt directs 
attention to the address The Motor 
Truck and the Government, by Federal 
Co-Ordinator of Transportation East- 
man, before the Motor Truck Club of 
Massachusetts, in which he stated: 

“T never believed that self-regulation 
would fill the bil] in the transportation 
industry or for any public utility... . 
The experience with the bus and truck 
codes . . made clear the need for the 
establishment of good order and some 
Gegree of control in those industries 
- » « proved the advantages which can 
be gained from central organizations 
well equipped to handle matters of gen- 
eral concern. . . There is no way of 
obtaining . . . the most efficient means 
of transport . . . without public 
regulation.” 

President Hunt also calls attention to 
paragraph 17 of Section 203 of the act 
(S-1629), which follows: 

(17) “The term ‘private carrier of 
property by motor vehicle’ means any 
person not included in the terms ‘com- 
mon carrier by motor vehicle’ or ‘con- 
tract carrier by motor vehicle,’ who or 
which transports in interstate or foreign 
commerce by motor vehicle property of 
which such person is the owner, lessee 
or bailee, when such transportation is 
for the purpose of sale, lease, rent or 
bailment, or in furtherance of any come 
mercial enterprise.” 

He also refers to subsection (3) of 
Section 204, which reads: 

(3) “To establish for private carriers 
of property by motor vehicle, if need 
therefor is found, reasonable require- 
ments with respect to the qualifications 
and maximum hours of service of em- 
plovees and safety of operation and 
equipment.” 

Likewise attention is called to Section 
225: 

“Section 225. The commission is here- 
by authorized to investigate and report 
on the need for federal regulation of 
the sizes and weights of motor vehicles 
and combinations of motor vehicles and 
of the qualifications and maximum 
hours of service of employees of all 
motor carriers and private carriers of 


of property by motor vehicle, and 
in such investigation the com- 
mission shall avail itself of the as- 


sistance of all departments or bureaus 

of the government and of any organiza- 

tion of motor carriers having special 

knowledge of any such matter.” 

These three sections apply especially

There was the Passayunk Mer- 
chants, who held their carnival on Passayunk avenue; the Ridge Avenue Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation and others too numerous to mention, each sponsored by merchants and the carnivals 
being instrumental in bringing people from all sections of Philadelphia to the places where 
the events were held. Merchants who normally closed their stores at 5S p.m. kept open 
at night in order to benefit from the additional business that resulted from the carnival. 

A holiday spirit prevailed and on all sides cone could see people with their arms loaded 
with prizes they received at the different concessions—candy, plaster dolls, groceries, pillows 
and other articles, not to forget the cigars given away at the ball games. 

The concessions were operated by professional i s, who arranged with the 
associations for their spaces. Many a concession operator evolved from running a booth 
on the streets of Philadelphia to operating an organized carnival, some of them gave up the 
concession business and opened wholesale establishments, from which concessioners could 
buy the dolls, clocks and other things needed. 


The supply houses prospered, and the reason 


for their prosperity was the fact that a concessioner after buying merchandise to flash his 
stand did not limit his reorders to fill in vacant spaces caused by an occasional prize won 


by players.

OW that the Supreme Court has

Eagle, it is time for the purveyors 
of outdoor amusements, particularly the 
carnival men, to adopt for themselves a 
code: Flexible, to meeet a constantly 
changing world; stern, to gain respect of 
those to whom we seex to sell entertain- 
ment; enforceable, to embrace those who 
would chisel. 

Impossible! you say. It is—utterly 
impossible. For the carnival business 
is the one business in all the world in 
which some of the leaders refuse to 
look upon it as a business. It is the one 
business in which an ordinarily sane 
man will invest his last farthing and 
then do everything in his power to com- 
mit business hari-kari. 

It is one business in which a man 
can quit all activities connected with 
it, stay out of it for six years in which 
the whole face of the commercial and 
business world chanced and return to 
take up just about where he left off— 
finding but few shifts in operation 
methods despite the fact that from 1929 
to 1935 the world has changed. 

Big business leaders change policies 
with changing times. Manufacturers 
adopt new methods to meet new condi- 
tions, but the carnival man moves right 
along in the same old rut, believing that 
if his system worked in 1930 it will still 
Geliver the goods in 1935. It can’t be 
done! 

The business of selling carnival 
amusements is one of the most intricate 
businesses in the commercial world.

There’s no use talking—times have 
changed. Even the ambitions of small 
boys are not today what they were 35 
years ago, when I was a boy. 

Why, when I was a kid the height of 
my ambition was either to beat the 
snare drum in the eight-piece carnival 
band or to don a long-tailed coat and 
make the openings in front of the side 
show. Not the boy of today. No. in- 
deed. He will be satisfied with nothing 
less than being the carnival’s press 
agent, so he can walk around the lot 
with a cane. ; 

When I was a kid it was a daring 
youngster who would straddle the horse 
of the Merry-Go-Round and ride with- 
out holding to the horse’s neck. It was 
the height of bravado to ride over and 
over, sitting straight in the seat of the 
Ferris Whgel, waving both hands to ac- 
quaintances to show you were not hold- 
ving. But today the boy is not satisfied 
unless he is whirled over and over in a 
loop ride or sent catapulting down 
some thrilling slide in a car. 

As the boy has changed, so has his 
brother and sister and mother and dad. 
They have changed, but we have not 
changed with them. They are seeking 
something different from the midway 
entertainment of 35 years ago, but we 
are still offering what we offered in 
1900, except maybe our feature offerings 
are less now than then.

There’s no need to talk about dry 
cleaning the carnival. It will never be 
dong until the owners co it on their 
individual midways. My first experience 
in the carnival business was as “second 
man” with Col. Maurice B. Lagg on 
Lagg’s Greater Shows in 1914. I heard 
and talked reform then and ever since 
then without result. Reform talk al- 
ways leads to grift and there it ends. 

There’s no need to discuss organiza- 
tion and “cleaning from within.” Some- 
times I wonder if we should. Often I 
find myself wondering if the “mark” 
would go home happy after an evening

on the’ midway if he hadn’t been 
“clipped.” I have almost reached the con- 
clusion that “marks” were put here to be 
“clipped,” and the man who does the 
“clipping” is helping to carry out the 
Maker's program. Ir the “mark” wasn’t 
greedy; didn’t believe he could take the 
grifter’s money; didn’t feel that he was 
smarter than the grifter, he wouldn’t be 
a “mark.” But his greed and his eternal 
search for something for nothing and 
his mistaken idea that he can outsmart 
the “smarty behind the joint’ makes 
him a “mark.” 

The carnival business is gradually be- 
ing cleaned up. Not by those engaged 
in it, nor by those who profit from it, 
but by the “marks” of the good old U. 
S. A. They are beginning to realize that 
there cannot be something for nothing; 
that they are not quite as smart as the 
wise young man in the concession, and 
once the “mark” learns those facts, 
there'll be a wholesale cleanup.

It hasn’t been many days since I spent 
a week in a town at whose fair conces- 
sion space has always brought a premi- 
um.—a fair that once was regarded as a 
bonanza for concessions Concessions 
always worked and always got money. 
But the week I played there the con- 
cessions worked, and worked hard, but 
the only players against their counters 
were their helpers—and the concessions 
for the most part were legitimate 
merchandise stores. The “marks” in that 
citv have been clipped so many times 
they shy away from the concession 
stands. I asked a friend in the city, a 
man who knows his way around, and he 
told me what I was already thinking. 
“Why, those folks have been clipped so 
much they’re afraid of even the ball 
games now,” he said. 

I wonder how long it is going to be 
until the “marks” of every city will be 
as concession shy as they have become 
in the city to which I refer. 

The carnival business is on its way to 
the renovators, but its customers and 
not its owners are taking it. The cus- 
tomers will see that the business is dry 
cleaned, renewed and brought out spot- 
less and inviting, and the owners will 
come out with it, all smiles, all com- 
placent, all boastful that they did it 
themselves. 

The carnival owner has a lot of things 
to answer for, but he is not always and 
altogether to blame for conditions. The 
thing I find to seriously criticize him 
for is his hypocritical attitude toward 
reform movements. 

About 11 years ago we had a great 
awakening and banded ourselves to- 
gether in a great purity drive, hiring 
a high-pressure lawyer and binding our- 
selves by a lot of rules and regulations 
to purge our business and clean it up. 
I’d lay a bet that not a darned one of 
us lived up to a single rule we made. 

I was with an organization that 
boasted of its membership and used the 
fact in its advertising. One of the first 
rules of the organization called for the 
elimination of a certain feature, and 
during the time we were boasting of our 
“lily-white” membership we not only 
had two such features on our midway 
but collected dues from them each week 
for the “clean-up” move. 

Eddie Lippman told the North Caro- 
lina fair officials last year that too 
much talk had been made about the 
concessions. I agree with him. Mark 
Twain said that there was always most 
talk about the weather but nothing 
ever done about it, and that would fit 
the concession situation. 

Concession men and women, as a gen- 
eral thing. are just what conditions 
make them be. 

If the fair secretary makes the show 
owner pay a lot more for his midway 
than the fair is worth, the show passes, 
of necessity, the excess to the conces- 
sions and they in turn pass it on to 
the general public. So, again quoting 
Mr. Lippman, let us have “live-and-let-

live” contracts with the fairs and gen- 
erally a fair turn all the way around 
will follow. 

These are my views, expressed as an 
individual and not as director of public 
information of Marks Shows, Inc., and 
no one is responsible for these views ex- 
cept myself, and none of the executives 
of my organization will see them until 
they are in print.

It is rather amusing to me to attend 
fair secretary gatherings and hear Sec- 
retary What’shisname tell his audience 
what “we must do to elevate our mid- 
way” when he knows he is stalling and 
everyone who hears him knows it. The 
biggest flat joint on many fairgrounds 
is the fair itself. Just where the di- 
vine right comes from that permits a 
fair association to charge an admission 
in excess of 25 cents when all it has 
to offer besides the midway is a few 
spavined pumpkins, a few quilts, a few 
jars of homemade preserves and a num- 
ber of ice-wagon horses on the race 
track, etc., is more than I can figure 
out. 

I may have exaggerated in that para- 
graph, but two-thirds of many fairs of 
today is the midway and most of the 
other one-third is the free-act program. 
The fair originally was an educational 
institution, a meeting place for farmers 
of the district and their wives, an op- 
portunity for the farmer to show the re- 
sults of his handicraft with the plow 
and farrow, and for the wife to show her 
prowess in the kitchen and at the loom. 

There was a neighborhood pride in 
the horses and cattle of the various sec- 
tions represented in the barns and in 
the show ring. There were cattle pa- 
rades and horse shows and friendly 
rivalries, out of which came finer 
strains in the horse and cattle breeds. 

There was always the midway and it 
was always the life and color of the fair 
just as it always will be, for it is the 
great meeting place, the great leveler of 
all ranks and persons, but the midway 
was by no means all the fair. 

The fair official spouts of clean shows 
and clean concessions and at the same 
time steers the carnival owner against 
his joint of an over-priced midway, 
knowing that if the carnival manager 
accepts his terms he is bound to “cheat” 
with his concessions to break even. The 
carnival owner can do nothing about it 
other than to pay the secretary’s price 
and take it out on the concessions which 
in turn will take it out on the public. 

When the fair ends the carnival moves 
on and the local Bushwa Club fetes the 
fair secretary, who, with smug face, tells 
about the dividends and decries “some 
of the concessions and a few of the 
shows,” and the townsmen applaud, not 
knowing that if the truth was traced to 
its lair the secretary was more to blame 
than anyone else for the initial step (in 
the overcharge) for the grift and low- 
type shows at his fair. 


<M eM 

I blame the carnival owner for per- 
mitting the entertainment on his mid- 
way to become run down. I think that 
there has come a time when the policy 
of midway shows should be changed. 

Times have changed and times are 
changing. Only those of us in the car- 
nival field are standing still. We are 
using today the same bally, the same 
entertainment and the same front that 
our grandfathers used. 

There is nothing wrong with the car- 
nival business that cannot be remedied. 
There’s nothing wrong with us except 
that we are “sot” in our ways. So let 
us carry on in our own way until a 
rapidly changing public changes us, 
changes us so slowly and so gradually 
that not even the best of us will know 
there has been a change. 

Let us be done with reform and talk 
of reform. Let us continue our 
nomadic existence as we have always 
lived it, spreading a little sunshine as 
we go along, reaping a few tears, making 
new friends and holding old ones, 
watching our old “marks” become edu- 
cated and not seeing new ones come to 
take their places. Let us try to change 
with a changing world, but change so 
subtly that we will still be the nomads 
we have always been, living today with- 
out fear of yesterday and with hope al- 
ways on tomorrow.

American Carnivals 


Association, Inc. 
By MAX COHEN 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 22.—We 
chanced to be at Binghamton, N. Y., 
last week and while there discovered 
that a ruling by the Supreme Court is 
awaited on the validity of the city 
ordinance barring carnivals within the 
municipal limits. The ordinance has 
been in effect since 1933 and is being 
assailed by the local auspices who seek 
to restrain the city authorities from 
enforcing it. 

The auspices contend that the city 
ordinance is “arbitrary and unreason- 
able” and violative of constitutional 
rights. 

The conflict apparently seems to be 
that a short while ago a church organi- 
zation was granted a special ordinance 
to allow a bazaar but actually operated 
a@ carnival and the present auspices has 
not been able to obtain a _ similar 
privilege. 

The ruling of Supreme Court Justice 
Riley H. Heath should prove interesting 
reading when and if it is handed down. 

Two decisions in Massachusetts are of 
considerable importance to carnivals. 

The first decision, filed in an action 
brought against the Ocean View Amuse- 
ment Company, held that the proprietor 
of a riding device is required to use a 
high degree of care for the safety of 
his patrons. This extends the former 
rule which provided that the ride owner 
was not an insurer of his patrons’ safety 
and was to be liable only for his ordi- 
nary negligence. 

A second decision in Massachusetts 
rules that a show owner operating an 
amusement device cannot exempt him- 
self from liability for the negligent 
operation of his device merely by print- 
ing on the back of each ticket that the 
management would not be responsible 
for injuries to persons using the ride 
where it appears that the ticket was 
collected and torn up within four or 
five steps from the place where it was 
purchased. In other words, the crucial 
point involved in this case was that the 
show owner did not afford the patron a 
sufficient opportunity to acquaint him- 
self with the release provision of the 
ticket. To avoid the drastic rule of this 
decision we suggest that a sign be 
placed at the ticket box requesting each 
purchaser to read his ticket. 

Should any of our ACA members de- 
sire additional information as to any 
of the above decisions, we shall be 
glad to give them the same upon 
request. 

For reasons which were printed in 
The Billboard in the June 5 issue, we 
were obliged to suspend temporarily our 
visits to ACA member shows, but are 
glad to report that within the next two 
or three weeks our program can be re- 
sumed.

out was $1 (and a big basket could be 
flashed for that sum) the paddles sold 
netted the operator $1.50, leaving him a 
profit of 50 cents for each spin of the 
wheel, and the time between each spin 
was very short. If the play was heavy 
the operator would put a $1 bill on 
the basket and double up on the num- 
ber of paddles sold. And sometimes to 
sweeten the play he would give the 
wheel a second spin on the same pad- 
dies and give out an extra basket of 
groceries. And did they play the 
games? From the amount of prizes that 
one saw the people carrying it seemed 
that nobody was unlucky. Everybody 
had something to take home as a 
“souvenir of the carnival.” 

One saw people who looked as tho 
they would not have a cheap knick- 
knack around the house obviously proud 
of the fact that they were lucky enough 
to win a doll, pillow or piece of statuary. 
It was not the value of the article that 
mattered to them. It was the fun of 
playing and the luck in winning that 
counted. And many a cheap doll was 
placed on the mantel next to a valuable 
Object of art. 

Economic conditions, while not as bad 
as today, were not anything to enthuse 
about, but the people seemed to feel as 
tho they had to put a few dollars aside 
for use at the carnival. Everything went 
at a nickel and there was a practical 
demonstration that the old maxim “A 
fast nickel is better than a slow dime” 
is correct. 

While they had their bloomers in 
those days same as today, they were 
spaced further apart, but rain was a 
contributing factor more often than any 
other cause. 

I made my entrance into show busi- 
ness while concessions were still in the 
same stage as the foregoing paragraphs, 
and while I am not a carnival man in 
the strictest sense of the word, having 
confined my activities mostly to other 
branches of the amusement field, I 
have been associated with carnivals at 
different periods in my life and often 
enough to observe the changes that 
were taking place from the concession 
that had a few big numbers for the 
purpose of flash, while still giving out 
merchandise, to the stand that had 
mostly flash with small worthless prizes. 
The grocery basket had been changed to 
a pound package of bacon, and instead 
of the flash being in the arms of the 
players for others to see it remained 
on the shelves of the concession. And 
the change has not been progressive, but 
regressive. Instead of the concessioner 
being proud of the fact that his conces- 
sion was cleaned out of stock and had 
to close éarlier than usual he laments 
at the fact that several of his flash 
prizes had been won at a time when 
play was poor—not stopping to reason 
why the play was poor, and if he does 
reason why he does nothing about it. 

Several years ago I assisted in the 
promotion of an indoor circus and 
bazaar and for which my office fur- 
nished the free-act program. We had 
the usual run of concessions and there 
was nothing out of the ordinary about 
any of them with the exception of the 
candy wheel. The candy wheel was the 
only concession on the floor that went 
for 5 cents and the only one that did 
not have to bally to Keep a crowd in 
front of it. After the first day they 
made a bee line for it, and not for the 
purpose of looking on, but to play, and 
many times I had to hold my acts up to 
keep from breaking up the occasional 
play at some other concessions. I 
didn't have to worry about breaking up 
the play at the candy stand. I couldn't

if I had tried. There was too much 
action at that stand. Many times when 
I would put on an act in a hurry to 
keep the people from drifting out of the 
hall other concessions would be de- 
serted while the candy wheel had a 
crowd in front of it. But did the con- 
cessioners take a lesson from the 
candy-wheel man’s activities? They did 
not! They told him he was getting a 
“lucky break.” It was not a lucky 
break, but the 5-cent price, coupled 
with the give-away of merchandise, and 
he duplicated that success at every 
event he played. He didn’t have to 
stall until the last day to pay his con- 
cession rental. The concessioner? Joe 
Smith, of “I got candy” fame. 

It is not always advisable to go back 
to old methods in business, as usually 
the new methods are so much better. 
But in the concession field the opposite 
applies. The old methods were the best! 
Give the people something to play for. 
With their winning early and often 
the additional play will take care of the 
extra cost of stock. 

While some of the items used in early 
days would not now be any inducement 
for the public to play, there are numer- 
ous items advertised in the pages of 
The Billboard which are priced low, are 
flashy and can be passed out each time. 
If the stand must be flashed include a 
lot of give-away merchandise, remem- 
bering that the player is not always as 
much concerned with the value of the 
article he or she wins as much as the 
idea of winning. They like to boast of 
their luck, and, brother, when they 
boast about their luck they advertise 
you and bring others to your concession.

Telegrams were sent by The Billboard 
this week to more than a dozen carnival 
organizations in various sections of this 
country and in Canada requesting spe- 
cific data relative to amount of business 
so far this year as compared to last 
year’s early season. 


An averaging of the responses shows 
that with weather conditions favorable 
to amusement seekers congregating on 
carnival midways gross receipts would 
have been far ahead of the spring 
months of 1934, this evidenced by the 
fact that when there was an absence 
of rainy and chilly nights people 
thronged to the midways and patronized 
attractions more liberally than a year 
ago. Following are excerpts from an- 
swers to telegrams:

Preamble 


According to the laws, all States de- 
fine persons, firms or corporations who 
transport their property or merchandise 
“as private carriers,” and private car- 
riers are not exempt from any law, 
ordinance, court decision or court ruling 
and shall be governed at all times as 
that of any for hire public carrier. Any 
motorized show operating vehicles of a 
commercial type is subject to all 
penalties likewise and by law. 


We solicit your co-operation in report- 
ing to and aiding this department by 
giving us the facts on any difficulties 
you have encountered with the laws and 
ordinances in any city or State. Address 
your letters to Motor Transportation 
Department, The Billboard, 25-27 Opera 
Place, Cincinnati, O. We are prepared 
to give you remedies for these condi- 


‘tions which will prevent others from 


falling into the same trap. 


This week we give the lighting re- 
quirements for motor trucks, busses and 
housecars. Please bear in mind that 
these are laws—new or old, they must 
be obeyed. The next issue will contain 
those that do not appear in this issue. 
We also give a standard system which 
will meet with approval in all States. 
It is necessary that these laws be brought 
to the attention of the readers because ar- 
rests have occurred in several States on 
the enforcement of them. In buying 
lights and reflectors be sure that such 
equipment is approved by the State 
where you purchase. On the face of 
glass reflectors the State’s mark of ap- 
proval will appear, while on lights this is 
mot the case. The lights commonly 
used and approved are termed “marker 
lights.” They must have a glass sur- 
face two and one-half inches in di- 
ameter, no less. In many cases two- 
way lights are required. these having 
two lens of this size, one on each side 
of lamp body. Only Bee Hive or Cluster 
lens will pass State inspection. Lights 
must be so arranged on vehicle to expose 
light in both traffic directions. When 
reflectors are required by States, al- 
Ways inspect the reflector carefully for 
the State’s marking on the outer rim. 
The use of reflectors on the rear of trail- 
ers is not sufficient protection and this 
should be eliminated. 


1935 Lighting Requirements 


The following requirements are set 
by law in the States herein and the acts 
govern every type of vehicle with no ex- 
emptions. Housecars must comply as all 
others. The list covers the width al- 
lowed by law, the kind of lights required 
by law, the kind of reflectors required 
by law and the proper spacing between 
lights concerning the length of the 
vehicle. Heavy penalties are provided by 
several States for failure to comply with 
the laws cn lighting equipment and re- 
flectors. 


ALABAMA — Width, 80 inches; left 
front corner, white light; left rear cor- 
ner, red light; red rear tail lamp. 


ARIZONA—Width, 30 inches; left front 
corner, white light; left rear corner, red 
light. 

ARKANSAS—Width, 80 inches: left 
front corner, white light; left rear cor- 
ner, red light. 

CALIFORNIA—Width, 80 inches; left 
front corner, blue light; left rear cor- 
ner, blue light. 

COLORADO—Width, 80 inches: left 
front corner, white light; left rear cor- 
ner, red light; red reflex reflector, rear. 

CONNECTICUT—Width, 72 inches; 
left front corner, white light; left rear 
corner, red light; right front corner, 
white light; right rear corner, red light; 
red reflectors on rear. 

DELAWARE—Width, 80 inches; left 
front corner, white light; left rear cor- 
ner, red light; right front corner, white 
light; right rear corner, red light; green 
lights every 10 feet both sides of vehicle. 

FLORIDA—(Jurisdiction of Railroad 
Comm.}. Left front corner, red light; 
right front corner, green light; tail light 
and stop light rear, both five inches or 
more. 

Le f t 
front corner, green light; right front 
corner, green light; left rear corner, red

The Pool 


Whirl 
By NAT A. TOR

NARROWSBURG, N. Y.—Here on the 
New York-Pennsylvania State line, in 
the most beautiful natural setting one 
could find anywhere, some 300 ambitious 
young men and women are learning to 
become life-saving examiners and swim- 
ming teachers under the expert tutelage 
of Capt. Charles B. Scully, of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. It’s on the site of a 
Boy Scouts’ camp that these aspiring 
mermen and mermaids have come for 
advanced aquatic knowledge. And take 
it from one who is watching these 
classes With eager ears and an open 
mouth they certainly are learning 
puhlenty! 


Standing on the sidelines, as it were, 
listening to Scully and his assistants go 
thru the motions of instructing these 
kids in the art of life-saving, boating, 
water-front management and the like, I 
realize now how much there is to know 
about aquatics. And how little so many 
in the swimming business know about 
their own field. 


The Red Cross school here is known as 
Camp Brooklyn and I understand there 
are a number of others operated thru- 
out the country at a minimum of cost 
by the Red Cross. The course covers 
10 days—days for these students, all of 
whom, to my mind, personify the perfect 
example of American manhood and 
womanhood—and when the course is 
finished, which will be around the time 
you read these lines, you can bet any 
ol’ thing that they will have learned 
everything there is to know about swim- 
ming. 


Real Caliber Needed 


It’s a pity every patron of a swimming 
pool or every bather, for that’ matter, 
can’t have the opportunity of standing 
on the sidelines as I did and watch life- 
savers in the making. I don’t mean the 
average life guard you find around the 
average bathing pavilion or pool. I mean 
real, honest-to-goodness examiners, who 
know what it’s all about, once they’re 
thru the mill. 


Witnessing a class in Narrowsburg is 
like being a spectator at one of those 
West Point drills. And that’s about the 
size of it. Any ol’ fellow can become a 
soldier; that is, if he’s fairly healthy, 
and any ol’ fellow can also become a 
pool life guard or swim instructor these 
days. But it takes a certain caliber of 
man to become a West Point cadet. and 
it also takes that certain something to 
make one a finished Scully life-saving 
graduate. 


Ah, but the ironical part of it all is 
that this fine talent is so often wasted. 
Sure, most of these youths here go away 
to private camps during the summer, 
taking charge of swimming and the 
water front. Others get jobs on cruises 
and still others land positions as coaches 
for elementary, high school and club 
swim teams. But not many wind up in 
commercial tanks 


Justice to Patrons 


First of all, these graduate swimmers 
and examiners don’t want to work for 
$10 and $12 a week, and you can’t blame 
them. It’s like asking a doctor or 
lawyer to work for a porter’s salary, 
even tho in this day and age it’s sad 
but true that many are doing just that. 
Still there should be a field, or rather 
a goal, towards which these graduates 
can work. And it’s up to pool owners 
and bath operators to make this goal, 
not for the benefit of these kids neces- 
sarily, but for the general welfare of 
swimming and for the good of their 
own individual natatoriums.

Hire a pro- 
fessional. a man or woman who is a 
graduate of one of these Red Cross 
schools, all of whom know their busi- 
ness from A to Z, and, believe you me, ~ 
your partons will appreciate it. 


What Emblem Means 


The bigger pools and bathing estab- 
lishments that have executive staffs 
should see to it that some of the mem- 
bers of their staffs are Red ‘Cross camp 
graduates. It’s all right to give a job 
to that kid just because he’s a nephew 
of the tax collector and it’s all right to 
hire that pretty girl just because your 
Aunt Tessie wants to give her something 
to do in the summer, but, as business 


men, remember that the life of your 
business depends on how you handle 
your customers. And these graduates 
of Red Cross schools certainly know how 
to handle ’em. An official Red Cross 
emblem is more recommendation than 
1,000 letters you could receive from 


business friends. 

I never knew the emblem carried so 
much weight, but as I sit watching the 
efforts and the teaching that go into 
making a wearer of the badge, my re-

A NEW MACHINE, A NEW PRICE AT LAST 
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Industry 


HEN one stops to analyze the status 
of any business enterprise he finds 
it in some one of the three follow- 

ing stages: (1) Progressing; (2) Standing 
Still; (3) Declining. Few enterprises in 
stages 2 or 3 long survive. It seems 
strange that this obvious deduction is 
not usually apparent to those responsible 
for the enterprises. 


Why is it that three business concerns, 
each engaged in the same line of en- 
deavor, each with equal financial re- 
Sources and each with equal opportuni- 
ties will so often be found divided into 
the three foregoing stages? There, of 
course, can be but one real reason. It 
is on account of the difference in quality 
of management. Incidentally, there are 
exceptions to all rules and while many 
cases might be cited to discredit this 
conclusion, I am sure in the great 
majority of cases the conclusion is sound. 

In my opinion, the cornerstone of any 
successful business structure is sound 
business management. From my view- 
point this principle applies regardless of 
the.type or size of the business. The 
Tagged boy who embarks in the business 
of selling newspapers, with a capital of 
5 cents, succeeds only because of the 
application of sound business principles. 
Because he may be poor, unwashed and 
seemingly ignorant is unimportant in 
this study. 


Common Sense Needed 


If it were possible for me to impress 
on-the minds of people the tremendous 
importance of utilizing the plain, homely 
elements which are always about us, I 
would be able to render a great service 
to humanity. Instead of harnessing the 
factors available for our own upbuilding, 
we are constantly reaching for those 
which are far away and beyond our reach. 
If we could but recognize the great value 
of the use of our very own plain common 
sense it would add immeasurably to our 
efforts to succeed. In our youth it is 
but natural to admire and to try to 
imitate people arrayed in fine raiment, 
making a big display. Unfortunately, 
many of us never grow up. We fail to 
discriminate between the flash and the 
genuine. The rainbow chaser always 
fails. 


Frequently we learn to our sorrow that 
an elaborately equipped office houses a 
despicable racket, yet here again we have 
failed to see beyond the glitter. It is 
utterly impossible to lay down any fixed 
rule for acquiring or developing the fine 
art of business management. However, I 
will draw from my own long and varied 
experiences some points which may be 
helpful. 


First, we must bear in mind that there 
always have been and doubtless always 
will be both failures and successes. The 
first step is to seriously decide you will 
be a success, otherwise you will drift 
and surely fail. A problem faces you. 
Searchingly study it regardless of 
whether it is smali or large. You will be 
surprised at the number of interesting 
factors you will discover thru using your 
natural talents diligently. This study 
automatically widens your vision. 


Next, study conscientiously the various 
Ways available for solving the problem. 
Again you will be surprised in the num- 
ber of ways developed for reducing it. 


Speaks: 


Think each apparent solution thru and 
picture the ultimate effect of each. Fre- 
quently you will find that but one stands 
cut as the proper one. Then study how 
best to go about to apply the solution. 
You will usually find many methods ap- 
parently available, but again one method 
will eventually stand out as the right 
one. You are now ready to solve the 
problem. This should be done with the 
feeling it is being done right. You may 
say these rules seem too simple and ask 
for the background of the man who is 
laying them down. 


On Business Principles 


At 14 I was runner in a small bank. 
Being naturally curious, methodical and 
industrious, I made most of my oppor- 
tunity for gaining a practical business 
education thru my bank duties. Later 
I went with a large shoe manufacturing 
concern and the banking experience was 
very helpful. I served in every depart- 
ment of the business. I then, with a 
partner, built up a chain of 100 cash 
and carry grocery stores and meat 
markets. We also operated a wholesale 
grocery business. At present I am man- 
aging partner of a warehousing business, 
director of a bank, president of a savings 
and loan association, president of the 
local Community Chest and president of 
an amusement park. 


Upon taking over the financial control 
and management of the park five years 
ago I put into effect the same identical 
business principles I used in all the other 
enterprises. Naturally, it took a little 
time to become familiar with the peculi- 
arities of the park and amusement busi- 
ness. It was necessary to completely 
overhaul the entire plant. All we had to 
start with was a beautifully located park 
with well-kept lawns and fine trees, a 
large out-of-date pavilion and several 
tumble-down buildings. The concession- 
ers operating the big rides had let them 
deteriorate. We gave them a long, 
properly safeguarded lease and persuaded 
them to rebuild and modernize the rides 
and to add a new one. We ourselves own 
and operate two rides. 


We tore down many buildings, re- 
modeled others and built several new 
ones. We constructed ample walks, pro- 
vided huge parking areas and were ready 
for business with a complete amusement 
park. We keep the grounds and buildings 
in splendid condition. We found many 
parks are in the habit of buying from 
hand to mouth and are permitting much 
merchandise to come C. O. D. We buy 
carefully and in quantities to enable us 
to enjoy the lowest possible costs. We 
meet our obligations precisely when due. 
Concessioners are required to pay their 
bills on time. Aside from the costly 
rides, we own and operate most of the 
park activities. Concessions are granted 
only on very carefully drawn contracts 
and we closely control them. We lay 
down strict but just rules. Violation of 
a rule gives us the right of immediate 
cancellation. This control is very effec- 
tive. We exclude all propositions which 
would tend to lower the high standards 
of our park.

Quality and Service 


Under no circumstances do we permit 
any foods or refreshments to be sold in 
the park except in our own owned and 
operated dining room, restaurants and 
refreshment stands. We consider it vitally 
important that the quality and service 
be maintained at the highest possible 
point and that the selling prices be con- 
trolled. Entrance to our park is ab- 
solutely free and those who enter are 
never embarrassed by hawkers. They may 
spend money if they wish. There is no 
obligation. To maintain order thruout 
the park it is necessary to select our 
operating personnel with scrupulous 
care. Each applicant is required to fill 
out a questionnaire and give references 
which are carefully checked. Before be- 
ing placed, each agrees in writing to 
abide by the rules, which are very ex- 
plicit. The penalties are severe. While 
we employ two uniformed deputy 
sheriffs, we are careful to include, among 
the various employees, some 10 stalwart 
men who have had experience in police 
work. This gives us a force of 12 men 
constantly prepared to cope with almost 
any emergency. The.rough element 
respects this preparedness. 

We keep careful records of all transac- 
tions, which are worked up in suitable 
simple chart form, thus giving us a 
constant complete picture of all park 
activities. All merchandise is charged 
out on selling-price basis. We set up 
current records against corresponding 
days, weeks, months and seasons. Activi- 
ties which lag are quickly spotted and 
we thus have early opportunity of 
strengthening or eliminating them. 


Acts Justify Outlay 


We own’and operate the spacious open- 
air pavilion dance hall. Nearly 500,000 
dancers pass the entrances each season. 
We use “park plan” system. The dance 
is constantly watched and here again 
the rules are strict and enforced. If 
dancers are observed breaking the rules 
we do not await the close of that par- 
ticular dance. Naturally, the offenders 
are incensed when asked to leave the 
floor, but the moral effect is far reaching. 
Our studies have clearly shown us the 
quality and type of orchestra which best 
suits our requirements. We know the 
range of prices we should observe, and, of 
course, must be sure we are getting or- 
chestras worth the prices we pay. We 
find it advantageous to book thru sea- 
soned agencies. We have found also that 
in these days dancers desire orchestras 
changed frequently. After careful tests 
we are convinced the ideal period is one 
week. Each orchestra starts Monday, 
which is our dull day, and gives it a good 
opportunity of getting acclimated to the 
surroundings. 


While we had occasionally used free 
outdoor acts, we decided last year to try 
out the pian of using them each after- 
noon and evening during the entire op- 
erating season of 101 days. We used only 
outstanding talent and the season's re- 
sults justified the large expenditure. Each 
comes for a week only and each starts on 
Monday. After the season closed we had 
five of our department heads each sub- 
mit a separate list of the 14 acts we had 
used, listing them first, second, third 
choice, and so on. Their choices were 
made based on their judgment as to the 
relative drawing power of each. We then 
made a composite list and used that in 
selecting acts for the current season. 


Care in Publicity 


Last year we tried out the plan of sys- 
tematic newspaper advertising and set up 
a generous budget. We prepare our own 
copy with great care and are constantly 
alert to get the maximum free reader 
space. Weare using 32 newspapers. Some 
are published weekly, some daily and some 
Sundays. In preparing our material for 
readers we use every possible effort to 
make it real news. The chances for pub- 
lication depend largely on the news fac- 
tor. These readers are very, very effec- 
tive. We also use window cards each 
week, which are placed in prominent 
places of business in the 29 cities and 
villages in the territory from which our 
park draws most of its patronage.. These 
cards are spectacular and feature the free 
act, the orchestra and the inclusive dates. 
Another reason for the weekly plan for 


music and acts. Innumerable tests con- 
vince us that the systematic planning of 
the features, supported by the newspaper 
and window-card advertising, has great 
drawing power. 

In line with sound business principles, 
we use scrupulous care in all our pub- 
licity. Park patrons are thus assured 
that anything we publish is accurate. We 
caution all booking agencies to supply us 
with absolutely dependable material so 
we may in turn acquaint patrons with 
details of coming events. 

We set our selling prices without re- 
gard to those of competitors. They are 
based on what, in our opinion, seems fair. 
We set these prices before the park opens 
and seldom make any changes, either up 
or down, during the season. Even when 
confronted with a substantial increase in 
cost, we still hold to the established sell- 
ing price. 

We had an interesting experience this 
spring. When our picnic promotional de- 
partment started out we furnished it de- 
tailed menus and prices. Owing to in- 
creased costs of food, the prices were sub- 
stantially increased. The easy way would 
have been to cut quality and quantity 
and let the old prices stand. Apparently 
most of our competitors selected that 
plan. Our representatives explained that 
meals served at our park would be of 
splendid quality, skillfully prepared and 
nicely served. Further, that they would 
be served jn our attractive dining room. 
They added we would not attempt to 
meet competition. Again the adherence 
to sound business practice has been fully 
justified. Our advance picnic business is, 
as we write, the greatest in the history 
of the park. 

In laying out picnic plans we go into 
every possible detail with those who 
manage the picnics. We find this ad- 
vance planning saves a great deal of mis- 
understanding and adds materially to the 
pleasure of the picnickers. Incidentally, 
we have found many chiselers among 
those who are on picnic committces; 
however, we are engaged in the park busi- 
ness for profit and, further, are opposed 
to the principle of buying business that 
way. We turn down such opportunities 
in very positive fashion. At times we do 
make slight concessions to large parties 
but are careful to see that the benefits 
do nut accrue to grafters. We feel that 
liberal concessions would cheapen our 
whole park proposition. Our picnic 
volume is quite satisfactory and is stead- 
ily growing. 


No Passes Issued 


We do not give out any passes to any- 
body for anything in our park and have 
no free list of any kind. We try to re- 
duce all obligations to a monetary basis. 
When we entered the park business we 
made the serious mistake of assuming it 
Was necessary to give passes, free meals, 
free rides and so on. One season con- 
vinced us of our error and now we are 
Seldom asked for passes, 

While we do not always succeed, we 
try to make a profit on every park ac- 
tivity. We feei entitled to a profit. We 
work on the principle that to give one’s 
product away indicates weakness and 
poor management. When we find any de- 
partment losing money we take heroic 
measures to get it on the profit side and 
do not hesitate to perform emergency 
major operations. 

In spite of careful planning, we make 
plenty of expensive mistakes. We try to 
profit by these mistakes. We dislike pay- 
ing for the same mistake twice and sel- 
dom fall into that error. Experience 
teaches me books and records should be 
simple and understandable. Accuracy is 
essential, but homely, plain records 
which quickly reflect conditions are 
usually sufficient. Much time and money 
are often wasted on elaborate, complicated 
systems. 

We are constantly striving to build a 
better park thru the application of com- 
mon-sense principles. We have new fea- 
tures each year and usually drop off those 
which are no longer popular. Far more 
people visited our park during 1934 than 
ever before and we are in 1935 surpassing 
1934 records. Still we are bending every 
energy to better the service and further 
popularize what we call “The Perfect 
Amusement Park.” 

My experience in manufacturing, whole- 
Saling, retailing, banking, community 
service and amusement fields persuades 
me that success can be attained only thru 
the application of sound business prin- 
ciples, which are much the same regard- 
less of the type of enterprise.

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Leaks in Chair Wanagement 


By JAMES F. MALONE 


HERE are so many ways in which 

income of fairs can be dissipated 

that many fair managers get the 
attitude of the old settler who never 
fixed the roof of his cabin because when 
it was dry there was no need and when 
it was raining nothing could be done. 
It is the part of wisdom to plug the 
holes in advance, and some of them are 
s0 apparent that they can easily be 
stopped up, and then with a little break 
in weather savings thus made turn out 
to be profits. 


I presume that every fair manager has 
been told a thousand times that it is 
essential to make a budget, but fre- 
quently in following such suggestions 
the thing is worked out backward. One 
goés ahead and figures out what the 
expenses will be, when the primary step 
is to figure out what the receipts will 
be and then figure costs thereafter, 
keeping the total thereof below the 
estimated income. 


It is not necessary to keep an elabo- 
rate set of books, altho, of course, the 
more detailed they are the more knowl- 
edge in advance is at hand for you, but 
even a simple set kept up for a few 
years should tell you, barring bad 
weather, pretty closely what your take 
each day will be at the various gates 
and at the grand stand each time it 
opens. 


Budget on Income 


It is remarkable what a picture an 
average of figures will paint. I have 
seen it happen that, with similar 
weather and general conditions, the in- 
come from the main gate will not vary 
$10 from the year before, and I have 
seen grand-stand receipts run as closely 
year for year. 


With such facts under your eyes, the 
first thing to do in buying a show is to 
fix it so that the cost will be less than 
the receipts it will bring in for the 
grand stand. You can allow a small

get in return will give you a deficit 
that likely will not and cannot be made 
up in any other way. 


Back in the days before the dollar 
was devalued our management had the 
thought that a startling show, irrespece 
tive of cost, was an asset to the fair; 
we thought that such a show would 
bring repeat business, only to find that 
our stand did not bring in enough to 
pay for such a show and that our 
patrons, like ourselves, were not in the 
habit of spending good money to see 
again something that had amused them 
the day before. 


How often have you gone back to a 
show the second time? And why expect 
people coming to your fair to do some- 
thing that you have seldom if ever done 
yourself? Getting back to earth with 
the rest of the world, we decided that

if as much as it can return to the 
box office. 

The same thing, of course, applies to 
horse racing, and while I am not in 
favor of asking horsemen to race for 
smaller purses than they do nov, still 
the same rule must apply; purses must 
be figured as to cost solely on the basis 
of what they can draw. Any other 
method is too costly and makes too 
great a leak. 


I knew a fair in Southern Wisconsin 
that to build up Friday afternoon, that 
last show which drags before the wind- 
up, decided on putting on a stake race 
and had one for $1,500, and as it 
turned out there were sO many less 
people in the stand than dollars in the 
purse that 1t left naught but a painful 
memory. Budget then on your prospec- 
tive income and one leak will be no 
source of worry to you. 


Passes Create Waste 


Another fine way in which money can 
be wasted is in the use of passes. I 
know, of course, that the average fair 
secretary is, or thinks he is, rather 
chary of giving out passes, and yet when 
a survey made by the secretary of Min- 
nesota State Fair shows that of the 
fairs checked all the way from 20 to 
40 per cent of the peonle coming thru 
the gate were not paying, it is quite 
likely that the same condition exists at 
our smaller fairs. At least the per- 
centage is apt to be the same and there 
is no way of eliminating such a condi- 
tion save by forgetting to order any 
passes at all. 


You will be agreeably surprised by the 
fact that by so doing you not only add 
to your income, but please more people, 
as the farmer in the old car who laid 
his money on the line for tickets never 
failed to notice that the local big bug 
in the swell car ahead got in free and 
that left a feeling of resentment that 
never helped any fair. 


In our county the last few years we 
even cut out passes to newspapers, ex- 
plaining to them what our new policy 
was, and we were pleased to see that 
every paper, without exception, remained 
a booster. A fine slogan—no passes— 
another shingle over a leak. 


Don’t Play Santa Claus 


More money escapes fair coffers thru 
the operation of the concession depart- 
ment than in any other manner. Space 
is one of the most valuable things a 
fair has to offer and to permit a con- 
cessioner to utilize the same all the 
week of the fair and then pay only a 
small fraction of the value of the lot 
occupied by him is playing Santa Claus 
at the expense of the fair. 

The concession man over a season is 
bound to get a goodly percentage of fair 
weather, and the fact that your fair 
may mean a loss to him from any 
standpoint does not warrant your shar- 
ing his loss, because he never shares his 
profits with you. He can make up 
somewhere else; your sole chance is 
what you can realize that week and 
therefore it is imperative that you get 
cash in hand for every foot of space 
rented. There are, of course, renters 
whose credit is good; otherwise there 
should be only one rule, and that is 
cash when you locate. 


A wise fair official will keep an eye 
on the ticket takers. Properly selected, 
they may be trusted to be square with 
the fair so far as taking money is con- 
cerned, but it is the unusual man who 
will not think it is perfectly honest to 
pass a few friends, and when you mul- 
tiply the number of ticket takers with 
the few friends a sizable total is reached, 
whese money paid out for tickets would 
be of material help. 


A checkup here wili pay dividends. 
I know of a number of instances where 
a ticket taker, just to be agreeable and 
a good fellow, was more than generous 
in giving away entrances without any 
thought of harming the fair, and yet 
that was the exact result. 


Purchasing Authority 


It is well also to have one man do 
all the buying, especially at fair time. 
I have seen at more than one small fair 
lumber delivered for repair work, some 
ordered by the secretary and some by 
the superintendent, and both for the 
same job, and if there is anything that 
can disappear quicker around fair- 
grounds than a loose pile of lumber I’ve 
Never heard what it is. The same 
thing applies to other supplies, as few 
things purchased can be returned and 
it is just too bad to have to pay twice 
without even having the benefit of 
using all the materials so ordered. 
Concentrate your authority to purchase 
and another leak is fixed. 


Another thing to keep in mind is in 
buying advertising to order what will 
fill your needs and then see to it that 
every piece of advertising you buy is 
either posted or properly distributed. I 
have been in more than one fair office 
and found at the close of the fair a 
half-used bundle of advertising matter 
that was never used. A one-sheet poster 
in the secretary's office never drew a 
man to a fair; it was just that much 
wasted money and of benefit to no one 
but the salesman and the printer. 

Get it out and get it up and use a 
little judgment in placing your adver- 
tising where it will be seen. Cut off 
from your list the merchant who puts 
it in the window today and takes it 
out tomorrow. You need more than 2 
one-day showing and a little occasional 
contact with the merchant may correct 
that leak, that and sending someone to 
post that can talk for the fair as well 


as peddle bills. 
Checks Without Rubber 


If it is the policy of the fair to fur- 
nish forage, see to it that a proper con- 
tract is made for the purchase of it. 
See to it that a responsible man is in 
charge of the distribution thereof; there 
can be no reason why the farmer ex- 
hibiting stock should be given a jag of 
hay to take back home with his ribbons 
and premiums. 

If you can do these few things and 
can get the co-operation of your super- 
intendents then all you need to worry 
about is the biggest leak of all, that 
one from the heavens, and I am firmly 
convinced that over the years even the 
Lord will relent and see to it that you 
get your share of sunshine. Granted 
that and the leaks plugged comes a day 
when you have money in the bank, and 
when a bill appears it is a great feeling 
to reach for the check book and know 
there is no rubber in it; no cigaret and 
no Scotch can ever give you a lift like 
that. 

That’s the feeling I hope you have 
this fall and all the years that you put 
your heart and soul into the operation

SAN DIEGO, June 22.—California 
Pacific International Exposition attend- 
ance tops the half-million mark in the 
18 days since opening on May 29. The 
management confesses that it had its 
“sights too low” and that early attend- 
ance is far beyond expectations. Free 
admission to sailors, marines and sol- 
diers last week stimulated attendance 
of non-uniformed visitors.

True words, oh scribes! Friend Mooar 
points to Chez Vous, Philadelphia, as 
an example for other rink managements 
to follow. Mrs. Feigle’s super rink un- 
doubtedly ranks as one of America’s fin- 
est and its businesslike owner certainly 
deserves much praise for a very credit- 
able achievement in keeping her estab- 
lishment so select and at the same time 
s© well patronized, but I do not think 
the roller skating public of today, as a 
whole, would welcome a general adop- 
tion of such rigid attention to deport- 
ment as exemplified by Pnhilly’s “inter- 
nationally famous amusement center.” 

In some of the larger cities it may be 
possible to run an ultra-select rink on 
similar lines as Chez Vous and make 
it an excellent paying proposition, but 
in many of the smaller cities there would 
hardly be the support on hand to jus- 
tify the running of a rink on such 
“proper” lines. 

I am not suggesting that it is pref- 
erable to encourage rowdiness; far from 
it, but I think by endeavoring to strike

the happy medium in respect of deport- 
ment one would come nearer to popular 
fancy, in most localities. 

One can hardly suggest a program for 
general adoption, if making such sug- 
gestion with a full view to biggest fi- 
nancial returns, as managements are 
ruled primarily by local tastes, which 
differ considerably; also the layout of 
the rink has a decided bearing on the 
program. To illustrate my remarks I 
will briefly outline program of a few 
really well-conducted English rinks, 
each receiving excellent patronage year 
after year. 

Alexandra Palace, on north side of 
London, under honorary management of 
Sidney B. Cole, caters for all branches 
of the pastime, many N. S. A. cham- 
Ppionship and other events being fea- 
tured. Dance and figure skating are 
popular; racing and hockey are well in 
the picture, too. Average attendance on 
Saturday nights is usually upwards of 
1,000 skaters, plus spectators. 

Forest Gate, London’s outstanding 
east side rink, under management of 
W. Greenhall, has been a paying con- 
cern for many years and has largest 
floor staff in the country; main feature 
here is dance skating and attendance is 
about same as at A. Palace. 

Grand Pier Pavilion, Herne Bay, is one 
of our smaller rinks, so far as mere size 
of floor is concerned, but accommodation 
for spectators is very elaborate. For 
more than 30 years roller hockey has 
been a main attraction in this small 
seaside town in Kent and it is quite 
usual to find around 1.000 spectators 
seated at the Pavilion, showing their ap- 
preciation of the hockey game as it 
should be and can be played. About six 
of the finest teams in Europe perform 
here regularly and international matches 
are staged every other year. Manager 
R. W. D. Taylor specializes in hockey 
matches and at least two are to be seen 
every night; only one hour’s ordinary 
skating is featurcd here. 

Batley Skating Club, located at York- 
shire, under management of William 
Hearsum, is our most flourishing roller 
rink in the North today. Dance skating 
is fairly popular, but Sunday is the big 
night of the week, all year round, when 
hockey attracts anywhere up to 2,000 
spectators.

high-diving controversy and his $500 
challenge, Peejay writes: “If and when 
a high-diving act is booked the manager 
should stipulate in black and white the 
exact height that the contracted diver is 
to perform. Upon arrival he should ree 
serve the right to measure the dive. 
Should his dive be below the contracted 
height, then and there the act should 
be deducted, pro rata, all below the 
height contracted for. Years ago at 
the Trenton Fair there was a gentleman 
named Taylor, who when he contracted 
for a high dive or high act, always in- 
sisted that the exact height be inserted 
into the contract and upon arrival it 
was always measured, and woe if you 
went below your figure! 


“Getting back to your controversy of 
the high-diving champs, I wonder really 
and truly if Harald Arias thinks that all 
high divers are just dumb or, in plainer 
words, fools, and for this information I 
quote him the following. He claims 
to have met the Swan Ringens diving 
act in Europe when it toured that part 
of the country. As I have always per- 
sonally managed this act, with the exe 
ception when it toured thru Denmark 
and Sweden, I fail tc recall any such 
name. Second, what has his meeting 
with the Swan Ringens act got to do 
with his claim to the world’s champion- 
ship? 

“Mr. Arias lays claim that in Germany 
you cannot get away with a title unless 
you actually deserve it. Like the United 
States, so goes Germany, and the coun- 
try is full of so-called champions who 
take such a title to suit themselves. 
Before the Swan Ringens act played 
Germany there was not a girl diving act 
in that part or any other portion of 
Europe. Now I understand that there 
are quite a number in spite of the fact 
that the Ringens act has contracts for 
Germany pending. 


“In the German artist paper, Das Proe 
gram, No. 1423, 1929, the Diving Ringens 
had a full-page ad which read: ‘The 
Diving Ringens will give $5,000 in gold 
to any performer, agent or artist who 
can duplicate the performance of the 
Diving Ringens act.’ As this worthy art- 
ist paper is subscribed to by thousands 
of Germans, as well as other Europeans, 
I failed to receive any challenge to the 
above. If Mr. Arias was in Germany at 
that time, I failed to meet or hear from 
him. 


“I do not think that I need any in- 
troduction into the American diving 
profession and I have never claimed to 
dive 110 feet. Yet I do claim that I 
perform the highest sensational dive 
ever made by a human being. Publicity, 
shouts Mr. Arias. Oh, yea! I shout 
back.”

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You Can't ‘humb Your Way 
‘ohru “Pitchdom

Frank Haithcox, 53 years of age, be- 
gan working around theaters as a boy. 
In 1898 he joined the Dan Packard 
“Prince Pro Tem’’ Company. Played in 
light operas, was assistant to Felix 
Bley with Clivette. Later worked for 
H. Guy Woodward, Silvia Summers and 
others, and in 1903 entered the man- 
agerial field, operating theaters in 
Concord and Statesville, N. C. In 1919 
organized his own medicine company, 
which later became a_ million-dollar 
corporation. 

Retired from the road in 1921, had 
large interests in Florida, including San< 
| lando Park, Isis Theater and the Or- 


lando Coliseum. The Florida collapse 
of property values and bank failures 
swept away his fortune. He acted at 
different times as mayor, councilman 
and president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in his adopted Florida home 
town. Was civilian assistant to Major 
Wood during the World War. Is an 
Elk, Mason and U. C. T. 

Haithcox has written a number of 
articles on salesmen and salesmanship 
for a national salesmen’s magazine. 
He married twice, with two children by 
the first marriage, Frank Jr., of Orlando, 
Fla., and Mrs. John R. Hampton, of 
Washington, D.C. He has pitched and 
operated medicine shows between the- 
atrical seasons, and now is devoting 
his full time to the medicine business, 
operating from Virginia to Florida. 


HE old adage, “There is nothing new 

under the sun,” is so often ex- 

emplified by pitchmen that as a 
Preface to this ramble I want to recall 
to your mind that somewhere in 
Dickens’ works—The Old Curiosity Shop, 
I think—he describes a pitchman who 
stood in a doorway selling .what was, 
from his description, the same glass 
cutter knife that is now advertised in 
The Billboard. 

This same knife marks the writer’s 
debut into the Knights of the Tripes 
many years ago. That dean of notion 
workers, Barney Briscoll, gave me a 
Keister full of these knives. In a brief 
noonday pitch I sold out, and in a single 
hour the course of one young life was 
changed. To this day I’ve never ree 
gretted that I became a pitchman. 

I have pitched every week for two 
years in the same town. I have de- 
manded and received the respect of the 
biggest business men and still do. My 
business is as legitimate as that of any 
other merchant or any manufacturer in 


the world, because I make it that way. 
I have never sold an article that I would 
not use at home or a bottle of medicine 
that I would not take or give to mem- 
bers of my own family. 


These personal references are not 
made in any spirit of egotism, but to 
illustrate a point I wish to make plain. 
It is this: Pitching is a profession and 
not a racket, and the man or woman 
who sells from a soap box, tripes or a 
stage is as legitimate a merchant as the 
one behind a mahogany counter—IF HE 
WANTS TO BE! Cooper made many 
pitches on street corners, then made his 
Tanlac the most widely advertised medi- 
cine of its day, made himself a rich 
man. Frank Dillingham was up and 
down, but his Plant Juice shows finally 
placed his product in 90 per cent of the 
drug stores and he died well to do. 
Warner’s pharmaceutical house ‘ now 
owns Wizard Oil, and thus the names 
of Healy and Bigelow live on. Good old 
Doc Livingston won’t quit, but could 
have many years ago. Simms, Watts 
and many others have gone on. Doc 
Brown and Silver Cloud (McLain) I’ve 
lost track of.

But medictoe men were not the only 
successes. Lew Hurst sold his tops in 
docrways for years. He was a pal and 
friend of Jim Kelley and George Covell, 
of button and pen fame. Lew still 
pitches, but not on the street corner. 
He has retired and is “pitching” wooden 
minnows on the lake at his beautiful 
home in Orlando, Fla. United States 
Senator Bob Reynolds, of North Caro- 
lina, said, after his election, that he 
owed his campaign success to his old 
experience as a pitchman. And his 
vigorous opposition to the Tugwell bill, 
which would have been disastrous to 
every form of the medicine business, has 
proved his loyalty to the profession. 


Another oldtimer, once Cuban consul 
and now one of the outstanding mem- 
bers of the Virginia bar, is Hugh Wil- 
liams, who gave up the road on account 
of an aged and sick mother, studied law 
and became a leader in his profession. 
Today he stands ready to assist a road 
man. This seems to be the spirit of

every man who has succeeded on the 
road and entered other fields. 

Down in Columbia, S. C., recently, I 
called on Doc Beach at his Gen-Sen 
Laboratories. Every courtesy was shown 
me. And this is true of medicine, candy 
and notion firms everywhere, many of 
which are operated by former road men. 
I have known manufacturers and job- 
bers to “go to the front” for men who 
were not really worthy for hundreds of 
dollars in time of trouble. Many 
times not the slightest bit of gratitude 
is shown, and the next man needing a 
favor is refused no matter how worthy 
he may be. Only recently a pipe told of 
one pitchman’s misfortune. At least 
two men sat down and wrote letters of 
condolence and sent small cash dona- 
tions. Neither of them knows today 
whether the money and letters ever 
reached him or whether he survived his 
misfortune. The Final Curtain has not 
tola of his demise, so it is surmised that 
he lives.

WHAT IS A PITCHMAN? I would 
best call him, or her, a supersalesman. 
And to be a success he must be just 
that. If he is not, he should lose no 
time finding a vocation for which he is 
better suited. My own idea of the re- 
quirements is rather wide. May I 
illustrate them by telling of a man and 
his wife who cleaned up on white stones 
during the height of this depression. In 
conversation with this gentleman (a col- 
lege man and former owner of a large 
business) he had resorted to the road 
after losing his home, money and busi- 
ness. (He did not tell me but I knew 
this.) When he applied for space in a 
store he made a good impression by his 
appearance, by his cultured manner and 
speech, by his knowledge of his mer- 
chandise and how to sell it. 

Now let’s go further. These same 
qualifications made sales, not to the so- 
called chumps, but to men and women 
of refinement who bought at $1 NOT 
Hot Springs diamonds BUT “the newest 
fad in-costume jewelry”-—get the idea? 

The same week I saw a man with 
white stones in dirty trays, in a dirty 
store, a faded piece of soiled velvet on 
the counter, demonstrating to a small 
tip these “newly discovered stones” 
that “could not be told from genuine 
diamonds by experts” working for 49 
cents. He told me that he had gotten 
about $3 on the day. 

Hence, my idea of a supersalesman is 
one who looks the part, has some knowl- 
edge of the English language, makes no 
statement that is not within human 
reason, behaves himself on and off the 
stage and gives the public credit for 
having some intelligence. 

Personally, if I went into a town 
hungry, with clothes untidy, and with 
only half a dollar I would have my 
clothes pressed with that half a dollar 
and eat after I worked. I would rather 
be called a highbrow and a dude than 
a bum or a slouch. 

I saw a sheetwriter this spring, with 
no soles on his shoes, buying one or two 
pints of liquor a day, and, hailing the 
natives as “umpchas” and other phrases 
I can’t mention here, close a town. 
There were 18 sheetwriters, 3 medicine 
men and a book man in this spot, to 
my knowledge (a town of 1,800 popula- 
tion). Next spring I fear that no one 
can work there. 

For years I have claimed that most 
closed towns were closed by road men 
themselves. There is room for every 
man on the road. Pitchmen, wake up. 
A year or so ago carnival men saw the 
handwriting on the wall. This year there 
are more beautiful, clean shows than 
have been seen for many years. We of 
the tripes, store and platform can 
learn much from them. 

There is room an@a place waiting for 
another Cooper or Dillfngham in the 
medicine business, another Jim Kelley or 
George Covell in the pen business, an- 
other Charlie Dobson among the sheet- 
writers, another Mr. and Mrs. Littlejohn 
in the white stones, another Lew Hurst 


with novelties, another Briscoll in no- 
tions, etc. I could name hundreds of 
men who have prospered as pitchmen 
but they were the type of men who 
opened towns, and seldom or never 
closed them. 
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Your future and mine is just what 
we make it. You can’t “thumb” your 
way thru Pitchdom. The business hitch- 
hiker is as bad, or worse, than the fel- 
low who stands by the highway expect- 
ing free transportation that is becoming 
less available day by day. 


The same hours put in pitching, 
vending or peddling that would be re- 
quired by shops, stores or factories will 
return a living income or better to the 
clean, square worker. Pitchmen will 
live forever, but it will eventually be a 
survival of the fittest. The sooner the 
men and women of the profession freeze 
out the hitch-hiker of our business, 
the moocher among our own, the sooner 
we will become more respected and can 
take the place in the business world 
that is rightfully ours. 


A few years ago H. B. Maxey was 
pitching from a Model T Ford. Today 
he is one of the most respected business 
men in Winston-Salem, N. C., his winter 
quarters and business home. His 
equipment is the last word in personnel, 
transportation, stage, etc. A profane 
word is never uttered on his stage, a 
smutty bit or gag is unknown. He is 
praised by public officials, press and 
public everywhere he goes. 


R. F. Rutledge seldom pays a reader 
and is welcomed in hundreds of cities 
and hamlets for the clean way he works. 
His charities among the weaker mem- 
bers of the profession are many. 


Doc Gilbert, who conducts a _ store 
show in South Boston, Va., every winter 
and who is now playing Virginia with a 
big white show, is the choir leader in 
the Episcopal Church in South Boston, 
active in civic affairs and a popular 
citizen. 


Doc W. G. Wheatly is dear to the 
heart of all in Mullins, S.C. Again, our 
lives and businessess are what we make 
them. Doc E. H. Dresden, of an old 
family of herb men, is another example 
of the success that awaits the clean, 
straight worker. Bob Regan, an old- 
timer but a recent addition to the ranks 
of medicine workers, is another bright 
light of the future.

I’ve been serious too long but tried 
to stay under “the good of the order.” 

Who remembers these oldtimers? The 
first I remember in their respective 
lines: Blue Mountain Joe, Doc Sims, 
Watts, Cooper, with med; Jack Pells, 
George Covell, with peelers; Jim Kelley 
and “Deafy” Dan Rosenthal, pens; Jim 
Finnegan, Mike Shea, Big-Foot Wallace, 
Lawson, sheetwriter; Goodenough, tops;

AILY newspaper columnists as a 
rule don’t know what carnivals are 
all about, but there’s one on The 

Belle Plaine Union, Belle Plaine, Ia., to 
whom we doff our hats. Writing under 
the nom de plume of “Bob” in his 
“Jumble” column on the front page of 
The Union of June 13, he offers honest- 
to-goodness argument, because he 
KNOWS whereof he speaks. It’s real 
medicine for the carnival knockers and 
we are going to print every word of it. 
Here ‘tis: 


“When announcement was made in 
last week’s Union that another carnival 
is coming to town the cry immediately 
went up from some folks that another 
catastrophe was sweeping in upon our 
fair and puritanical little city. The 
money, say these well-meaning folks, all 
goes out of town, that class of enter- 
tainment is not to be encouraged, and 
many who cannot afford to attend do 
so when they could put the money to 
much better advantage. 


“Far be it from me to say that these 
arguments are not good, but from ex- 
perience I have had before when these 
traveling shows were brought to town 
by the Legion I would say that these 
arguments do not go far enough. In 
the first place, never yet have I seen 
anyone go to a carnival, tent show or 
circus by force. Most people go there of 
their own free accord. The folks who 
take the concession barker’s line to 
heart are either plain dumb or have 
money to throw away, knowing full well 
that if any risk is taken they take it 
and not the barker, otherwise he would 
not remain in business. As to taking 
all the money out of town, I have yet 
to see a traveling show or carnival that 
wasn’t one step ahead of the big bad 
wolf and wondering when he would 
catch up. Usually food, clothes and 
moving expense eat up about all they 
take in after paying their sponsor, the 
light, rent, city tax and advertising. 


“As for the class of entertainment, I 
have also noticed that the hillbilly trio 
Graws a better crowd than the grand 
opera prima donna, and there isn’t 
much that can be done about it, other- 
wise I am sure that the Legion would 
be glad to bring in Madame Schumann- 
Heink and the St. Louis Symphony. 
PEOPLE BEING WHAT THEY ARE, THE 
CARNIVAL IS WHAT IT IS. (Just 
couldn't resist putting that line in caps 
—Hartmann.) In this particular case 
the Legion wanted to clean up a little 
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deficit from last December’s Christmas 
basket donations, donate a little to the 
city park fund and get a little seed into 
the treasury. A carnival seemed the 
best bet.”

to the motorized circus ol and 
if properly interpreted will be of help; 
improperly interpreted they may prove 
to be a great detriment. 

Friends of the motorized circuses in 
Washington are watching the situation 
carefully so as to preserve the rights of 
motorized circus owners, who after all 
are private carriers engaged in trans- 
porting in trucks owned by the them 
equipment used by them. It is ex- 
tremely important that regulations be 
not so drastic as to hamper them in 
their activities which, with the present 
unsettled condition of the country, are 
difficult enough at best. 

The Motorized Circus Owners and 
Agents’ Association, which was organ- 
ized some years ago, has been in a 
quiescent state due to other develop- 
ments and to the organizations créated 
at the time of public hearings on the 
circus code. This code, as well as the 
carnival code, was dropped by the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration as a 
result of its announced policy to con- 
fine its activities to major industries. 

However, the motorized circuses did 
subscribe several years ago to a fair- 
trade-practice agreement, developed by 
the Federal Trade Commission, which 
was simply an informal code of ethics 
representing the opinion of motorized 
circus owners and agents as to policies 
which would best serve their common 
needs. It is now believed that the or- 
ganization will be revived with the 
united support of the motorized circus 
owners and that an informal spirit of 
co-operation will result in a manner 
beneficial to their mutual interests.

Organized Promotion 


Public-spirited members of the trade are already begin- 
ning to wonder whether operators will maintain their organi- 
zations now that the threat of adverse legislation has passed 
with the adjournment of so many State legislatures. Local 
situations will tend to keep some organizations alive, but the 
prospect is that the organization movement will begin to wane 
with summer and the passing of legislative dangers. 


There are so many constructive things a good organiza- 
tion can do to build up business for its members, besides de- 
fend the trade against adverse attacks, that it is a pity good 
organizations cannot be maintained in all operating centers. 


All the objections to organization can be readily admitted. 
In many cases organizations become nothing more or less than 
a racket. In others the cost of maintaining the organization 
is more than it is worth. Many times no accounting of funds 
is given to the general membership. It is also true that all 
organizations of whatever kind tend sooner or later to get into 
the wrong hands so that the power of organization is sadly 
abused. 


The divisive factors that stand in the way of national 
organization and unity may be readily admitted also as the 
first step in clearing these obstacles away or, better, finding a 
way around them. The hindrances to national organization 
should not in any way be allowed to delay or prevent local 
organizations from adopting some kind of promotional pro- 
gram and going ahead to better their own local conditions. 
It has appeared for some time that the only way to attain a 
national body of some kind is to first establish local units 
that learn how to carry on a program and also to finance or- 
ganized work. 


The fact also sticks out like a sore thumb that more than 
one State organization of operators is dominated by a manu- 
facturer, and that the organization is being used to foster 
schemes that will not be so good for pinball games and mer- 
chandising machines in the end. 


Frankly admitting all these abuses of organization, it is 
always possible to appeal to the reason and common sense of 
men and persuade them to give support to more constructive 
programs. Experience in organizations has already developed 
a few ideas that may be used by any local organization to pro- 
mote public policy and good will in such a way as to increase 
the profits of every operator in the business. The big job is 
to convince enough operators that they can make better money 
by supporting an organization with a real business program 


than they can by fighting each other in the game of cutthroat 
competition. 


Even if competition is the life of trade and must always 
exist in business, it is good policy to support a good program 
of organized promotion while at the same time paddling your 
own canoe for all it is worth. Any operator can support the 
things I am about to suggest and at the same time push his 
own private business to his heart’s content. 


There are many reasons why operators of amusement 
games should go before their local public with a definite pro- 


gram of advertising. Such an advertising campaign can best 
be maintained by a local organization, and since all local op- 
erators are likely to share in the benefits, it is only fair that 
all of them should help to support the campaign. In some 
cases a local jobber may carry on an effective local advertising 
campaign as his contribution to the profit of the operators 
who buy machines from him. But the spirit of the thing would 
be much better if all local coinmen had a share in it. It is not 
necessary here to explain the nature or purpose of such an 
advertising campaign, since the news columns of The Bill- 
board have published excellent examples of what may be 
done. It is enough to suggest that such campaigns are con- 
structive and should be a permanent prcgram with every live 
organization in the country. It would be worth maintaining 
a local organization of operators if for no other purpose than 
to keep a regular advertising campaign going in the local 
newspapers. 


The main part of any local advertising campaign will 
appear in the local newspapers, and for obvious reasons. 
There are many uses to which stickers, cards, window notices, 
bulletins, folders, etc., may be put in promoting the public 
patronage and understanding of the coin-machine business, 
but in any case the regular use of advertising space in local 
papers should appear weekly in every city in the country. 
The cost of such a campaign need not be prohibitive. For 
as little as $10 a week a message of good will and information 
on amusement games may be kept before the public. Fancy 
what such a constructive move would mean if carried out in 
every city in the country. 


Every operating center in the country should also have 
an organization with a definite program for cultivating the 
good will of merchants and other location owners. There is 
much that an organization can do in promoting the general 
co-operation of merchants, all the way from educating them 
as to why they should patronize the professional operator 
to inviting them to meetings and special functions of the or- 
ganization. Perhaps no more opportune field for constructive 
work exists today than that of promoting better relations 
between the professional operator and the location owner. 
Upon the friendship and moral support of merchants depends 
much of the future of the amusement games business. Con- 
ditions are such that the independent merchant needs the 
pinball games and the operator needs the merchant. 


An operators’ organization ought to exist in every center 
to contribute to some local charity. The gifts of games to 
certain institutions for the entertainment of patients has been 
amply tried and it is something than can be repeated at regular 
intervals. But a definite program for cash contributions 
should be arranged in every city in the country. The need 
of these contributions by all charities will increase steadily, 
and there is a lot of good will to be had in meeting such needs. 
Nearly all charities and even churches now use bridge and 
bunco to help supply funds and all this has added to the re- 
spectability of cards, etc. Pinball games can follow the same 
road to respectability if the right people and the right methods 
are used in promoting gifts to charity in each city. 


Every city ought to have an organization of operators if 
for no other reason than to hold an annual or semi-annual get- 
together. Such meetings, if rightly planned, provide oppor- 
tunity for favorable publicity and give the atmosphere of 
business to the profession of the operator. Civic leaders and 
public officials can always be invited and personal acquaint- 
ance often is the best way to remove misunderstanding and 
antagonism. These are all constructive ideas that should be 
reason enough for holding a local operators’ organization to- 
gether even tho there were never any more defensive battles 
to fight. SILVER SAM.

NADA Discusses 
Trade Problems 


CHICAGO, June 24-—The National 
Automatic Distributors’ Association met 
here in a& two-day session to discuss 
trade problems and make plans fer co- 
opcration with the manufacturers on 
legal cuestions. Practically the entire 
membership of the important organiza- 
tion was present and took part in the 
lively discussions. 

The first day was devoted mainly to 
discussing questions about the distribu- 
tion system. Definitions for a dis- 
tributor, jobber and operator were 
agreed upon. The NADA will define a 
distributor as a person or firm desig- 
nated by a manufacturer to distribute 
games over a certain territory, maintain- 
ing stock and other facilities for the 
distribution. 

The meeting Sunday was devoted 
mainly to the discussion of legal prob- 
lems. These were said to be serious and 
widespread. A number of plans were 
considered. Under one of them the dis- 
tributors will recommend that a com- 
mittee from their organization co- 
operate with manufacturers in any legal 
work undertaken in the States. It is 
felt that more favorable legislation must 
be sought in a number of key States and 
to let the influence spread from those 
States to others. 

Another session of the distributors 
followed today and in the evening a 
dinner was given to the manufacturers. 
A general discussion of mutual problems 
also took place. A program of co-oper- 
ation in meeting legal problems is ex- 
pected to be announced soon. 


French Planning 
Show in October 


PARIS, June 22.—Rene Godin, editor 
and publisher of La Revue de L’Auto- 
matique and who successfully promoted 
the first annual French Coin Machine 
Exposition, May 27, 28 and 29, says 
that all exhibitors approved the idea of 
holding another exhibition during the 
automobile fair next October. The re- 
cent exposition was held under diffi- 
culties, it was stated, and also the 
French trade feels that October would 

precede the winter season, which is the 
coteaoel operating season here. 


Mr. Godin expressed real gratification 
at the response given the first auto- 
matic trade show. More than 1,500 vis- 
itors were present each day and it was 
felt that every person in France in- 
terested in coMm machines viewed the 
exhibit. 

On the last evening of the show a 
dinner was held at which 180 coinmen 
were present. Among them were the 
17 delegates from the British Auto- 
matic Machine Operators’ Society. 
William Rabkin, who brought greetings 
from American manufacturers, was 
given a real ovation. Der Automat, 
German automatic trade paper, and the 
World’s Fair, British amusement weekly, 
both gave the French trade show hearty 
support.

The tax rate (prorated) from May 30 
to December 31, 1935, is $5.89 per ma- 
chine on machines in excess of 1 cent 
and not exceeding 5-cent play.

eMly “owo “Weeks Visiting Europe 


By HELENE PALMER 
Chicago staff of The Billboard 


I have been asked to give an account 
of my visit on the Continent—so here 
goes—I'l] start with London. The Silver 
Jubilee was on. Seats along the route of 
the Royal Procession of Their Majes- 


ties sold from 3 pounds ($15) on up. 
"Twas a complete sellout. A once-in-a- 
lfetime event. What a show. Hotels 


crowded to capacity. Was glad when I 
finally got located. With a handful of 
ha’pennies, pennies and tupences, I pro- 
ceeded to use the telefone (that’s the way 
they spell it over there). After reading 
the mechanical instructions preparatory 
to dispensing the copper, I was finally 
obliged to call for assistance, anc was 
happy when 15 minutes later I was taken 
in hand by the Burrows family (Burrows 
Automatic Supply Company, Ltd.) 

A visit to London Tower and other his- 
torical places, accompanied by Lydia Bur- 
rows, who, by the way, has never taken 
time ou* to see what’s what in the city 
of her birth (but ain’t that just like all 
of us back home, it takes a visitor from 
other parts to show us what there is in 
our own home town). Transportation 
facilities all over London are second to 
none. Ride in the great Underground 
Railway (subway to you), where moving 
stairways bring you back up to earth 
and the never-ending stream of thousands 
of omnibuses and trams help to transport 
the great population of London. It was 
good to see the many shows and to learn 
that flesh still held first place in their 
hearts; altho the cinemas receive their 
share of patronage. 

Maggie Burrows took an afternoon off 
to take me around to visit the various 
coin-machine distributors. We called on 
Goddard Novelty Company, British- 
American Novelty Company, Capaldi & 
Company, Scott-Adickes & Company, 
Shefras Automatics, Ltd.,and the Samson 
Novelty Company. All very cordial in- 
deed, showing me thru their respective 
places. They are all located near to each 
other, which makes it very convenient. 
For if any one of them happens to get 2 
call for a particular machine that they 
do not happen to have at the time, an 
S O S message is ethoed along Fetter 
lane and pronto the order is filled. 


I saw Sportlands everywhere and all 
getting a nice play. In many the high 
score award was six Players Please 
(cigarets—not to be mistaken for a call 
for more players). The first Sportland 
“I spied I stepped in to look around and 
asked the young lacy in cherge if the 
proprietor was in, as I wanted to make 
myself acquainted. But I was politely 
informed tnat the governor*was cut hav- 
ing his cup of tea and would I call back 
later. Iwasa bit miffed at the importance 
attached to a cup of tea, but soon learned 
that nothing could stand in the way of 
a cup of tea between 4 and 4:30 every 
afternoon, not even a cash customer. 

Met Bert Ross, our London representa- 
tive, and had tea with him. Very popuiar 
among the indoor show people. Also met 
Edward Graves, representative of The 
World’s Fair, Britain’s largest amusement 
paper (and usually referred to as the 
“Billboard” of England over there). 

Every few steps one is confronted by a 
conspicuous sign containing a three-let- 
ter word, “PUB.” These are none other 
thar a convenient place to quench one’s 
thirst. Upon entering, one is greeted by 
a hefty barmaid, who obligingly draws 
for you a tall, cool glass of lager, stout 
or ale for the sum of half ashilling. At- 
tracted to the corner of the room, I 
noticed several people with darts in hand 
aiming at a large target—the skilled 
Gartster wins a free lager. (What an 
idea for a new game, if it could be built 
with a coin-slot attachment). Every 
“Pub” that Isaw had as many pin games 
as it was possible for them to find room 
for and mostly American-built games. 

I was hankering to see a carnival—no 
sooner said than the Burrows family 
whisked me away in their car to the out- 
skirts of London to visit an English fair 
(they call them fairs over there). They 
told me that this was one cof the smaller 
fairs, and I wondered after making the 
rounds of the midway what a large fair 
could be like, for this one seemed on a 
par with any of our larger carnivals here 
in the States. It was quite ccld that 
night, but the midway was crowded, 
nevertheless, and I was told that the ma- 
jority of fairs worked the year around. 
Apparently cold weather was no obstacle. 
Their concession games were very differ- 
ent from ours, altho I did see a few 
familicr ones like spot-the-spot, the cat 


rack and buckets (no wheels), rides and 
shows of every description, and even a 
small circus. 

There were pin games galore. Several 
large arcaaes contained machines of every 
description. Many of the larger conces- 
sions were comprised of automatic games 
set around a large square counter—an 
attractive assortment of premiums being 
cispiayed in the center of the store. 
There were automatic drink and sweets 
dispensers, cigarets, etc. Bearing in mind 
that this was one of the smaller fairs 
and that they stay out practically all 
year around, there was no questicn in my 
mind that the traveling shows were re- 
sponsible for the greatest portion of the 
automatic amusement game market in 
England. 

All of these fair troupers have house 
cars, which they attach to their autos 
when making the jumps, and I was over- 
whelmed when they invited me to see 
some of these English homes-on-wheels. 
They comprise all of the comforts and 
conveniences of one of our pretty little 
bungalows, and I was secretly wishing I 
could take one back home with me 
(what a walk-thru show it would make). 
A friendly and hospitable lot these fair 
troupers, but for the broad English accent 
and the missing Elks’ tooth I felt as 
much at home as if I were among our 
own carn-eye-val folk. They were equally 
as interested in hearing something about 
the American carnivals, and so we talked 
far into the night. 


I was indeed sorry when. my five-day 
visit in London came to a close, and 
what’s mcre, I learned to drink tea and 
sing God Save the. King and liked it im- 
mensely. A short train ride from Liver- 
pool—a boat trip across the choppy Chan- 
nel, and I was in the Hook of Hoiland. A 
crive thru the tulip fields and a visit to 
the great flower show, which is held once 
every five years, and where one beholds 
over 60 varieties of tulips spread over a 
vast acreage, to Say nothing of the vari- 
ous other flowers, makes an indelible im- 
pression, rot forgetting the quaint cos- 
tumes, the wooden shoes and the pic- 
turesque windmills. 


Two days in Holland, and so, after dis- 
posing of the guilders and what-have-you 
in Dutch money, I’m headed for Brussels 
end the exposition. Arriving at noon, 
checking into the hotel and orce more 
exchanging a good old United States 
greenback for a handful of Belgium 
francs and other less important trinkets, 
I ventured to the exposition grounds. 
Boarding a street car marked “Exposi- 
tion,” and confronted with the fact that 
I knew no French, I extended my hand 
containing the newly acquired coins for 
the conductor to extract the required 
fare. Reaching the exposition grounds 
I purchased a ticket for the sum of 5 
francs (20 cents) and proceeded thru the 
gates. 

The approach that greets one upon en- 
tering is magnificent. Beautiful foun- 
tains surrounded by flower beds ran thru 
the center, with buildings on either side. 
What a contrast to the Avenue of Flags 
at a Century of Progress. I noticed a 
great similarity to the buildings of A 
Century of Progress, excepting that they 
were more elaborate, particularly the 
domes and the entrances. 


The exposition was far from being com- 
pleted. Most of the buildings were still 
under construction. The roads and walks 
were very bad, mostly gravel, sand and 
ground stone. There were no busses to 
take you around the grounds. A minia- 
ture train that circles the grounds is the 
only sight-seeing conveyance. In a futile 
effort to make myself understood as to 
where I could find the midway, an hour 
later, with heels run down and covered 
with dust, I was overjoyed when at last 
I found myself standing in front of the 
Life Show, and was I happy to see Mr. 
and Mrs. Joe Rogers and Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Shean—well, you can just imagine! 
Dufour & Rogers have three beautifully 
framed shows right on the main drag— 
The Life Show, Crime Show and Snake 
Show. Should get a lot of money, as 
these are entirely new over there. The 
weather was pretty cold this Sunday, but 
there were 150,000 people on the grounds. 
I'm sure when the exposition is com- 
pleted the attendance will increase great- 
ly, as Iremember many of the people in 
England saying that as soon as the 
weather was warmer and the exposition 
completed they planned on going to 
Brussels, and I believe this is true all over 
the Continent. So they should get a big 
play before the season is over. 


It was interesting to see the many dif- 
ferent European rides in addition to the 
American rides. I was surprised to learn 
that a large Coaster and many other 
European rides and buildings were port- 
able. They sure have the jump on us in 
this respect, for while American showmen 
struggle with a lot of workmen, carpen- 
ters and mechan:cs, these foreigners move 
in and set up their stuff in a few hours, 
all ready to take in the cash. 


Saw many new concession games and 
shows. A large animal act worked by a 
beautiful girl in the nude was something 
to write home about. Saw pin games and 
other ccin-operated games everywhere on 
the grounds. Was wishing I had more 
time to taken in everything. There was 
so much to be seen, different from any- 
thing in the amusement line that we have 
in America. Joe Rogers took the missus 
and me to a Vienna restaurant (on the 
grounds) where they make a specialty of 
manufacturing sausages while you wait. 
The place was crowded to the door and 
every waiter weighted down with orders. 
Nevertheless, Joe had no less than six 
waiting on us at one time. Listening to 
Joe trying to converse with the natives 
in a mixture of English, German and 
French all ground up together was a 
sausage in itself. But the payoff came 
when the waiters all crowded around to 
collect. Betwist the lingo and the francs 
it was ariot. Great guy, that Joe Rogers. 
Little wonder he makes lasting friends 
wherever he goes. 


Dinner with Mr. and Mrs. Joe Rogers, 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Shean, Harry Har- 
grave, Mr. and Mrs. Sibley and John 
Frieder at the Ovberayern (on the 
grounds), 2 large attractive two-story 
building. I was amazed when told that 
this was also a portable affair. The walls 
consisting of mountain scenery (a replica 
of the Alps, I guess), kinda put one in 
mind of the volcano at the Hawaiian 
Gardens (no offense, Lew). Mr. Frieder 
led us in German folk songs to the tune

of the quaint German band as we par- 
took of a typical German dinner, not 
omitting the steins of beer. A good time 
was had hy all. We all had a good laugh 
at John Frieder struggling with a roll- 
your-own cigaret device that he fell for 
after witnessing a clever demonstration 
of same by a pitchman on the grounds. 

Mrs. Sibley was bemoaning the fact 
that she could not get the Belgian girls 
working in the American Nudist Colony 
Show to disrobe, and wondered if it 
would be worth a trip to Paris to bring 
back some French gals to replace the shy 
Belgians. Didn't get to see Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Traver. Missed connections every 
time, even tho Mrs. Rogers, Mrs. Shean 
and I went over to their home, which is 
located directly outside of exposition 
grounds. They may have gone down- 
town to see if their bathtub arrived from 
America, for it seems, altho they rented 
the house furnished, the people from 
whom they rented took the bathtub with 
them. A bathtub, I found out, was con- 
sidered a luxury in Brussels, so the 
Travers had to purchase another. No 
wonder some of the natives there said we 
Americans are spoiled (expecting a bath- 
tub when renting an apartment or house). 
Mrs. Rogers and Mrs. Shean confided that 
they both were taking French lessons. 
Good idea, for they'll soon know whether 
the natives are talking for ’em or agin’ 
‘em. 

Being ever on the alert ior anything 
with a coin-slot attachment (so’s to re- 
port back to Walter Hurd, our coin- 
machine editor), my quest was not in 
vain. Somewhere in Brussels I came 
upon a coin-operated Taxi Dance Em- 
porium. Attractive girls. wearing pretty 
satin blouses and shorts, were seated on 
stools that line one side of the dance 
floor. Directly above each dancer was a 
coin box, securely fastened to the wall. 
The gentleman selects his dancing part- 
ner, drops a franc into the coin box, and 
it’s “on with the dance.” 

If they haven't already adopted this 
plan in America. it should be a great 
field for some coin-slot equipment manu- 
facturer. 

After a hurried sight-seeing tour of 
Brussels I was packed and ready for my 
first Continental “choo-choo ride,” en 
route to Paris. Arrived in Paris that 
night. After a delicious French dinner 
I took myself off to the Folies Bergere. 
You tip the usher for taking you to your 
seat and likewise the chap that sells (not 
gives) you a program. But think noth- 
ing of it, as it’s the custom in Paris and 
one may not have a chance to go there 
again. Very beautiful show (all the 
Ziegfeld touches—plus), but don’t ask me 
to review it, because I blush so easily. I’m 
sure Mrs. Sibley at the Brussels Exposi- 
tion would be successful in getting the 
type girls she’s looking for in Paris. Took 
in the opera. Heard Lily Pons in Rigo- 
letto (never heard her sing better). In- 
cidentally, this famous Opera House was 
celebrating its 50th anniversary. 

Met Theodore Wolfram, our Paris rep- 
resentative. Took me to the Empire, a 
combination of vaudeville and movies. 
Enjoyed it, even tho I couldn’t under- 
stand the lingo. Also introduced me to 
I. Berni, who is associated with the JAK 
Attractions in Paris, and is a prominent 
builder and operator of rides and attrac- 
tions on the Continent. I learned that 
he was the man responsible for most of 
the portable rides and equipment at the 
Brussels Exposition; also the beautiful 
animal act I mentioned before. He also 
owns and operates a large indoor amuse- 
ment place in the heart of Paris. Has a 
large assortment of coin-operated games 
and spoke of coming to the next coin- 
machine show in America. Very inter- 
esting showman. Certainly knows show 
business, every branch of it. Said he was 
Gisappointed that I couldn't stay longer, 
as he would like very much to show me 
Paris (believe me, he wasn’t half as dis- 
appointed as I). After a hurried sight- 
seeing trip around Paris, taking in every- 
thing of interest, followed by a drive to 
Versailles. A visit to some of the principal 
stores, also the Cafe Rue de la Paix 
(where, if one pauses long enough, he or 
she 1s bound to see someone from their 
home town). But yours truly couldn't 
find time to pause that long—so back to 
the hotel to pack once more, and after 
another rice on those funny little foreign 
trains thru Apple Blossom Time in Nor- 
mandie (where to my surprise it Was 
snowing quite heavily), I was on my way 
to Cherbourg—back to good old U.S. A., 
with my mind chuck-full of all the places 
I had been and seen, and silently whis- 
pering “Auf Wiedersehen.”

Help Fight Slugs 


NEW ‘aie; June eit associa- 
tions of coinmen here have decided to 
take immediate action on the _ slug 
question which was featured in head- 
line fashion here after Mayor LaGuardia 
and members of the police department 
dumped over a million slugs taken from 
subway turnstiles and telephones into 
Long Island Sound. 


The article, as it appeared in The 
New York Times, stated that because 
of unhappy leaks among pinball job- 
bers the slugs actually emanated from 
the trade here. 


Associations report that they will take 
the matter up for immediate drastic 
action at the next meetings. The 
course they will follow will be to pass 
a rule regarding the slugs whereby any 
member found selling them or using 
them promiscuously will be automati- 
cally expelled from the organization. 
Upon immediate passage of the rule, 
the city departments and large corpora- 
tions will be notified by letter from the 
boards of directors of the various or- 
ganizations regarding this fact and also 
that the pin-game operators will co- 
operate to the fullest extent to help 
rid the city of the slug menace. 


The trade feels here that The New 
York Times was unfair in mentioning 
the pin games as the source of the slug 
evil. The very fact that pinball op- 
erators have continuously complained 
of slugs to the proper authorities, and 
also that operators have for some time 
been pasting stickers on their games 
warning the players that it is a felony 
to use slugs, is a certain sign, it is 
claimed, that this industry in no man- 
ner countenances the use of slugs. 


Brooklyn Distrib Moves 


BROOKLYN, June 22. — Brooklyn 
Amusement Machine Company moved to 
632 Broadway into larger and more 
beautiful quarters.

HIS article will be devoted chiefly 

to the ideas and experiences gained 

in the pinball tournament held in 
Milwaukee May 24, 25 and 26, 1935. The 
first city-wide and the most carefully 
planned tournament for players of pin- 
ball games in the history of this modern 
form of amusement games, it has a 
number of facts and experiences that 
will be of great value to the industry as 
a whole. 


The tournament was held under the 
auspices of the Skill Games Board of 
Trade of Wisconsin, a State organization 
of operators and jobbers of pinball 
games and other amusement devices. 
With the tournament sponsofed by the 
Official operators’ organization, it was 
then practical to appeal for general 
public support and to say that the 
tournament represented the spirit and 
purpose of the progressive elements of 
the amusement games industry. The 
organization of operators into trade 
associations has some definite advan- 
tages because it enables them to ap- 
proach other business interests in the 
community and talk to them in busi- 
ness language. It gives the operators a 
voice and prestige and some sense of 
being a definite part of the business 
setup of a city or State. 

The tournament was held for three 
Gays in one of the largest public build- 
ings in the downtown section of Mil- 
waukee, cost the operators an invest- 
ment of sround $3,000, and during the 
tournament more than $1,000 in valu- 
able prizes was given away to con- 
testants. An enterprise of such propor- 
tions means that a good deal of work 
must have been invested in the plan- 
ning and promotion of it. 

Getting such an enterprise started is 
naturally one of the most important 
questions. Tournaments in the pinball 
games field have been discussed and 
suggested as a means of building public 
good will for some time. And tourna- 
ments of smaller proportions than the 
Milwaukee affair have been held. In a 
few cases an enterprising jobber of ma- 
chines has staged a tournament to gain 
publicity for a particular type of game. 
But this was a case of enlisting the 
operators in an entire city, and even a 
State, in backing a tournament of real 
proportions. Naturally such movements 
have to depend for inspiration on one 
person or a small group who catch a 
vision of what it may mean and who 
will also spread that enthusiasm among 
others. The beginnings of the tourna- 
ment idea in Milwaukee were no dif- 
ferent from the beginnings of progres- 
sive efforts in any line of business. 
Certain men had a vision and kept 
pushing it until the idea began to 
spread. The problem is to get as many 
people as possible to grasp the idea and 
be enthusiastic enough to support it.

The reason to be for pinball tourna- 
ments has usually been the idea of pro- 
moting public good will for these mod- 
ern games. In Milwaukee this became 
@ very pressing necessity. Altho no 
statutes or ordinances definitely pro- 
hibited the games, the police depart- 
ment and prosecutor's office developed 
@ habit of interfering with the games 
which gradually increased to the point 
where it became serious to the opera- 
tors of the machines. It was in dis- 
cussing how to meet this problem that 
the idea of 2 tournament began to be 
advocated. It would be an appeal and 
perhaps a grand demonstration of pub- 
lic favor for the games. At one time 
more than a dozen cases against the 
games in court; six of 
these came to trial before juries and 
were immediately acquitted of charges 
against them. This was taken by the 
operators as a sign of how the public 
felt toward the games and heartened 
them toward making a public demon- 
stration. 


The effects of public interference 
with the games were discovered when 
the organization began to take definite

izations, they all appreciated the offer 
but immediately expressed serious 
doubts as to the propriety of accepting 
a benefit from games that were the sub- 
ject of official interference. It was not 
that these institutions questioned the 
games themselves, but the attitude of 
public Officials had been given wide- 
spread publicity and the management of 
no charitable organization or institu- 
tion wanted to be put in an unfavorable 
light. 

Those who were trying to promote the 
tournament say that this condition was 
most discouraging. It was only after 
repeated discouragements that the 
Badger State Association for the Blind 
agreed to accept the benefits of the 
tournament for their students. This 
was quite a victory and the way was 
then opened for further steps in plan- 
ning the details. Similar difficulties 
were met in trying to find a public 
building large enough and centrally lo- 
cated for holding the tournament. 
Hotels and a number of other buildings 
were refused, all because of the wide 
publicity that had been given to the 
Official attitude toward the games. But 
the Futuristic Ballroom, a_ centrally 
located and appropriate building, was 
finally secured and one more step had 
been taken.

There are naturally many details of 
Management in promoting such a tour- 
nament. The general management was 
placed in charge of a committee of 
which Isadore Jay was chairman. There 
were as many as a dozen other com- 
mittees, covering the various jobs from 


publicity to handling disputes during 
the tournament, awarding prizes, etc. 
The necessary committees and the 


duties of each will occur to any organi- 
zation interested in promoting such 
tournaments. 


With the place, date and benefactor 
settled, the next important element in 
promoting the tournament was pub- 
licity. Stickers, window cards, broadsides 
and later newspaper and radio adver- 
tising were used to properly publicize 
the event. It is evident that the Mil- 
waukee tournament had liberal and 
wisely planned publicity. If the object 
of such tournaments is to create public 
good will, then there must be plenty of 
publicity and it must be of a high- 
grade character. The use of stickers, 
window cards and_ broadsides _per- 
mitted the members of the association 
to co-operate in placing this advertising 
in all their locations. These were the 
first public announcements of the tour- 
nament. An effort was made to have a 
notice on every game in the city and 
also in every window of all stores or 
locations having games inside. The 
broadsides used to advertise the tour- 
Nament were 22 by 30 inches, and the 
window cards were 14 by 22 inches. 
Copies or reproductions of the adver- 
tising matter used may be secured thru 
The Billboard by any organization 
definitely interested in promoting a 
Pinball tournament. ° 

This publicity reached the habitual 
players and even a certain section of 
the public. But it was not general 
enough to reach the public at large. So 
the plan was to use the city newspapers 
and local radio stations for paid pub- 
licity and advertising about one week 
preceding the holding of the event. 
When the committee approached the 
local newspapers about co-operation and 
the use of paid display advertising the 
newspaper management was skeptical, 
and later both dailies definitely refused 
to sell advertising space to give notice 
of the tournament. The reason given 
again was that the newspapers did not 
wish to antagonize public officials. Now 
that the matter was up, the local radio 


stations also declined to co-operate in 
any way or to sell time for announcing 
the tournament. This was a decided 
blow to those promoting the tourna- 
ment, for the real object of the event 
was to get public attention and thus 


make the public better acquainted 
with pinball amusement. But with 
local newspapers and radio stations 


closed to them it was a disappointing 
time. 


Upon request The Billboard sent a 
publicity man to aid the committee in 
getting the local papers and radio sta- 
tions to accept paid advertising. The 
Billboard representative spent three 
days with the committee and succeeded 
in getting advertising accepted by the 
newspapers and also radio time for an- 
nouncements of the tournament. One 
of the newspapers then co-operated by 
publishing a lengthy front-page news 
story in the Sunday edition. While this 
story had some statements in it that 
were objectionable, at the same time it 
attracted wide attention to the local 
industry.

The staging of a pinball tournament 
on a large scale calls for a lot of details 
in the layout and management. Over 
200 table games were placed in the large 
hall, arranged in sections A, B and C. 
In each section the games were ar- 
ranged in rows of five or six games, 
with the backs of the tables in two rows 
placed adjacent. This left an aisle for 
players between every two rows of 
games. Each row of games was made 
up of the same type of machines. An 
Official checker of scores was assigned 
to each aisle, who kept general over- 
sight of the playing, signed the score- 
cards, etc. Rope or cord was stretched 
at one end of the aisles so that players 
would enter and leave the playing arena 
at one end only. 


Some idea of the general layout may 
be gained by studying the illustration 
which accompanies this article. 


Two styles of tickets were used for the 
tournament, each one selling at 25 
cents. White tickets with detachable 
stubs were used for general admission. 
Red tickets of similar style were used 
for contestants. Anyone desiring to 
compete ior prizes would need two 
tickets. A corps of five young ladies 


was stationed at the main entrance to

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sell tickets, admit patrons and other 
details. An official starter was also 
stationed at the main entrance and took 
care of all persons wishing to enter the 
contests. Each contestant would be 
signed a certain section in which he 
would begin playing, and the rules re- 
quired that he must complete 10 games 
in that section. Scorecards with space 
for entering the results of 10 games 
were given each contestant upon en- 
trance. The contestant would lay his 
scorecard on each table as he started to 
play the game. The official checker in 
each aisle would enter the score and 
certify it as the game was completed, 
then the player would advance to the 
next row of machines. Players could 
purchase as many contestants’ tickets 
as they desired, which entitled them to 
lay thru one section composed of 10 
rows of games, and many players did 
go thru as many as three and four times 
in an effort to accumulate high scores. 
Coin chutes were arranged so that 
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the games could be played without the 
use of coins or slugs. This caused some 
confusion and a few cases of “‘cheating” 
were observed. The tournament man- 
agement considered issuing checks to 
contestants for playing the game, but 
local telephone officials expressed some 
doubts about it and it was feared that 
slugs might be put into circulation. 
Experience in the tournament, however, 
led to the conclusion that it would pos- 
sibly be better to devise some system of 
issuing checks to contestants for playing 
a definite number of games. Miscel- 
laneous games were arranged along the 
walls for people who did not wish to 
definitely enter a contest. These games 
served a useful purpose in introducing 
many people to pinball for the first 
time. The public could also stand in 
the space between the three sections of 
games, but only players were admitted 
to the aisles between the banks of 
games.

No requirements were made to become 
a contestant for prizes other than that 
the person held a contestants’ ticket 
and agreed to the simple rules of the 
tournament printed on the reverse side 
of the scoring cards. On the first day 
there was an “open-house” period from 
noon until 2 p.m., during Which time 
the games were free to all, with no 
scores kept. The tournament was 
officially open from noon until midnight 
of each remaining day. Scores were 
totaled at the stage in the front of the 
big hall. Here a large scoreboard was 
kept and also a public-address system. 
When any player completed his 10 
games in any section his card was taken 
to the official at the front of the hall 
and there the total was made. Bally- 
hooing of the good scores over the 
public-address system served a_ very 
useful purpose in stirring up enthusi- 
asm for the games. 

A “point” system was used to keep 
the record of contestants toward the 
winning of prizes. The scorecard had a 
column for entering the actual score 
made on each game and a second col- 
umn for entering the value of this 
Score in points. The point system was 
based on the scoring card of each game 
issued by the manufacturer of that 
game. As an example, the scores and 
points given on the Score-a-Lite game 
were as follows:

These scores and points given were 
listed for each type of game, and since 
every player had to complete a series of 
10 different types of games the law of 
averages was expected to strike an 
equality among players.

The prizes were attractively displayed 
on the stage at the front of the large 
ballroom and created a distinctive ap- 
pearance. It needs to be said that no 
stinting was done in the matter of 
prizes. Over $1,000 had been invested 
in prizes for contestants in the tourna- 
ment. Some of these were very useful 
household articles to appeal to heads of 
families. A number of consolation 
prizes was also arranged. These prizes, 
which were not very difficult to win, 
had a very stimulating effect in getting 
many inexperienced people to play the 
games. Prizes were awarded each 
evening at 11:30, and the grand prize 
on the final evening 

This is a general outline of the main 
points in promoting and managing a 
city-wide pinball tournament. With an 
investment of more than $3,000 in the 
Milwaukee event, it remains to be said 
that operators’ organizations should 
not undertake such affairs unless the 
general body of operators is enthusiastic 
about the idea and is willing to give full 
co-operation. There may be a number 
of cities in which the official attitude 
is such that the staging of an impressive 
public event is needed to arouse popular 
support for the games. There is no 
doubt but that a city-wide tournament 
successfully conducted will make a 
favorable public impression in most 
any city. The use of the tournament to 
benefit some charitable organization is 
an essential in realizing the full public 


benefits. Little has been said in this 
article about the use of privately eon- 
ducted pinball tournaments by dis- 


tributors and jobbers to introduce a new 
game to the public. However, the in- 
formation service of The Billboard is 
available to anyone wishing to in- 
vestigate: tournaments further.

Illinois Issues 


Sales Tax Rules 


CHICAGO, June 22.—New rules and 
regulations relating to the occupational 
tax act, passed as S. B. No. 207, have 


been issued by the Department of 
Finance of Illinois. Provisions which 
relate to the coin-machine trade, or 


divisions of it, are as follows (the act 
goes into effect July 1): 
VENDING MACHINES 

Where tangible personal property is 
solid to users or consumers by means 
of vending machines placed in theaters 
or other public places, the person own- 
ing the property confained therein 
makes final sales thereof for use or 
consumption, and becomes liable for 
Retailers’ Occupation Tax. When vend- 
ing machines are placed on private 
property, the property owner somee 
times purchases the articles sold thru 
the vending machines, and makes col- 
lections of the coins deposited in the 
machines in payment for articles pur- 
chased. Under suck: conditions, the 
property owner musi report and pay the 
tax measured by his gross receipts from 
sales made thru such vending machines. 
This holds even tho the owner of the 
vending machine makes collections of 
coins from the machines, and pays these 
collections over to the owner of the 
merchandise, less the cost price of mer- 
chandise solid by the owner thru the 
machine, which merchandise was pur- 
chased originally from the owner of 
the vending machine. 

Where the property owner does not 
own the merchandise sold thru the 
vending machine, but is paid a com- 
mission on sales made thru the ma- 
chine, he does not become liable for

GAMES OF CHANCE 

Persons engaged in the business of 
conducting games of chance at fairs, 
bazaars, carnivals, picnics, etc., by means 
of mechanical devices such as wheels, 
paddles and the like, and persons op- 
erating slot machines of a similar char- 
acter, which involve the delivery of 
tangible personal property to the player 
in the event that the player is success- 
ful in the conduct of the game or the 
operation of the device are deemed to 
be users or consumers of tangible pere 
sonal property. 

Sale of such items of tangible per- 
sonal property as confections, blankets, 
household furniture, jewelry, groceries, 
or other tangible personal property to 
persons operating such games or de- 
vices are sales at retail within the Re- 
tailers’ Occupational Tax Act, and the 
sellers will be held liable for the tax. 

These cases must be distinguished 
from those where vending machines are 
used for selling tangible personal prop- 
erty at retail. 


Dice games are conducted at cigar 
stands and other places, under the fol- 
lowing or substantially similar circum- 
stances: Dice are rolled. In the event 
that the player wins, a cigar is given 
to the player free of charge. In the 
event that the cigar stand wins, the 
player receives the cigar, but pays twice 
the purchase price. The cigar stand 


will be required to pay the tax meas- - 


ured by the customary retail selling 
price of all such cigars disposed of in 
this manner.

AMUSEMENT PLACES 


Persons engaged in the business of 
operating such public amusement places 
as motion picture theaters, operas, base- 
ball parks, golf courses, tennis courts,

swimming pools, billiard and _ pool 
parlors, bowling alleys, dance halls, 
amusement parks, miniature golf 


courses, circuses, carnivals, chautauquas, 
lectures and all other places of public 
entertainment or amusement, are not 
primarily engaged in the business of 
selling tangible personal property at 
retail, and gross receipts derived by 
them from the former sources are not 
within the Retailers’ Occupation Tox 
Act. Admission tickets are merely evi- 
dences of right to view, play or partici- 
pate in such entertainment or amuse- 
ment, and the sale thereof to persons 
operating such places is a sale for use 
or consumption. 

If, auxiliary to operation of places 
of public amusement, persons sell re- 
freshments, soft drinks or other tangible 
personal property to users or consumers, 
they become liable for tax with respect 
to their gross receipts from such sales. 

The rate of tax with respect to re- 
ceipts from sales made on and after July 
1, 1935, is increased from 2 to 3 per 
cent. 


Too Much Talk on Cases 


NEW YORK, June 22.—Attorneys 
here say that the trade itself was 
largely responsible for the adverse de- 
cision on pinball games in the Bronx 
cases recently. An excessive whisper- 
ing campaign is said to have been an 
unfavorable factor. If the trade had 
not taken the cases so seriouslv and 
had done little talking about them, the 
cases would probably have never come 
to the attention of the press. 


Attorneys also explain that the cases 
are of little importance as to legal 
precedent and that if a statement from 
Mayor LaGuardia had not been forth- 
coming the cases would have passed 
unnoticed. Unscrupulcus merchants and 
a few greedy operators were the cause 
of all the trouble, it is stated.

election. This action is in opposition 
to the recent State law providing for 
the license of certain types of pay-off 
machines. City-wide organization of the 
churches is being arranged to carry the 
movement all over the State. 

“The slot-machine measure would 
automatically become a law on August 
1 under the 90-day clause,” according to 
the chairman of the movement. “If peti- 
tions bearing 33,000 signatures are filed 
with the secretary of state before that 
time the law will be held up pending a 
State-wide referendum on the question.” 

Tulsa has been designated as State 
headquarters for the movement. 


License Means 


Local Relief 


TULSA, June 22.—Pinball operators 
are looktng forward to August 1, when 
the recently enacted licensing law be- 
comes effective in Oklahoma. It means 
that they will save at least $2 annually 
on licenses. 


Earl Logan, commissioner of finance 
and revenue of the city of Tulsa, is put- 
ting the pressure on license collections 
the remainder of this month, in that it 
means operators must pay $2 more for 
licenses purchased now than they will 
have to pay after August 1. 


The present city license fee is $12 
annually. After the State licensing law 
is operative the city can only collect $10 
annually from each machine on location. 


Operators of 350 pinball games met 
with the finance commissioner last week 
and agreed to immediately pay all li- 
censes due. The new State ‘aw pro- 
hibits regulation by city authorities, 
which will mean a “break” for all Tulsa 
operators. 


Col. Oscar W. Hoop, commissioner of 
fire and police, had prepared a stringent 
regulatofy ordinance which would prac- 
tically have driven the machines out of 
the business district, but an examina- 
tion of the State law reveals the city 
can only regulate locations in the vicin- 
ity of schools. °

President Gives Views 
On Confusion in Coins 


WASHINGTON, June 22.— President 
Roosevelt opposed the multiplicity of 
coins in a letter to chairmen of the 
House and Senate banking and coinage 
committees. The position taken by the 
President will be an aid to coinmen in 
opposing tokens and other devices which 
find their way into coin chutes, it is 
felt. A multiplicity of coins causes con- 
fusion, the President suggested. The 
letter stated: 

“The rate at which new issues of 
commemorative coins have been au- 
thorized since 1932 has increased two- 
fold over the 10-year period between 
1920 and 1930. These coins do not have 
a wide circulation as a medium of ex- 
change, and because of the multiplicity 
of designs arising from the issuance of 
such coins they jeopardize the integrity 
of our coins and cause confusion. 

“Accordingly, I think the practice of 
striking special coins in commemoration 
of historical events and permitting the 
sponsoring organizations to sell them at 
a profit is a misuse of our coinage sys- 
tem, which is assuming increasingly 
dangerous proportions.” 


Hales Officials to Court 
To Retrieve Nabbed Games 


AUBURN, N. Y., June 22.—Tired of 
waiting for official action, Samuel Sco- 
laro, Auburn, haled Mayor Kirk Bowen 
and Detective William Graney into 
Police Court here this week to find out 
what they are going to do about three 
pinball machines seized from the Con- 
boy cigar store. The summons was re- 
turnable in City Court, where the 
mayor and detective obtained adjourn- 
ments. City Manager William B. Pat- 
terson was also served in an action 
which demanded return of the machines. 

Machines were seized some time ago, 
stored in the basement at police head- 
quarters and apparently forgotten. 
Police do not seem anxious to push 
case, but Scolaro feels he is entitled to 
hearing and to get the machines back. 
He believes the police are stalling, 
hoping for a decision in some of thea 
various cases thru the State that might 
bolster their own case. 


British Editor Gives 
Details of Paris Show 


The World’s Fair, British amusement 
weekly, issue of June 8, published a full- 
page story of the French Coin Machine 
Exposition, written by Edward Graves, 
editor of the automatic department of 
the British publication. It is a very 
interesting and detailed account of the 
Paris show. 

Unlike the British and American show, 
the article states, pinball games at the 
French show were few in number. Bill 
Rabkin, of International Mutoscope, was 
given special mention, and it was also 
stated that his table games reached 
France in time for the second day of 
the show. 

Cranes and diggers, according to re- 
ports, seem to have been the outstand- 
ing coin machines at the French show. 
Sopransi & Bonzini, 26 Rue Desire- 
Vienot, Bagnolet, France, are reported 
to be the largest manufacturers of coin 
machines in France and to have made 
1,000 cranes so far this year alone.

SLUGS A PINBALL MENACE 


When a conservative newspaper like 
The New York Times gives considerable 
publicity in a Sunday edition to the 
losses by telephone and subway com- 
panies due to slugs and also suggests 
that pinball games may be responsible 
for great quantities of slugs, it is very 
likely that many will jump to the con- 
clusion that to ban the pinball games 
would automatically abolish the slug 
evil. 

We are publishing herewith the news 
story as it appeared in the June 9 issue 
of The New York Times. 

There are some important facts that 
should be kept in mind by any who 
undertake to pass on the slug evil: 

1. It may be taken as true that the 
improper use of slugs has increased con- 
siderably during the last two or three 
years. But so has the making of small 
coins to counterfeit United States coin- 
age. It is also true that pinball games 
have no doubt had a full share in in- 
creasing the circulation of slugs. 


BUT THE GOVERNMENT DOES NOT 
CEASE COINING MONEY BECAUSE IT 
IS COUNTERFEITED, NOR DO WE 
BAN TELEPHONES BECAUSE THOU- 
SANDS OF MEN IN MACHINE SHOPS 
MAKE SLUGS DELIBERATELY TO 
CHEAT TELEPHONES. 

2. The progressive elements in the 
amusement games business will co-op- 
erate in every way possible to help 
eliminate the slug evil. Slugs are just 
as much a menace to the profits on pin- 
ball games as they are to telephone and 
subway profits. 


3. Before placing too much blame on 
pinball games, it might be a good idea 
to consider the possibility that certain 
racketeering interests would “sow the 
town thick with slugs” if there was any 
hope of ruining the legitimate pinball 
games business. 

4. It would be a good idea to get at 
the source of slugs, insofar as possible. 
In Chicago's Loop district I have seen 
stacks of slugs in the dime stores. 
Hardware stores in the Loop district 
have had window displays of high-grade 
slugs and in some cases placards to ad- 
vertise the non-magnetic qualities of the 
slugs. Everyone knows, of course, that 
thousands of slugs originate in machine 
shops and that most of them are made 
to cheat telephones and vending ma- 
chines. 

5. It is to be expected that much 
carelessness with slugs will be found 
among the operators end firms in the 
amusement games business. However, 
most of the trouble will be found in 
that fringe attached to the business 
which has no concern about the future 
or. ethical standards of the business 


To eliminate much of the carelessness 
with slugs by the trade itself, a number 
of suggestions have been made: (a). lt 
is possible and practical to eliminate 
the use of slugs to “test” pinball games 
Every jobber should give particular at 
tention to guarding against this leak- 
age; (b). The New York Times suggests 
that slugs are sold for ‘testing’ home 
games, but there is positively no use for 


slugs to play the garnes in the homes.

Firms that sell games for home use 
should be careful to adjust the chutes 
accordingly: (c) Operators themselves 
must eliminate the use of slugs and take 
them out of circulation in every way 
possible: (d). Permitting slugs to lie 
“round on counters, tables or games in 
jobbing offices should be stopped. 


6. MOST PERTINENT TO THE CASE 
IS THE FACT THAT BANNING PIN- 
BALL GAMES WILL NOT ELIMINATE 
OR RELIEVE THE SLUG EVIL. It is ap- 
parently a deep-rooted problem that 
must be solved by the friendly co-opera- 
tion of the telephone, subway, amuse- 
ment games and other interests that 
really need slugs for certain operations. 
The issuance of tokens by State gov- 
ernments to pay the retail sales tax is 
expected to complicate matters for all 
devices using a coin chute.

“Two tons of counterfeit coins—1,560,- 
000 of them—cascaded into Long Island 
Sound yesterday, propelled by willing 
police hands. They were the involun- 
tary collection of the Independent Sub- 
way System, which has been garnering 
them thru turnstiles at the rate of 1,575 
daily since the system opened Septem- 
ber 2, 1932. 

“There was no noticeable amount of 
mourning in the city over the burial. 
On the contrary, distinctly cheerful 
notes were sounded in the offices of the 
subway and “L” lines, the telephone 
companies and the automat restaurants, 
places where slugs have become anath- 
ema. Meanwhile, chronic users of 
slugs figure—and rightly—that there 
are plenty more where those came from. 


“The distribution of slugs has become 
a highly profitable tho rather circum- 
scribed industry in the city, with nearly 
10,000 daily being deposited in turn- 
stiles, telephone boxes and other auto- 
matic coin collectors. The Interborough 
receives about 1,200 daily, the B. M. T. 
about half that many, while the rest 
find their way into the Independent 
System, the ‘automats’ and pin-game 
machines. 


Slugs Sold Openly 


“Tho a State law passed last Septem- 
ber makes it a criminal offense to make, 
distribute, sell or possess slugs with 
‘fraudulent intent,’ they can be bought 
openly in at least one mid-town shop 
and surreptitiously in many others. 


“For the most part, the slug industry 
today is tied up with the popular nickel 
‘pin-games’ industry, the products of 
which can be found in numerous ‘play- 
lands,’ drug stores and stationery stores 
thruout the city. Most of the slugs are 
made in Chicago, where the largest 
manufacturers of pin games are located. 
They are turned out—ostensibly, at 
least—as ‘testers’ for the pin-game oper- 
ators, who see no reason why they should 
put nickels in their own machines to 
test them. 

“The operators buy them directly from 
the pin-game manufacturers’ agents in 
the city. The legitimacy of the transac- 
tion is attested by the fact that the op- 
erators must show their pink Amalga- 
mated Vending Machine Association 
membership cards before they can pur- 
chase the slugs from the more respect- 
able type of pin-game company agent. 


“In turn, the operators—who may run 
50 or 60 machines in as many retail

stores scattered thru the city—will fre- 
ntly donate a handful of the slugs 
to the store owners, also for use as test- 
ers. Thus a widespread distribution is 
attained thru legitimate channels. 


“Slugs kept within these channels 
would never find their way into subway 
turnstiles and telephone coin boxes. 
Unfortunately, there are frequent leaks 
along the line. The slugs go into the 
pockets of the public at prices ranging 
from 40 cents to 60 cents a hundred. 
One shop, which specializes in the sale 
of many kinds of gambling devices, in- 
cluding pin games, and thus has access 
to slugs, sells them openly. 


“These sales are made on the ground 
that it is perfectly legitimate to sell test- 
ers to people who have pin games in 
their homes.” 


Slugs Must Go 


be By BILL GERSH 


The New York Times has reported the 
fact that 1,560,000 slugs were dumped 
into Long Island Sound by the Police 
Department, in conjunction with con- 
fiscated firearms and other material. 
All of this seized material considered 
criminal in the minds of the police de- 
partment, the officials of other city de- 
partments and the public in general is a 
warning to the coin machine industry 
that because of slugs large corporations 
here will unwillingly, but of necessity, 
force drastic action to be taken rather 
than suffer such loss. 

The Independent Subway System of 
New York reports that it has gath- 
ered in 1,575 slugs daily, according to 


The Times. The Times continues: “The 
distribution of slugs has become a high- 
ly profitable tho rather circumscribed 
industry in the city, with nearly 10,000 
daily being deposited in turnstiles, tele- 
phones and other automatic coin col- 
lectors.

“news that is fit to print.” Its careful 
reportorial staff is to be thanked by this 
industry for the methods which have 
been used in the past to prevent any 
articles detrimental to coin machines 
in general. 

And yet, The Times continues to state: 
“For the most part the slug industry to- 
day is tied up with the popular nickel 
pin games industry, the products of 
which can be found in numerous play- 
lands, drug stores and stationery stores 
thruout the city. Most o? tne slugs are 
made in Chicago, where the largest man- 
ufacturers of the pin games are located. 
They are turned out—ostensibly, at 
least—as ‘testers’ for the pin game op- 
erators, who see no reason why they 
should put nickels into their own ma- 
chines to test them.” 

The story in The New 
speaks for itself. In no manner has the 
paper intentionally placed the entire 
blame on this industry. But the facts 
cannot be overlooked that certain job- 
bers and distributors in the city of New 
York disobey all sense of decency in 
actually selling the slugs to the general 
public. This writer has personally been 
present and noted cases wherein a few 
hundred slugs passed hands for a few 
cents. 

Today, because of the large use of 
slugs in this city, there must be an im- 
mediate order from every association to 
its members that they will be held en- 
tirely responsible for slugs found in 
their possession. It is to be remem- 
bered that a State law was passed last 
September making it a criminal offense 
to make, distribute, sell or possess slugs 
with “fraudulent intent.” 


The question is not whether operators 
are using the slugs in respectable 
fashion. The answer is that because 
of a few measly handfuls of slugs sold 
by a few greedy, penny-grabbing jobbers, 
operators and distributors an entire 
industry may be forced to get out of 
the city of New York, and such a course 
may arouse officials in other cities to 
the same type of action. 

It is extremely lucky for the coin 
machine industry in the city of New 
York that there was no newspaper with 
hysterical headline leanings to grab the 
story and smear it in two-inch type 
across the front page, a thing that 
would start official investigations by 
politicians seeking the limelight. 


Immediate action must be taken by 
every organization interested in their 
community and in the future of this 
industry. Drastic action of every sort 
must be taken by this industry to pro- 
tect itself from despicable chiselers. The 
greater majority of the men engaged in 
the industry in the city of New York 
are careful never to carry a slug with 
them. This writer has heard many of 
the operators actually brag that they 
will never use a slug or even carry one 
with them. Such men are saviors of 
this industry. The writer wishes that 
100 per cent of the men engaged in this 
industry could brag in the same fashion. 

Those little paper bags of slugs that 
jobbers and distributors have on their 
shelves may be for the best interests 
concerned and actually for use in test- 
ing the games. But it is much better 
for the distributor and the jobber to 
disconnect the “dog’’ on the coin chute 
and allow the operator to play without 
slugs, and absolutely refuse to sell slugs 
on any pretext or excuse to the 
operator. 

This is the time for the leaders in the 
coin-machine industry, not only in New 
York, but thruout the country, to assert 
themselves and to once and for all 
notify their city officials and authorities 
that guilt will not be found in the in- 
dustry. It will also be discovered that 
the great majority of the men engaged 
in this industry will have nothing to 
do with the jobber or distributor or 
operator, or even manufacturer, who in- 
directly creates such nardships by the 
sale of slugs openly to the public. 

The intentions of the individuals who 
have slugs may be of the finest, but 
there is always a leak, and because of 
such a leak it is best for the entire in- 
dustry to satisfy itself that no further 
trouble can come from this angle by 
stopping slugs at the source of supply 
as far as the best interests of this in- 
dustry are concerned. Should an entire 
industry be endangered thru the power 
of large corporations to complain to city 
administrations because of a few certain 
unscrupulous chiselers, or should slugs 
be ruled the “black plague” of the coin- 
machine business? There is only one 
answer to this question for the entire 
coin-machine industry—‘SLUGS MUST 
GO.”
